A  Jhort  Account  of  the  Rife  and 
Progrefs  of  the  Norfolk  and 
Norwich  Hospital, 

THE  late  Lord  Bifhop  of  Norwich^ 
formed  a  plan  for  this  purpofe  in 
the  year,  1759  ;  hut  then  an  unexpected 
incident  prevented  its  being  carried  into 
execution,  and  it  lay  dormant  till  it  was 
lately  revived,  and  vigoroufly  profecuted, 
by  perfons  of  his  beneficent  difpofition, 
who  were  encouraged  to  expect  that  fuc- 
cefs  would  attend  the  revival  of  it,  from 
the  concern  £hewn,  by  people  of  all  ranks,

at  the  former  difappointment,  ardently 
wifhing  to  fee  an  eftablifhment  of  fuch 
public  utility  brought  to  perfection  ; 
and  after  fome  preparatory  fteps  a  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  upon  this  occafion,  on  Au- 
guft  the  i ft,  1770,  which  proved  fo  au- 
fpicious  as  to  encourage  the  Society  to 
lay  the  foundation  of  the  Building  in 
February,  1771?  the  fituation  of  which 
is  pleafant,  and  in  the  beft  air,  at  a  pro¬ 
per  diftance  from  the  City. 


Through  the  activity  and  attention  of 
the  Managers,  the  Building  was  carried 
on  fo  fpeedily,  that  it  was  fit  for  the  at¬ 
tendance  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons 
to  afiift  Out-Patients,  on  July  the  Jith, 
1772,  and  by  November  the  7th  of  the 
fame  year  provifion  was  made  for  the  re¬ 
ception  of  fome  In-Patients. 


I  believe  it  may  alfo  be  truly  faid  to 
the  honor  of  this  County  and  City,  that

fuch  liberality  and  quick  progrefs  in  ef¬ 
fecting:  this  delign  have  not  been  exceed-

ed,  if  equalled,  in  any  other  place  in#this 
Kingdom,  at  a  diftance  from  the  Metro¬ 
polis  ;  and  particular  regard  has  been  paid 
to  a  point  of  the  utmoft  confequence, 
which  is,  having  the  Wards  lofty  and 
airy,  •f' 


f  The  Wards  are  of  different  fizes  and  all  15  feet 
high  ;  they  are  kept  very  neat  and  clean,  not  crowded 
with  beds,  and  well  ventilated  by  having  the  conveni¬ 
ence  of  letting  down  the  upper  parts  of  the  fafhes  occa- 
fionally  in  the  Wards  and  in  the  Galleries  communica¬ 
ting  with  them  ;  which  is  done  every  day  for  a  due 
time,  when  the  weather  will  admit  of  it :  and  it  is  ob- 
ferved  by  all  people  who  enter  thefe  Wards  that  there  is 
not  the  leaf;  offenfivenefs  ;  particular  care  having  alfo 
been  taken  in  refpedb  to  the  adjacent  Neceffaries,  which 
has  effectually  obviated  any  complaint  on  that  account. 

In  a  converfation  relative  to  Hofpitals,  which  I  for¬ 
merly  had  with  my  worthy  Friend  Doftor  Hunter,  Con- 
fulting-Phyfician  to  the  Brownlow-Street-Hofpital,  he 
told  me  there  were  two  Wards  of  equal  length  and 
breadth,  one  diredly  over  the  other,  but  the  upper  fome 
feet  lower  than  the  other,  in  which  the  fame  number  of 

patients 


X 
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Very  judicious  regulations  have  like- 
wife  been  eftablifhed  by  the  Society,  not 
only  in  feleding  the  ableft  and  mo  ft  ex¬ 
perienced  principal  Surgeons,  but  affift- 
ant  Surgeons  alfo  regularly  educated;  as 
it  is  an  objed:  of  the  greateft  concernment 
to  have  fuch  fubftitutes  to  fupply  the 
place  of  the  principals,  when  indifpen- 
fable  engagements  prevent  their  atten¬ 
dance. 

By  thefe  precautions  and  obfervances 
the  patients  will  of  courfe  be  properly 
attended,  and  fubfcriptions  not  difcou» 
raged  through  fuggeftions  of  any  neglect: 
and  by  thus  providing  the  Hofpital  with 
Surgeons  in,  its  infant  ftate,  there  is 
the  greateft  probability  of  perpetuating  a 

fucceffion. 


patients  were  lodged  in  fimilar  circumftances ;  and  that 
at  was  obferved  more  died  in  the  upper  than  in  the  lower. 
This  difference  of  fuccefs  could  not  at  hrft  be  accounted 
for,  but  upon  farther  confideration,  it  was  apprehended 
it  might  arife  from  the  greater  impurity  of  the  air 
they  breathed,  confequently  the  number  of  patients  was 
leffened  in  the  upper  Ward,  and  then  they  did  as  well 
in  that  as  in  other.

fucceliion,  in  the  mod  unexceptionable 
manner,  with  the  judgment  and  autho¬ 
rity  of  the  Governors,  to  fupport  the 
credit  and  reputation  of  it  when  it  ar¬ 
rives  at  a  ftate  of  maturity. 

Hitherto  the  fuccefs  of  the  practice 
here  has  anfwered  every  expectation,  by 
the  adiduity  of  the  judicious  Gentlemen 
who  engaged  to  attend  gratis  on  this 
meritorious  occalion:  and  particular  care 
is  taken  to  oblige  the  nurfes  to  perform 
their  duty  diligently,  upon  which  much 
depends. 


By  the  Records  of  the  Wincheder- 
Hofpital,  (which  was  the  fird  that  was 
founded  upon  voluntary  contribution  out 
of  London  in  the  year  1736,  through 
the  zeal  and  adivity  of  Dodor  Alured 
Clarke)  it  appears,  that  foon  after  its  eda- 
blidiment,  out  of  872  patients  admitted, 
there  were  no  more  then  59  whofe  cafes, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Phyficians  and  Sur¬ 
geons,  would  not  have  allowed  of  remo-

val  a  great  many  miles,  without  doing 

a  4  them 
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them  any  injury :  Hence,  fhould  it  be 
apprehended  by  perfons  charitably  in¬ 
clined,  who  dwell  in  the  extreme  parts 
of  the  county,  that  their  fubfcriptions 
could  not  be  well  and  fatisfadtorily  an- 
fwered,  on  account  of  the  remote  diftance, 
there  is  good  reafon  to  hope  this  conftde- 
ration  £hould  have  weight  fufficient  to 
remove  fuch  prepoffeflion  effedtually,  and 
determine  them  to  fuhfcribe  ;  more  es¬ 
pecially  as  there  are  now  eafy  and  fafe 
conveyances  coming  weekly  from  every 
part  of  the  County  to  Norwich,  where 
the  Hofpital  is  placed  :  and  as  a  farther 
argument  to  remove  this  objection,  pro- 
vifion  is  exprefsly  made,  by  the  Rules 
and  Orders  of  the  Hofpital,  that  the  re¬ 
commendations  of  thofe  at  the  greateft 
diftance  fhall  have  the  preference,  in 
cafes  of  equal  exigence.  J

|  Inftitutions  of  this  nature  are  evidently  worthy  the 
particular  attention  and  confederation  of  parifhes,  as  un¬ 
doubtedly  they  would  find  their  account,  and  be  amply 
recompenfed  in  fubfcribing  to  the  fupport  of  them  out 
of  their  public  ftock ;  for  it  may  reafonably  be  fuppofed, 

that 
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The  fame  worthy  Gentleman  who  was 
inftrumental  in  founding  the  Hofpital 
at  Wincheftcr,  when  he  became  Dean  of 
Exeter,  exerted  himfelf  with  the  like 
zeal  and  alacrity  in  promoting  fuch  an 
eftablifhment  there,  and  his  exertion  was 
attended  with  the  fame  fuccefs.  His 
amiable  character  and  benevolent  difpo- 
lition,  I  was  made  acquainted  with  in 
his  life  time,  by  a  Gentleman  of  equal 
merit  and  virtue,  his  intimate  and  my 
very  good  Friend,  at  whofe  houfe  I  once 
met  him  :  and  our  worthy  Dean,  the 
Reverend  Dodtor  Lloyd,  has  not  (hewn 
lefs  zeal  on  this  occalion. 

According  to  the  Tranfadtions  of  the 
Devon  and  Exeter-Hofpital,  feveral  ve¬ 
ry  fenfible  and  inquifitive  men,  who

that  there  is  fcarce  any  one  parifh,  tho’  ever  fo  fmall, 
but  will  have  in  the  courfe  of  a  year  a  pauper  fo  afflicted, 
as  to  become  a  proper  object  of  an  hofpital  provilion,  in 
a  cafe  where  nurfing  only  with  other  incidental  charges, 
will  amount  to  more  than  a  fubfcription  to  procure  eve¬ 
ry  thing  neceffary  to  his  cure  in  the  molt  unexceptio¬ 
nable  and  belt  manner.

turned  their  thoughts  with  particular  at¬ 
tention  to  this  fubjeCt,  were  of  opinion* 
that  half  the  poor  of  this  Kingdom  die 
of  difeafes  which  might  he  cured,  were 
timely  and  proper  affiftance  given  them. 

Were  it  neceffary  this  might  be  offered 
as  a  cogent  argument  and  incentive  to  en¬ 
courage  and  promote  Inftitutions  of  this 
nature :  for  in  what  place  are  they  fo  likely 
to  find  fuch  advantages  to  recover  their 
health,  as  in  an  Hofpital  well  governed 
and  regulated,  where  all  due  care  is  taken 
to  have  the  benefit  of  fuitable  diet,  pure 
air,  cleanlinefs  and  every  other  requifite, 
without  having  the  wards  crouded  with 
patients  ?  This  laft  article  is  materially 
neceffary  to  be  obferved,  the  negleCt  of 
which  in  fome  Hofpitals,  both  at  home 
and  abroad,  has  been  productive  of  dele¬ 
terious  effeCts,  as  mu  ft  inevitably  be  the 
confequence  of  breathing  in  an  impure 
atmofphere,  fo  contaminated  with  the 
effluvia  of  morbid  bodies ;  tending  alfo 
to  the  difcredit  of  the  Inftitution  and  the 
Gentlemen  appointed  to  take  care  of  the 

fick 
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fick  and  lame.  *  And  thofe  who  arc 
improper  fubjefts  for  admiffion  into  this 
Afylum  may  have  the  beft  advice  and 
medicines  without  expence,  to  keep  them 
from  falling  into  the  hands  of  bold 
quacks  and  ignorant  pretenders. 

In  this  refped:  the  Emprefs  of  Ruffia 
has  taken  particular  care,  as  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  late  Dodlor  Mounfey’s 
letters,  who  was  long  Phyfician  to  her 
Imperial  Majefty  and  in  high  efteem.

*  Mr.  Aikin’s  judicious  and  well  written  Diflertation 
on  Hofpitals  demands  attentive  reading  and  confiderati- 
on,  by  all  concerned  in  the  government  and  management 

of  Hofpitals,  that  they  may  effectually  anfwer  the  end. 
and  defign  propofed. 

From  the  inevitable  diftreffes  of  the  poor,  owing  to  a 
combination  of  caufes,  Inftitutions  of  this  nature  become 
more  and  more  necelfary.

leaving  abftrufe  matters  to  more  curious  inveftigators

Our  great  Countryman  Wifeman,  who  was  Serjeant-

I  have  reflected  with  regret,  upon  not 
having  obferved  and  regularly  purfued, 
what  I  now  ftrongly  recommend  to  be 
early  attended  to  by  others  :  and  I  did 
not  want  opportunities  for  fuch  purpofes, 
in  a  country  fituation,  with  a  large  circle 
of  buiinefs,  where  I  was  obliged  to  a£t 
in  the  capacity  of  a  Fhyfician  as  well  as 
a  Surgeon  more  than  30  years,  to  which 
I  clofely  applied  myfelf.

fu.re  and  profit.  Among  other  obfervable  things,  there 
is  a  curious  account  of  the  ancient  manner  of  embalming 
dead  bodies  in  the  Ifland  of  Teneriffe,  communicated  by 
a  Phyfician  who  refid ed  and  pradifed  there  many  years. 

Soon  after  the  Eftablifhment  of  this  Society,  the  ex¬ 
ample  was  followed  at  Paris  by  inftituting  the  Acad. 
Roy.  des  Sciences :  and  towards  the  conclufion  of  the 
fame  century,  another  Inftitution  of  the  like  nature,  to 
promote  knowledge  in  Arts  and  Sciences  was  founded  at

OBSERVATIO  NS, 

A  brief  account  cf  the  moft  confiderabte 
Epidemics  which  prevailed  in  the 
year  1739-40,  41  and  42,  with  fame 
obfer  vat  ions  and  remarks . 

IN  the  latter  part  of  the  fummer,  and 

^  ^  Of  a  putrid  &i 

in  the  autumnal  feafon,  of  the  year  malignant  w* 
1739,  the  weather  was  uncommonly 
warm,  calm,  and  fultry,  with  a  moift 
atmolphere  even  when  it  did  not  rain. 

This  difpofition  of  the  air  produced  a 
fever  of  a  putrid  and  malignant  nature, 
of  which  many  died  :  fome  had  erup¬ 
tions  and  others  not;  but  the  time  of 
their  appearance  in  the  courfe  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  was  very  precarious  and  the  crifis 
as  uncertain.  *

It  is  not  my  defign  to  enter  minutely 
into  the  nature  and  caufe  of  this  fever. 
Upon  the  invafion  of  it  the  pulfe  in  ge¬ 
neral  was  found  not  much  too  quick, 
but  unequal  and  often  deprefled.  The 
blood  was  then  florid,  with  a  loofe  co~ 
heflon,  and  in  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe, 
it  frequently  acquired  a  gelatinous  ap¬ 
pearance,  with  little  or  no  feparation  of 
the  ferum  from  the  craflamentum :  and 
at  its  height  the  crafis  of  it  was  more 
diflolved,  fometimes  refembling  molafles 
in  colour  and  confidence.  Then  the 
eruptions  put  on  a  purple  or  livid  hue, 
and  fpafms  with  delirium  commonly 
foon  fupervened  and  clofed  the  fcene  in 
death. 

very  It  is  a  matter  which  requires  great 
confideration  and  judgment,  in  order  to 
determine  the  propriety  or  impropriety 
of  bleeding  in  fevers  of  this  kind  even  at 
fir  ft,  th  o'  fome  fymptoms  may  then  feem 

to  indicate  this  evacuation. - As  the 

greater  part  of  thofe  who  were  attacked 
with  this  fever  were  people  of  the  lower 

rank. 
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rank,  many  were  indifcriminately  bled 
at  every  ftage  of  the  difeafe  by  ignorant 
perfons,  who  make  a  trade  of  bleeding  in 
the  country,  without  having  any  man¬ 
ner  of  medical  knowledge  to  diredt  them 
in  a  ftep  of  fuch  importance.  By  this 
unhappy  practice  a  great  many  evidently 
fuffered,  but  it  gave  me  opportunities  of 
examining  the  ftate  of  the  blood,  as  I 
was  frequently  called  in,  at  different 
times  of  the  difeafe ;  from  whence  I 
drew  fome  ufeful  inferences  to  regulate 
my  practice. 

From  what  I  obferved  in  the  fever 
now  under  confideration,  almoft  as  much 
care  was  neceffary  in  refpedt  to  purging 
as  to  bleeding :  alfo  confining  the  pa¬ 
tients,  in  clofe  rooms  and  hot  in  bed,  en¬ 
deavouring  to  force  fweats,  by  any  means, 
was  found  very  pernicious ;  but  the  fre¬ 
quent  and  cautious  admiffion  of  pure 
frefh  air  proved  as  beneficial,  in  the 
courfe  of  the  difeafe,  which  often  inftan- 
taneoufly  comforted  and  fenfibly  revived

the  patients,  when  almoft  expiring  for 
want  of  it ;  proving  more  vivifying  than 
any  cordial  medicine. 

The  moft  fuccefsful  method  of  treat¬ 
ing  this  fever  in  general,  from  my  own 
attentive  obfervation,  fupported  by  that 
of  judicious  practitioners  with  whom  I 
held  correfpondence,  was  to  clear  the 
Itomach  at  firft  with  a  vomit  of  Ipecaco- 
anha,  adding  to  it  a  grain  or  two  of  Tart, 
emetic,  and  when  that  did  not  operate 
alfo  fufficiently  by  (tool,  as  it  frequently 
did,  then  a  mild  purge  was  given  to 
empty  the  prims  vis. 

In  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe,  fuch 
laxatives  as  operated  with  the  lead:  com¬ 
motion  and  difturbance  were  neceflary, 
to  prevent  the  ill  confequences  proceed¬ 
ing  from  too  long  retention  of  putrid 
foeces,  &c.  and  to  anfwer  many  falutary 
purpofes,  lenient  clyilers  were  occafion- 
ally  given  and  frequently  repeated  with 
fafety,  at  any  time  of  the  difeafe,  when 

it 
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it  feemed  not  advifable  to  give  purging 
medicines.  *f-

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Saline  draughts,  with  a  fmall  quantity 
of  pulv.  contrayerv.  comp,  were  advanta- 
geouily  given,  and  temporate  cordials,  as 
circumilances  required. 

The  diet  moil  grateful  and  proper  was 
of  the  liquid,  farinaceons  kind,  with  the 
addition  of  orange  or  lemon  juice. 

The  moil  beneficial  common  drinks 
were  acefcent  and  fubacid  liquors ;  as  cy¬ 
der-whey,  barley-water  acidulated  with 
vegetable  or  mineral  acids,  &c.  and,  for 

thofe  who  could  afford  it,  whey  made 
with  old  hock  or  rheniih  wine  was  re¬ 
commended.  J 

The  Bark  proved  of  lingular  fervice  in 
many  inilances,  more  efpecially  where 

the 

|  When  Sir  J,  P - r’s  groom  left  his  mafter  at  Con- 

ftantinople,  and  declared  himfelf  a  Doctor,  a  putrid  or 
malignant  fever  raged  there  and  in  the  neighbourhood. 
He  indulged  his  patients  with  a  pleafant  beverage  like 
fmall  punch,  more  than  commonly  acid,  of  which  he  al¬ 
lowed  them  to  drink  liberally,  which  was  the  principal 
medicine  he  adminiftered  :  and  the  fuccefs  of  his  praftice 
gained  him  fame  and  wealth  ;  of  which  I  received  an  au¬ 
thentic  account  from  his  mafter. 
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the  eruptions  had  an  ill  afpedt,  joining 
with  it  Elix.  Vitrioli:  and  now  good  red 
port-wine  mixt  with  water,  and  made 
grateful  to  the  palate  and  ftomach  with 
juice  of  Seville  orange,  fugar,  and  a  little 
fpice,  was  found  to  be  one  of  the  belt  of 
cordials,  taken  moderately  warm. 

When  nervous  fymptoms  fupervened 
they  were  treated  with  appropriate  me¬ 
dicines,  according  as  the  nature  and  ap¬ 
pearance  of  them  directed:  and  in  deliri¬ 
um  with  a  feeble  irregular  pulfe,  blilter- 
ing,  particularly  of  the  head,  fometimes 
proved  of  lingular  fervice. 

The  following  is  a  moll  dreadful  in- 
ftance  of  the  malignity  of  this  fever,  and 
none  equal  to  it,  in  all  refpefts,  came 
under  my  notice  during  this  epidemic 

feafon. 

I  was  called  to  a  poor  lad  about  twelve 
years  of  age  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  when  he  had  been  freely  bled  and 
purged.  His  pulfe  was  very  languid,

quick  and  irregular,  and  he  was  not  per¬ 
fect  in  his  fenfes ;  befides  petechial  erup¬ 
tions  of  an  unfavourable  complexion,  he 
had  flattifh  tumours  of  a  purple  colour, 
and  of  various  fizes  over  the  bones  of  his 
arms  and  legs,  in  different  parts  of  them, 
exquifitely  painful  to  the  touch,  and  the 
depreffions  made  with  my  fingers  rofe 
very  flowly ;  they  had  a  puffy  emphyfe- 
matous  feeling,  lomething  like  what  is 
obferved  upon  the  fcalp  from  external  in¬ 
juries,  where  the  pericranium  is  fepa- 
rated  from  the  cranium  by  extravafated 
blood. 

The  day  after  my  fir  ft  vifit  he  was 
feized  with  fpafmodic  affections  and  be¬ 
came  more  delirious,  foon  after  a  ftupor 
came  on,  and  next  morning  he  expired 
in  ftrona:  convulfions,  which  was  the 

o 

feventh  day  of  the  difeafe. 

Had  there  appeared  to  me  the  leafi 
profpeCt  of  his  recovery,  I  fhould  have 
opened  the  tumours  direCtly,  but  imme¬ 
diately  after  his  death  I  obtained  leave  to 
do  fo,  and  found  extravafations  of  blood 


m 
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m  a  ftate  of  diflolution,  as  I  fufpedled,  in 
all  of  them  between  the  inflamed  peri- 
ofleum  and  the  bones.  J 

This  fever  raged  about  two  months, 
and  totally  ceafed  upon  the  coming  on 
of  the  froftat  Chriftmas  ;  of  which  I  am 
going  to  give  a  fhort  account. 

J  In  the  malignant  fmall-pox  and  fevers  of  that  kind, 
where  the  natural  cohefion  of  the  blood  is  deftroyed,  the 
vefiels  are  apt  to  burft,  having  loft  their  elaftic  power 
necefiary  to  carry  on  the  circulation. 

.  Whenever  tumours  happen  in  confequence  of  fuch  dif^ 

X. 

eafes  with  a  fluid  under  the  periofteum,  they  require  the 
moft  fpeedy  opening,  in  order  to  prevent  the  bones  being 
affe&ed,  as  well  as  other  bad  confequences,  likely  to  pro¬ 
ceed  from  the  abforption  of  matter  fo  virulent  and  corro- 
five.  Sometimes  in  thefe  cafes  the  bones  are  originally  af¬ 
fected  to  a  great  degree,  as  happened  to  a  young  lady  1 
was  defired  to  vifit  fome  time  ago,  after  the  danger  of  the 
fmall-pox  itfelf  appeared  to  be  over.  She  had  the  left 
Os  Malre  quite  into  the  orbit  of  the  eye,  and  down  to  the 
Alveoli,  out  of  which  the  teeth  were  ready  to  drop,  cari¬ 
ous  to  fuch  a  degree  as  might  very  truly  be  called  a  fpha- 
celus  of  the  bone,  and  fhe  died  foon  after  I  faw  her,  tho* 
fee  had  been  properly  treated  and  taken  the  Bark  liberal¬ 
ly,  under  the  direction  of  an  experienced  furgeon.

A Jhort  account  of  the  hard  winter  in  the 
Tear  1739,  &c.  which  was  the  fever  ef 
in  the  memory  of  man . 

The  froft  began  on  Chriftma$-Eve, 
ufhered  in  by  the  mo  ft  piercing  N.  E. 
wind  I  ever  felt.  It  proved  very  fevere 
the  following  night,  and  next  morning 
the  hedges  and  trees  were  covered  to  an 
extraordinary  thicknefs  with  hoarinefs 
like  fnow.  It  continued  to  an  intenfe 
degree  till  the  beginning  of  February, 
during  which  fpace  of  time  but  a  fmall 
quantity  of  fnow  fell,  compared  with 
what  had  been  obferved  in  fome  tempe¬ 
rate  winters  >  and  the  air  was  generally 
ferene.  February  the  2d,  wind  S.  E. 
the  froft  appeared  as  if  it  was  about 
breaking  up ;  but  in  two  or  three  days 
it  returned  with  almoft  its  former  vio¬ 
lence,  the  wind  N.  E.  On  the  20th  it 
began  to  thaw  again.  22d  it  rained  a 
little.  24th  it  froze  moderately,  and  fo 

continued 
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continued  till  the  27th,  when  it  rained 
plentifully;  after  which  time  it  froze  no 
more  to  any  confiderable  degree. 

In  the  month  of  March  and  till  the 
2  1  ft  of  April,  the  weather  was  exceed¬ 
ingly  cold.  That  day,  about  five  in  the 
morning,  it  began  to  fnow,  and  fnowed 
inceffantly  till  two  in  the  afternoon. 
The  air  ftill  continued  very  cold,  wind 
in  general  N.  N.  E.  On  the  4th  of 
May,  in  the  afternoon,  it  began  to  rain, 
and  after  about  two  hours,  fnow  and 
hail  were  intermixt  with  the  rain ;  then 
fnow  fell  alone  and  continued  to  do  fo 
the  greater  part  of  the  next  day.  The 
morning  after,  the  fnow  was  many  inches 
deep  upon  the  level  ground;  it  foon  dif- 
folved  and  the  air  became  ferene  and 
mild,  wind  S.  S.  W. 

The  fummer  fucceeding  this  hard 
winter  was  uncommonly  cold,  dry  and 
unfruitful.  The  winter  after  was  fe- 
verer  than  many  of  the  preceding,  with 
great  falls  of  fnow.  The  following  fum¬

mer  proved  hotter  than  ordinary,  and 
the  autumn  warm  and  .rainy ;  from 
which  time  till  Chriftmas  the  weather 
was  very  variable.

Tho’  during  the  feverity  of  the  froft, 
people  in  general  were  healthy,  yet  upon 
the  thaw  towards  the  fpring,  pleuritic 
and  peri  pneumonic  diforders  and  coughs 
were  more  rife  than  ordinary,  at  this 
feafon  of  the  year,  when  the  piercing 
N*  E.  winds  commonly  prevail,  produc¬ 
tive  of  fuch  complaints  by  obftrudling 
perfpiration  $  but  they  now  yielded  to 
bleeding  and  the  ufual  antiphlogiftic  me¬ 
thod,  &c.  nothing  peculiar  appearing  in 
their  nature  to  require  different  treat¬ 
ment,  paying  due  attention  to  age,  con- 
.ftitution,  &c. 

In  order  to  preferve  my  propofed  fe~ 
ries  of  obfervations,  I  cannot  avoid  the 
repetition  of  what  I  have  mentioned  in 
my  former  publication,  relative  to  a  fe¬ 
ver  accompanied  with  a  tumour  of  the 
face  of  fuch  a  kind  as  I  never  had  feen  or 

read 
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read  any  defcription  of,  vulgarly  called 
the  mumps. 


Of  the  Mumps. 

This  epidemic  appeared  early  in  the  *74* 
fummer after  the  preceding  pulmonary  dis¬ 
orders  went  off,  increafing  as  the  weather 
grew  hotter ;  and  it  wras  chiefly  among 
children  and  young  perfons.  It  was  a 
difeafe  truly  of  the  inflammatory  kind, 
without  having  the  febrile  fymptoms  run 
very  high,  nor  was  it  of  a  dangerous  na¬ 
ture  ;  I  had  a  great  many  patients  of  it 
but  not  one  died.  The  fwellings  of  the 
face,  neck  and  throat,  whence  the  difeafe 
derived  its  name,  began  foon  after  its  in- 
vafion,  and  fometimes  they  increafed  in  a 
few  days  to  an  enormous  fize,  the  fkin 
appearing  of  a  little  deeper  color  than  a 
damaflv  rofe ;  they  were  in  general  at¬ 
tended  with  but  little  pain ;  feldom  ter¬ 
minated  in  abfceffes,  and  when  they  had 
that  termination,  upon  opening  they 
healed  kindly  by  the  common  treatment.

The  general  antiphlogiflic  method  fuc- 
ceeded,  and  the  patients  bore  bleeding, 
purging  and  nitrous  medicines  very  welh 
In  fome  a  thicknefs  and  hardnefs  of  the 
parotid  and  maxillary  glands  remained, 
after  they  were  well  in  all  other  refpedts, 
which  yielded  readily  to  fmall  dofes  of 
mere.  dulc.  interpoling  a  gentle  purge  at 
due  intervals ;  and  fometimes,  befides 
keeping  the  parts  warm,  I  ufed  a  lini¬ 
ment  prepared  with  unguent  coeruleum 
mitius  &  liniment,  volatil.  confining 
the  patient  within  doors  and  to  a  proper 
regimen,  during  the  mercurial  courfe. 

In  five  or  fix  adults  the  tumefadlion 
of  the  face,  &c.  fubfided  in  a  few  days, 
and  then  I  obferved  the  morbific  matter 
was  immediately  tranflated  to  the  teftes, 
where  the  tumors  were  attended  with 
more  pain  and  cured  with  more  difficul¬ 
ty  ;  but  all  the  patients  for  whom  I  was 
concerned,  wherein  this  Metaflafis  oc¬ 
curred,  were  cured  by  the  fame  method 
without  ending  in  fuppuration*

This  difeafe  prevailed  all  the  fummer- 
feafon,  and  did  not  entirely  difappear  till 
autumn  1741,  which  was  almoft  a  year 
and  half  from  its  firft  appearance  about 
ten  miles  fouth  of  the  city  of  Norwich, 
where  I  then  dwelt.  || 

A  fever  of  another  kind ,

Soon  after  the  difappearance  of  the 
laft  epidemic  another  was  introduced, 
which,  tho’  fometimes  attended  with 
eruptions,  yet  was  evidently  of  the  inflam¬ 
matory  fpecies,  and  yielded  to  the  gene¬ 
ral  treatment  of  inflammatory  difeafes. 

This  difeafe  feized  men,  women,  and 
childred  of  all  ages  and  conftitutions, 
but  thofe  of  fanguine  habits  moft  violent¬ 
ly.  At  the  firft  feizure  the  fymptoms 
in  general  were  coldnefs  and  fhivering, 
pain  of  the  head,  laflitude,  faintnefs,  op-

j!  I  have  feveral  times  finee  obferved  a  flight  fever,  at¬ 
tended  with  fome  degree  of  tumefadlion  upon  the  face,

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preffion  of  the  breaft,  fhort  and  quick 
breathing,  a  pulfe  remarkably  depreffed, 
with  ficknefs  and  vomiting ;  and  in  the 
progrefs  of  the  difeafe  fome  had  erupti¬ 
ons,  as  fiery  red  fpots  of  different  fizes, 
others  had  an  univerfal  eftlorefcence,  and 
others  what  much  refembled  a  raffi,  all 
which  feemed  to  be  of  the  fame  affinity; 
and  fome  became  delirious  evenearly  in 
the  difeafe,  when  bleeding  was  omitted 
at  firft. 

Method  of  After  bleeding,  according  to  the 

ftrength  of  the  patient,  a  vomit  was 
given,  then  a  gentle  purge,  keeping  the 
bowels  open  with  the  mo  ft  lenient  pur¬ 
gatives  or  clyfters  throughout  the  difeafe; 
and  it  was  often  found  neceffary  to  re¬ 
peat  bleeding  two  or  three  times.  After 
thefe  evacuations,  bliftering  in  delirious 
cafes  was  of  finguiar  fervice,  more  efpe- 
cially  on  the  head,  but  it  was  obferved 
to  be  detrimental  when  recourfe  was  had 
to  it  before.  The  patients  bore  nitrous 
remedies  very  well ;  and  draughts  pre¬ 
pared  with  fal.  abfinth.  fucc.  limon.  &c. 

were 
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were  found  very  beneficial  in  cafe  of 
licknefs  and  vomiting  :  and  the  general 
antipthlogiftic  method  and  cool  regimen, 
diluting  freely  with  proper  liquors  an- 
fwered  fo  well,  that  few  died  who  were 
regularly  treated  from  the  beginning,  af¬ 
ter  this  manner.  Some  who  in  the 
courfe  of  this  difeafe  were  attacked  with 
pleuritic  and  pulmonic  complaints,  I 
found  it  neceffary  to  bleed  and  repeat 
that  evacuation,  even  in  the  height  of 
the  difeafe,  tho’  attended  at  the  fame 
time  with  eruptions ;  and  I  have  good 
reafon  to  believe,  I  faved  the  lives  of 
many  by  this  means,  notwithstanding  the 
prevailing  opinion  was  againft  it,  under 
an  apprehension  that  the  eruptions  would 
retreat,  in  confequence  of  bleeding,  and 
the  patients  fuffer :  however,  I  never 
omitted  recommending  it  earnestly  un¬ 
der  thefe  circumftances,  when  I  thought 
the  pulfe  would  bear  it,  and  it  feldom 
or  never  failed  of  anfwering  my  expecta¬ 
tion  ;  for  what  was  deemed  malignity, 
difcouraging  others  from  this  practice,  I 
confidered  as  proceeding  from  a  State  of 

B  "  blood 
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blood  highly  inflammatory ;  and  the 
great  fizinefs  of  it  verified  my  opinion. 


From  thefe  confiderations  and  appear¬ 
ances,  I  rarely  gave  cordial  medicines, 
and  when  indicated,  under  fome  parti¬ 
cular  circumftances,  I  found  julep,  e 
eamphora  preferable  to  any  other. 

I  was  called  to  feveral  perfons  many 
days  after  they  had  been  feized  with  this 
difeafe,  and  treated  with  cordial  medi¬ 
cines  and  the  hot  regimen,  without  eva¬ 
cuations,  from  the  miftaken  notion  I 
have  mentioned,  and  without  producing 
any  kind  of  eruption;  tho’  the  fever  was 
raifed  to  a  high  degree  by  this  manage¬ 
ment,  and  of  courfe  all  the  fymptoms 


In  thefe  cafes  I  did  not 


hefitate  in  refpedb  to  bleeding  and  gentle 
purging;  and  foon  after  thefe  evacuations, 
and  the  obfervance  of  a  cool  regimen, 
eruptions  appeared,  which  fenfibly  re¬ 
lieved  the  patients,  and  they  recovered, 
tho’  before  apparently  in  the  moil:  immi¬ 
nent  danger.  Here  my  opinion  and 


practice 
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praftice  met  with  great  oppofition ;  but 
the  luccefs  lilenced  my  opponents. 

I  obferved  many  at  the  firft  attack  had 
a  Very  languid  pulfe  and  often  fcarce  to 
be  felt.  Some  had  a  propenfity  to  fweat 
at  the  beginning  of  the  difeafej  but  then 
fweating  feemed  prejudicial ;  afterwards, 
if  not  forced,  it  proved  beneficial  when 
arifing  in  confequence  of  plentiful  dilu-* 
tion,  &c.  * 


A  remarkable  cafe  demonft fating  the  good 
eff'effi  of  bleeding  in  this  fever . 


I  was  called  to  a  farmers  fervant,  an 
athletic  young  man  of  a  very  fanguine 
habit,  who  was  feized  with  this  fever 
two  days  before.  It  began  as  ufual  with 
coldnefs  and  {hivering  j  now  he  cora^ 

plained  of  a  vehement  pain  in  his  head 
and  loins,  had  great  oppreffion  on  his 

B  2  bread 

*  Doctor  Daniel  Cox,  with  whom  I  was  well  acquaint¬ 
ed,  wrote  very  judicioufly  upon  this  fever  at  that  time 
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breaft  and  praecordia,  with  quick  refpira- 
tion  ;  his  pulfe  was  almoft  inperceptible, 
and  he  had  a  very  great  propenfity  to 
fweat.  Tho’  his  pulfe  was  fo  feeble,  I 
took  away  diredlly  about  lixteen  ounces 
of  blood,  which  was  fizey  to  a  great  de¬ 
gree,  and  his  pulfe  evidently  rofe  whilft 
he  was  bleeding.  Then  I  ordered  a 
common  clyfter  fhould  be  given  him 
forthwith,  and  that  he  fhould  take  a 
fcruple  or  half  a  dram  of  purified  nitre 
diflblved  in  a  draught  of  barley-water 
every  two  hours,  and  drink  plentifully  of 
the  common  diluting  liquors  advifed  in 
inflammatory  diforders.  Next  day  I 
found  his  fymptoms  alleviated,  but 
thought  it  proper  to  bleed  him  again  as 
much  as  before,  and  ordered  a  repetition 
of  the  clyfter  towards  evening  and  a  le¬ 
nient  purge  next  morning.  Upon  this 
days  vifit  he  complained  of  pain  of  his 
fide,  on  which  account  a  veficatory  was 
applied  to  it,  after  the  operation  of  the 
purge  was  over,  which  gave  him  relief ; 
yet,  confidering  his  ftrength  of  conftitu- 
tion  and  the  ftate  of  his  blood,  I  bled 

him 
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him  again  freely  the  next  day ;  after 
which,  by  perfifting  in  the  ufe  of  nitre 
and  keeping  his  body  open,  with  the 
obfervance  of  a  proper  regimen,  he  foon 
recovered  a  good  ftate  of  health. 


Another  cafe  of  this  kind  of  fever  in  a 
perfon  of  a  different  confitution  attended 
with  fome  Jingular  circumfances . 

I  was  defired  to  attend  a  gentlewoman 
of  a  lax  habit  and  very  weak  conflitution 
about  thirty  years  of  age,  on  the  fixth 
day  of  her  illnefs,  when  I  found  her 
pulfe  weak  but  regular,  complaining  of 
pain  univerfally,  but  more  upon  her  fide 
than  any  where  elfe,  attended  with  a 
cough  and  difficulty  of  breathing;  and 
ffie  was  alfo  very  reftlefs,  without  having 
had  the  benefit  of  a  motion  for  many 
days;  nor  had  fhe  loft  any  blood.  I 
bled  her  forthwith  to  the  quantity  of 
eight  ounces,  and  ordered  a  common 
clyfter  to  be  given  immediately  after 
B  3  bleeding, 
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bleeding,  with  draughts  of  nitre  and  cam- 
phire,  with  other  medicines  ufually  pre¬ 
ferred  in  pleuritic  and  pulmonary  com¬ 
plaints.  The  pain  of  the  fide  continuing, 
I  bled  her  again  next  day,  and  the  clyf- 
ter  given  the  day  before,  neither  return¬ 
ing  nor  producing  any  effect,  I  directed 
a  laxative  mixture  to  be  taken  in  fmall 
qua  ntities  till  the  end  fhou’d  be  anfwer- 
ed,  and  then  a  veficatory  to  be  applied  to 
the  fide,  which  procured  great  relief; 
but  the  fever  ftill  continued  and  a  thrufh 
came  on,  which  went  quite  through  the 
alimentary  canal,  appearing  about  the 
anus  as  in  an  infant;  *  ftill  fhe  ftruggled 
through  this  very  dangerous  illnefs  and 
perfectly  recovered ;  though  it  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  much  prolonged,  and  rendered 
worfe  for  want  of  bleeding  and  proper 

treatment 

*  I  never  before,  nor  fince,  faw  the  thruffi  appear  in 
fuch  a  manner  in  an  adult.  I  procured  the  very  efficaci¬ 
ous  medicine  for  her  on  this  occafion,  which  I  have  fince 
difcovered  and  published  in  my  Cafes  and  Remarks  in 
Surgery,  p.  406  &  feq.  edit.  II.  and  it  had  an  extraordina¬ 
ry  effe£l  by  bringing  away  great  quantities  of  thick 
Houghs  by  ftool,  keeping  her  body  open  during  the  ufe 
of  it.  Undoubtedly  the  alimentary  canal  is  often  much 
affefted  with  the  thruffi,  when  we  obferve  it  upon  die 
fauces  &c. 
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treatment  in  time,  her  blood  having  a 
thick  buff-colour  fize  of  ftrong  cohefion^ 

The  bark  proved  an  excellent  reftora- 
tive  in  the  conclulion  of  this  difeafe,  and 
Affes  milk  was  very  beneficial  to  the 
fame  purpofe. 


A  cafe  in  this  kind  of  fever ,  which  through 
negleEi  terminated  in  mortifications . 


I  was  defired,  by  fome  humane  and 
benevolent  perfons,  to  vifit  a  poor  la¬ 
bouring  man,  who,  at  a  great  distance 
from  his  own  home,  had  been  confined 
with  this  fever  more  than  a  fortnight, 
deftitute  of  neceffary  fupport,  and  with¬ 
out  any  medical  affiftance.  He  was 
about  thirty  years  of  age,  of  a  robuft  and 
fanguine  conftitution,  and  had  not  lived 
very  temperately. 

I  found  him  in  cold,  clammy  fweats, 
with  a  feeble  intermitting  pulfe,  and  was 

B  4  informed 
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informed,  that  he  had  been  in  a  delirious 
ftate  for  many  days,  voiding  his  excre¬ 
ments  and  urine  involuntarily.  Upon 
farther  examination  I  difcovered  a  deep 
and  fpreading  mortification  over  the  Os 
facrum  extending  far  unto  the  hips,  and 
one  upon  each  heel ;  all  which  penetrat¬ 
ed  to  the  bones. 

Under  thefe  deplorable  circtimftances, 
I  was  not  willing  to  abandon  this  poor 
man  to  his  fate,  and  the  charitable  per- 
fons  I  have  mentioned  readily  offering 
to  fupport  him,  I  as  readily  engaged  to 
take  care  of  him,  without  any  profpeft 
of  gratuity  for  my  attendance,  &c.  I 
ordered  a  veficatory  to  be  applied  to  his 
head,  the  bark  and  the  volatiles  to  be 
taken,  and  the  mortifications  to  be  dref- 
fed  in  the  ufual  manner.  The  next 
day  I  found  his  pulfe  better ;  he  was 
perfedt  in  his  fenfes,  and  the  mortifica¬ 
tions  had  made  no  farther  progrefs. 

By  a  regular  perfeverance  in  all  re- 
fpefts,  this  difmal  cafe  ended  happily, 

■  ■  by 
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by  which  we  were  amply  rewarded  in 
preferving  a  life,  that  might  become  ufe- 
ful  to  a  wife  and  family  of  young  help- 
lefs  children. 

This  kind  of  fever  continued  with  us 
more  than  fix  months.  It  was  not  con- 
lined  to  region  or  climate,  as  appears  by 
the  following  extradl  of  a  letter,  which 

I  received  from  an  ingenious  young 
Surgeon,  then  firft  Mate  on  board  the 

Royal  Sovereign  in  Sir  John  Norris’s 
fquadron,  cruifmg  in  the  Bay  of  Bif- 
cay,  and  upon  the  Spanifh  and  French 
coafts,  &c.

At  the  defire  of  the  Officers  of  the  Royal  Sovereign, 
the  fubftance  of  this  narration  was  tranfmitted  to  the  Lords 
of  the  Admiralty,  and  by  their  order  it  was  publilhed 
the  St.  Jama’s  Evening-Poft. 
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The  very  alarming  malignant  fever  which 
was  attended  with  the  gangrenous  fore - 
throat ,  immediately  fucceeded  the  laft  epi¬ 
demic. 


It  made  its  firft  appearance  in  May 
1742.  In  that  part  of  Norfolk  where  I 
then  pradifed ;  and  as  I  had  never  feen 
the  difeafe,  nor  could  I  recoiled:  any  de- 
fcription  of  it,  that  had  been  recorded 
by  any  of  our  own  or  other  obfervators, 
I  was  at  a  lofs  to  know  its  nature  and 
confequently  the  proper  method  of  treat* 
Ing  it.  Upon  the  ftrideft  inquiry  I 
could  not  then  hear  of  its  being  in  any 
other  part  of  the  county  or  the  king¬ 
dom,  nor  could  I  procure  fatisfadory  in¬ 
formation  to  dired  my  judgment  and 
pradice,  by  looking  into  fome  antient 
writers,  and  alfo  fome  of  the  laft  centu¬ 
ry  $  tho’  they  did  afford  me  fome  ufe- 
ful  knowledge  on  this  very  interefting 
fubjed* 


This 
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This  difeafe  was  chiefly  confined  to 
children  and  young  perfons,  tho*  fome 
adults  were  feized  with  it ;  and  the  mor¬ 
tality  which  attended  it  was  very  great 
indeed,  in  none  greater,  perhaps,  in  this 
kingdom,  except  the  plague  itfelf. 

I  was  at  once  convinced  upon  infpefti- 
on,  that  the  tonfils,  fauces,  &c.  had  not 
the  appearance  of  a  common  inflamma¬ 
tion,  and  they  had  an  early  tendency  to 
mortify ;  nor  did  the  fymptoms  of  the 
fever  Ihew  it  to  be  of  the  inflammatory 
kind  :  and  I  foon  found  that  the  patients 
could  bear  neither  bleeding  nor  purging, 
nor  the  cooling,  antiphlogiftic  treatment. 

Hence  I  was  led  to  confider  it  of  a 
putrid  or  malignant  nature,  confequently 
treated  it  as  fuch,  with  temperate  cordis 
als,  alexipharmics,  preparations  of  the 
bark,  &c.  frequently  ufing  warm,  anti- 
feptic  gargarifms.  Sometimes  I  thought 
bliftering  the  throat  or  fides  of  the  neck 
did  fervice,  but  fcarifying  the  ^ffedled 
parts  was  evidently  prejudicial.  Tho*

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This  difeafe 
continued  for 
more  than  ten 
years  in  the 
county  of  Nor* 
folk. 


purging  was  hurtful  in  this  difeafe,  yet 
common  clyfters  were  occafionally  ne- 
ceflary  to  prevent  the  inconveniencies 
arifing  from  coftivenefs,  or  a  long  reten¬ 
tion  of  the  foeces  ;  and  when  the  bowels 
were  in  the  contrary  ftate,  which  fre¬ 
quently  happened,  it  demanded  particu¬ 
lar  attention. 

This  difeafe  continued  more  than  ten 
years  in  my  circle  of  bufinefs,  but  it 
was  not  equally  violent  all  that  time ;  it 
raged  and  was  moft  mortal  in  the  years 
1745  and  1746.  I  had  a  great  number 
of  patients  of  it,  which  gave  me  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  feeing  it  in  every  fliape ;  but 
I  forbear  taking  any  farther  notice  of 
what  I  obferved,  three  great  Phyfici- 
ans,  Dodtor  Fothergill,  Dodtor  Huxham 
and  Dodtor  Wall  having  treated  fully 
and  learnedly  upon  the  nature  and  me¬ 
thod  of  cure ;  to  which  may  alfo  be  ad¬ 
ded  Mr.  Penrofe’s  Diflertation  on  the  in¬ 
flammatory  gangrenous  and  putrid  fore¬ 
throat,  which  contains  very  judicious

X  There  feemed  to  me,  upon  examination,  a  greal 
analogy  between  this  difeafe  and  that  of  the  horned-Cat- 
tie,  which  continued  many  years  in  this  ifland,  the  patho- 
gnomonicof  which  alfo  appeared  in  the  throat;  and  it  is 
obfervable,  that  Aretseus,  in  his  accurate  defcription  of 
this  malignant  difeafe  about  2000  years  ago,  exprefsly 
fays  it  was  preceded  by  a  plague  amongft  that  fpecies  of 
cattle,  ufing  the  word  lues  which  fgnifies  pcjlilence  in  man 
and  murrain  or  the  plague  in  cattle.  Lib.  i.  cap.  9.  de

Dodor  Layard,  an  eminent  Englifh  Phyfician,  and  Df« 
Blondet  a  Phyfcian  of  great  character  at  Montpelier* 
condefcended,  for  the  public  good,  to  write  upon  this 
epidemic  contagious  difeafe,  which  proved  dreadfully 
mortal  to  the  cattle  in  different  countries  and  climates.—* 
Doctor  Layard  propofed  inoculation  on  this  occafion,  but 
the  practice  did  not  prevail. 

This  malignant  fever  and  fore-throat  was  very  rife  in 
France  about  the  year  1748. — The  celebrated  Monf.  Le 
Cat,  M.  D.  C.  at  Rouen  in  Normandy,  wrote  a  Differta* 
tion  upon  it. — Dodor  Chomel,  an  eminent  Phyfician  at 
Paris,  alfo  wrote  upon  this  difeafe,  which  he  obferved 
there  that  year  ;  and  by  hiftories  of  cafes  he  fhews  the 
pernicious  eifeds  and  fatal  confequences  of  bleeding  in  it. 
In  his  Treatife  he  has  given  a  long  lift  of  writers  upon 
this  direful  difeafe,  who  lived  in  different  countries  and 
ages.-The  learned  and  accurate  obferver,  Dodor  Johnfotl 
C>f  Kidderminfter,  in  his  excellent  hiftorical  Differtation

I  held  a  conftant  epiftolatory  corref- 
pondence  for  eight  years,  with  the  gen¬ 
tleman  who  favoured  me  with  the  pre¬ 
ceding  account  of  the  fever,  which  raged 
in  the  Royal  Navy,  and  particularly  on 
board  the  Royal  Sovereign,  in  the  year 
1741  ;  during  which  correfpondence  till 
the  conclufion  of  the  war  in  1748,  he 
gratified  me  with  many  memorable  oc¬ 
currences,  fome  of  which  I  have  extract¬ 
ed  from  his  letters  to  be  here  inferted ; 
firft  begging  leave  to  be  indulged  with  a 
fhort  digrefiion  in  juftice  to  my  friend's 
character,  and  to  give  the  more  weight 

and 

on  malignant  difeafes  which  prevailed  there  for  fome 
years,  has  mentioned  this  fore-throat,  with  fome  particu¬ 
lar  remarks  upon  it. 

Creech’s  Tranflation  of  Lucretius’s  hiftorical  account 
of  the  plague  at  Athens,  with  explanatory  notes,  wherein 
are  mentioned  the  fentiments  of  Thucydides  and  Hippo¬ 
crates  upon  the  fame  fubjedl,  are  well  worth  reading,  as 
they  contain  many  ufeftil  phyfiological  and  medical  re¬ 
marks  and  obfervations,  concerning  the  nature  and  caufe 
of  malignant  fevers  in  general,  as  well  as  this  deplorable 
calamity  in  particular,  which  depopulated  that  famous 
city  in  all  its  glory.-— It  is  a  common  faying ;  where  the 
natural  Fhilofopher  ends  the  Phyfician  muft  begin. 
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and  authenticity  to  his  valuable  and  ufe- 
ful  communications,  he  being  a  man  of 
great  veracity,  probity  and  application, 
to  whom  I  am  much  obliged. 

When  he  was  well  qualified  for  the 
Univerfity,  he  was  committed  to  the  care 
and  tuition  of  a  regular  furgeon  in  ex* 
tenfive  practice,  and  being  very  ftudious, 
he  made  a  greater  proficiency  than  com* 
mon  in  a  few  years.  At  about  20  years 
of  age  he  refolved  to  enter  into  the  navy, 
we  being  juft  then  engaged  in  a  war  with 
France  and  Spain.  Upon  his  firft  exa* 
ruination  at  Surgeons-Hall  for  this  pur* 
pofe,  he  obtained  a  qualification  for  prin- 
cipal  Surgeon  of  a  fmall  man  of  war,  by 
the  unanimous  approbation  of  the  exami¬ 
ners,  confirmed  by  the  examining  Phyfi* 
cian ;  which  was  confidered  as  a  Angu¬ 
lar  honor  conferred  upon  him ;  but  one 
of  thofe  gentlemen,  in  the  moft  friendly 
manner  advifed  him  to  wave  this  appoint¬ 
ment,  and  accept  that  of  firft  mate  of  the 
Royal  Sovereign  juft  going  out  upon  a 
Cruife,  which  he  told  him,  he  could, 

C  2  .  and 
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and  would,  if  he  chofe  it,  procure  for 
him  without  any  lofs  of  time,  under  a 
very  able  and  experienced  Surgeon  his 
particular  friend,  where  he  would  have 
the  bed  opportunities  of  making  himfelf 
acquainted  with  the  naval  or  marine 
practice  of  phyfic  and  furgery,  *  to  qua¬ 
lify  himfelf  the  better  to  adt  alone  after¬ 
wards  ;  alluring  him  at  the  fame  time, 
that  through  his  intered  too,  he  might 
depend  upon  having  a  (hip  provided  for 
him  againft  he  returned  from  the  cruife. 

Not  long  after  he  went  on  board,  the 
principal  Surgeon  fell  lick,  and  for  the 
prefervation  of  his  life,  was  obliged  to  be 
carried  on  (hore,  and  there  left  for  the 
recovery  of  his  health.  By  this  unfor¬ 
tunate  incident  the  care  and  important 
charge  of  the  (hip's  crew  devolved  upon 

him,  with  the  abidance  of  four  mates  : 
however,  his  condudt  in  this  dation 
proved  highly  to  his  credit,  and  perfedt-

(c  tured  the  Maxilla  inferior,  by  cracking 
■c  a  hard  walnut.  The  fradlured  bone 
not  having  been  properly  confined  and 
treated  at  firft,  it  was  now  become  fo 
*c  troublefome  and  painful,  that  he  was 
“  unable  to  mafticate  folid  food.  Upon 
infpedtion  I  found  the  bone  black, 
and  part  of  it  moveable,  fo  that  with 
*c  my  finger  and  thumb,  I  eafily  extradt- 
ed  more  than  an  inch  of  the  whole

ft  The  cure  was  foon  effefted  by  the  ap~

**  furgeon  Mr.  Green,  being  fick  on  fhore,

fcarce  feel  any  pulfe,  which  tho!  almoft 
**  imperceptible,  was  the  only  lign  of  life 
u  remaining.  Upon  the  fall  he  had  bled 
**  very  much  at  the  nofe,  mouth,  and  ear s, 
and  the  bleeding  hill  continuing,  with  the 
weakness  of  his  pulfe,  prevented  my 
cc  bleeding  him  directly.  His  head  was 
se  immediately  Aa ved  all  over,  and  there 
^  appeared  a  large  Ecchymofis  up  on  the 
right  tide  of  his  head  and  forehead.  Our 
&c  Surgeon  being  too  ill  to  venture  to  come 
on  board  upon  this  occafion,  I  fent  forth- 
**  with  to  the  Surgeon  of  the  Dock-yard, 
ic  to  beg  the  favour  of  his  coming  with  the 
meflenger,  to  give  me  his  advice  and  aft 
finance,  apprehending  there  was  a  frac- 
sc  ture,  which  might  require  fcalping  and 
trepanning  without  delay;  but  he  abfo- 
lately  refufed  his  attendance  at  this  time 
of  the  night ;  I  then  fent  the  only  mate  I 
had  with  me  at  this  juncture,  to  remom 
ftrate  to  him  in  the  moft  preffing  mam 

ner 
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“  ner  the  apparent  neceflity  of  fomething 
“  being  fpecdily  done  for  the  prefervation 
*c  of  the  man’s  life,  deffring  if  he  did  not 
(C  choole  to  come  infiantly,  that  he  would 
“  be  fo  kind  as  to  lend  us  his  trepanning 
“  inftruments,  ours  now  being  at  the  inffru- 
<c  ment-makers  to  be  put  in  order ;  but  this 
<c  requeft  he  alfo  cruelly  refufed ;  therefore, 
“  at  this  time  of  the  night,  and  under  thefe 
unhappy  circumftances,  I  could  do  no- 
cc  thing  but  fcalp  him,  which  I  did  extern 
“  lively,  as  foon  as  poflible,  and  difcharged 
6C  a  great  quantity  of  coagulated  blood,  up- 
<c  on  which  his  pulfe  rofe  and  became  more 
€C  regular,  which  before  was  deprefled  and 
very  irregular,  as  ufual  when  the  brain 
“  is  oppreffed.  I  then  found  the  Os  Fron- 
<c  tis  fraftured  with  great  depreffion,  and 
“  feveral  figures  in  almoft  every  direction; 
“  one  in  particular  extended  far  into  the 
“  parietal  bone,  and  another  into  the  orbit 
cc  of  the  eye ;  but  what  furprifed  me  moft 
“  of  all,  was  a  wide  feparation  the  whole 
cc  extent  of  the  coronal  future.  Tho’  I 
<c  could  not  elevate  the  depreffed  pieces  of

“  much  relief  from  the  fealping  and  re- 
<c  moval  of  the  extravafated  blood,  that  in 
cc  an  hour  or  two  after  he  recovered  his 
<c  fenfes  and  fpeech,  with  an  improvement 
cc  of  his  pulfe,  which  afforded  me  great  fa- 
<e  tisfa&ion  under  fuch  defperate  circum- 
€C  fiances :  however,  early  in  the  morning  I 
6C  conduced  him  to  the  Hofpital  at  Gofport, 
€C  where  trepanning  was  immediately  per- 
formed,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  a  fluid 
appearing  under  the  Dura  Mater,  it  was

In  a  courfe  of  40  years  practice  I  have 
been  concerned  in  a  great  number  of  fraftures  upon  every 
part  of  the  fcull,  and  fucceeded  by  the  operation  of  the 
Trephine  in  about  two  thirds  of  them;  even  when  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  exceptionable  parts  according  to  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  writers  on  Surgery,  it  has  been  attended  with  fuc- 
cefs. 
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Another  cafe  of  a  fratture  of  the  / cull  at¬ 
tended  with  fome  fngular  circumjlances . 

“  After  quitting  the  Royal  Sovereign, 
**  and  being  appointed  chief  Surgeon  to  a 
“  fmall  Man  of  War,  inftead  of  lying  in 
€<  Port-Mahon  Harbour,  as  we  expected, 
(c  all  the  winter,  we  were  fent  in  com- 
€<  pany  with  the  Terrible,  to  cruife  in  the 
“  Strait’s  Mouth,  where  after  a  fmart 
“  engagement  I  was  fent  for  by  the 
“  Surgeon  of  our  confort,  to  affift  him  in 
“  the  following  cafe. 

(i  William  Bright  aged  about  24,  of  a

“  conftitution,  complained  very  much  of

ping  from  his  head,  and  upon  fearching

nium  was  fra&ured  j  confequently  we 
€t  fcalped  him  diredtly,  and  after  fuffer-

J  If  one  perforation  of  the  fcull,  made  in  a  depending 
part,  will  give  an  opportunity  of  fufficiently  elevating  a 
piece  or  pieces,  or  of  removing  fragments  of  the  bone  op¬ 
prefling  the  brain,  and  alfo  of  difcharging  any  extravafated 
fluid  contained  underneath,  it  will  be  better,  for  obvious 
reafons,  not  to  make  more ;  but  it  may  often  be  found 
requifite  to  make  more,  as  I  have  obferved  in  patients  of 
my  own  and  thofe  of  other  Surgeons,  in  confultations 
where  I  have  been,  with  the  concurrent  opinion  of  the 
ableft  and  moft  judicious  pra&itioners :  and,  indeed,  I 
think  none  can  be  competent  judges  in  fuch  cafes  without 
feeing  them  and  attending  minutely  and  attentively  to 
every  circumftance.

Monf.  Le  Dran,  in  his  Treatife  on  gun-fhot-wounds,  re¬ 
lates  a  cafe  of  a  roan's  dying  fuddenly  with  a  ball  lodged 
upon  the  Sella  turcica ,  a  year  after  the  accident  happened? 
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“  The  day  after  our  Fleet,  under  the 
command  of  Admiral  Matthews,  who 
“  fhould  have  been  better  fupported  by 
“  Leftock,  had  engaged  and  put  to  flight 
“  the  combined  Fleets  of  France  and 
€<  Spain,  the  wounded  were  fent  to  the 
*'  flofpital  at  Port-Mahon,  where  our 
*c  Ship  was  left  for  reparation,  and  I  had 
the  opportunity  of  attending  and  dref- 
“  flng  there  till  April. 

“  In  this  Hofpital  we  had  a  great  va~ 
u  variety  of  cafes  in  refpedt  to  gun-fhot-

“  violent  haemorrhage  enfued  the  next 
day  $  upon  which  accident  the  patient 
“  fainted,  and  it  was  thought  he  would 
not  have  revived.  When  the  dreffings 
“  were  removed  no  bleeding  appeared, 
“  and  the  artery  had  fo  far  retraced  it- 
felf  that  the  mouth  of  it  could  not  be 
^  “  difcovered,

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“  difcovered;  however  a  ftyptic,  was  ap-

J  I  can  by  preffure  with  my  thumb  upon  the  little  pec¬ 
toral  mufcle,  juft  above  the  clavicle,  ftop  the  courfe  of 
the  blood  in  the  fabclavian  artery,  as  I  have  mentioned 
in  my  Treatife  on  wounds,  Pag.  78  &  feq. 

I  believe  it  would  be  no  difficult  matter  for  an  inge¬ 
nious  mechanic  to  invent,  with  proper  inftru&ions,  a  ma¬ 
chine  for  this  purpofe,  by  which  means  the  operation 
might  be  performed  at  the  articulation,  with  as  much  eafe 
as  a  common  amputation ;  but  was  I  to  perform  the  ope¬ 
ration,  and  had  an  aftiftant  I  could  well  depend  upon,  I 
Ihould  prefer  his  compreffion,  as  mentioned  above,  for 
obvious  reafonsT® 

In  an  amputation  below  the  knee,  I  once  faw  a  large 
portion  of  a  tendon  and  a  nerve  included  in  the  ligature 
with  an  artery,  even  by  a  Surgeon  converfant  in  opera¬ 
tions;  inconfequence  of  which,  pain,  fpafms,  and  a  vio¬ 
lent  fever  enfued  and  carried  off  the  patient,  who  was  a 
.  good 
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“  A  young  man  was  brought  to  this 
“  Hofpital  during  my  attendance,  who 
“  had  his  breaft  trodden  upon  about

good  fubjedf,  in  ftrong  convulfions  on  the  third  day  after 
the  operation.  The  day  after  the  patient’s  death,  I  had 
an  opportunity  with  fome  other  Surgeons,  of  examining 
the  ftump,  and  we  then  found  the  ligature  upon  the  parts 
as  described.  An  ingenions  Surgeon  told  me  fome  time 
ago  that  when  he  was  a  Drefling-Pupil  in  an  Hofpital, 
he  was  an  eye-witnefs  where  a  ligature  remained  on  till 
every  other  part  of  the  ftump  was  cicatrized,  which  could 
not  be  removed  without  making  a  deep  incifion  to  difen- 
gage  it  from  the  tendinous  parts,  about  which  it  was  tied 
with  the  artery. 

Thofe  who  are  inclined  to  follow  Mr.  Aikin’s  rational 
method  in  the  Appendix  to  Mr.  White’s  judicious 
Obfervations  in  Surgery,  by  making  ligatures  on  the 
large  arteries  with  forceps  in  amputations,  as  was  former¬ 
ly  done,  in  order  to  obviate  the  inconveniencies  and 
dangerous  confequences  juft  mentioned,  fhould  be  parti¬ 
cularly  careful  in  doing  it,  after  drawing  out  the  veftels 
to  a  fufficient  length,  leaft  the  retraction  of  them  and  the 
impulfe  of  the  blood  fhould  throw  them  off.  Two  fatal 
inftances,  for  want  of  this  attention  I  well  remember  to 
have  happened  more  than  40  years  ago,  when  the  needle 
was  feldom  ufed :  in  one  the  haemorrhage  was  fo  great, 
that  the  patient  expired  before  the  Surgeon  could  get  to 

him,  who  lived  but  two  miles  off,  no  precaution  hav¬ 
ing  been  taken  to  have  recourfe  to  the  tourniquet  upon 
fuch  an  incident ;  and  the  other  patient  never  recovered 
the  immenfe  lofs  of  blood.

fir  ft.  In  confequence  of  this  injury, 

iC  a  tumour  at  length  appeared,  with  an

With  the  fame  confiderations  and  views  of  thofe  in¬ 
genious  gentlemen,  very  laudably  attentive  to  the  im¬ 
provement  of  our  art,  I  pradtifed  for  many  years  much 
to  the  fatisfadilon  of  myfelf  and  other  Surgeons,  the  me- 
thod  mentioned  in  a  note  at  Pag.  335  of  my  Cafes  and 
Remarks  in  Surgery.  Edit.  IX. 

By  drawing  the  artery  gently  out  a  little  way  by  one 
edge  with  diffedting  forceps  made  rough,  or  with  very 
fmall  teeth  for  obvious  reafons,  the  ligature  may  be  eafi- 
ly  conveyed  on  with  the  needle,  taking  in  only  a  little  of 
the  connecting  cellular  membrance  effectually  to  pre¬ 
vent  its  flipping  off;  and  it  will  caufe  no  more  pain  or 
inconvenience  than  including  the  veffels  alone,  which 
ihould  be  tied  but  moderately  ftrait. 

Either  of  thefe  methods,  and  the  application  at  firff  of 
the  tnoft  eafy  drefiing  and  bandage  with  the  leak  degree 
of  circular  prefliire,  will  certainly  avert  many  formidable 
fymptoois  in  confequence  of  amputations* 
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“  fultation  to  open  it,  and  an  aperture 
“  was  made  with  an  impofthume-lancet, 

“  very  properly  in  the  depending  part,

iC  Mr.  Chrifly,  fenior  Surgeon  of  this 
“  Hofpital,  allured  me,  that  he  knew  a 
“  gentleman  who  fractured  a  rib  by  vio- 
lent  exertion  in  coughing. 

Prefuming  upon  the  farther  induU 
gence  of  my  readers,  I  fhall  proceed  to 
infert  a  few  fhort  extrafts  from  the  let¬ 
ters  of  my  Correfpondent,  who  was  a  di¬ 
ligent  inquirer  and  obferver ;  concerning 
the  ftate  of  Phyfic  aud  Surgery  in  feveral 
places  abroad,  &c.  adding  here  and  there 
a  note  occafionally,  believing  they  will 
not  prove  difagreeable,  perhaps  not  alto¬ 
gether  unprofitable,  to  thofe  I  profelfedly 
thus  employ  my  time  to  ferve :  and 
iliould  they  afford  them  only  a  little  en¬ 
tertainment,  promoting  a  fpirit  of  emu¬ 
lation  to  improve  fuch  hints  to  their  ad¬ 
vantage,  my  end  and  defign  will  be  an- 
fwered* 

**  In  a  eruife  into  the  Levant ,  I  found 
no  Phyficians  or  Surgeons  in  any  re- 
pute  at  Smyrna ,  where  illnefs  detained 
me  feme  time,  except  thofe  who  at- 

“  tended 
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tended  the  European  Factories.  The 
Mahometans,  being  Fatalifts,  pay  very 
little  regard  to  Phyfic. 

“  When  I  ufed  to  take  the  air  for  the 
recovery  of  my  health  in  the  environs  of 
this  city  on  horfeback,  very  awkwardly 
accoutred  indeed  in  conformity  to  the 
turkifh  mode,  it  was  neceffary  to  be 
attended  by  a  Janizary  for  protection, 
as  the  Turkifh  robbers  generally  (hoot 
the  traveller  firft  and  then  rob  him. 

“  However,  notwithftanding  the  pre¬ 
valent  notion  of  the  ferocious  difpofi- 
tion  of  the  Turks,  I  found  thofe  very 
obliging  who  ufed  to  vifit  our  Facto¬ 
ry,  where  I  was  well  accommodated 
during  my  (lay  at  Smyrna ;  they  ufed 
to  invite  me  to  walk  in  their  gardens, 
prefenting  me  with  fruit,  and  giving 
other  teftimonies  of  civility  and  cour- 
ous  behaviour.  There  feerns  no  dan¬ 
ger  of  living  among  them,  if  we  do 
not  concern  ourfelves  with  their  wo¬ 
men  or  their  religion  3  but  commit-

“  In  the  Grecian  IJlands  in  the  Archie 
“  pelago  the  Elephantiajis ,  or  Lepra  Grce- 
u  corum ,  ftill  prevails ;  many  poor  mi- 
ic  ferable  objedts  I  there  beheld  in  this 
£i  condition.

**  As  no  medical  perfons  by  profeffion 
44  now  dwell  in  thefe  Iflands,  fome  of 
**  them  hearing  that  Englifh  men  of 
war  were  upon  their  coaft,  came  on

**  of  them  brought  a  pullet  under  his 
arm  to  offer  as  a  gratuity  for  our 
advice.

*  The  Elephantiafis ,  or  Lepra  Gracorum ,  which  is  of 
the  fame  fpecies  with  the  Lepra  Arabum  is  reckoned 
among  the  incurable  difeafes ;  it  is  elegantly  defcribed 
by  Aretaus  the  Cappadocian,  Lib.  II.  Cap.  13.  who  fays 
it  is  fo  called  from  its  foul  afpeft  refembling  the  Ele¬ 
phant’s  fkin,  with  unequal  protuberances,  roughnefs  and 
thicknefs  of  the  parts  having  clefts  and  chaps — Pliny  fays 

it  appeared  in  Italy  in  the  time  of  Pompeythe  Great,  who 
thought  it  had  been  peculiar  to  the  Egyptians .

Galen  fpeaks  of  feeing  it  to  a  great  degree  in  his  time 
in  Alexandria ,  in  which  Univerfity  he  was  educated,  and 
afterwards  refided  and  pra&ifed  at  Rome  in  the  higheft 
reputation. - It  is  obferved  to  be  lefs  frequent  in  Ger¬ 

many,  Scythia,  and  the  cold  northern  Regions  than  in  hot 
countries.— —Amb.  Pare  fays  it  is  more  in  Spain  and 
Africa  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  world,  and  more  in 
Languedoc,  Guyenne,  and  Provence  than  in  all  France  be- 

fides. - 'Towne  fays  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  Caribbee 

Jjlands,  both  the  white  people  and  the  negroes,  are 
very  fubjeft  to  this  difeafe,  but  that  it  there  generally 
follows  fome  other  violent  diforder ;  or  proceeds  from 
living  upon  unwholfome  diet:  and  DoLior  Dunbar ,  with 
whom  I  was  formerly  acquainted,  fince  dead,  who  prac-

Natural  Hiftoryof  Barbadees ,  fpeakingof  the  difeafes  of 
this  and  the  adjacent  IJlands ,  has  fomething  relating  to 
this  matter  well  worth  reading. 

An  ingenuous  young  Gentleman,  Mr.  Forfter,  bred 
in  Guy’s  Hofpital  and  fettled  now  iu  London,  who  was 
Surgeon  to  an  Bafilndiaman ,  lately  informed  me  by  let- 
ter,  among  other  judicious  remarks,  what  he  obfei  ved  of 
this  dreadful  diftafe  on  the  Malabar -Co aft,  where  he  faw 
feveral  miferable  creatures,  with  one  of  their  legs  near 
30  inches  in  circumference  and  the  foot  enlarged  in  pro- 
portion,  unattended  with  pain  tho’  fo  enormouily  fwell- 
ed  ;  and  under  thefe  circumfianccs,  he  fays,  no  attempt 
is  made  in  India  to  cure  them. 

The  celebrated  DoSfor  Mead  has  made  inquiry  about 
this  matter,  in  his  Book  de  Medica  Sacra . -In  the  me¬ 
dical  Lranf actions  of  the  College  of  Phyficians,  Vol.  I.  Dr. 
Heberden ,  an  eminent  Phyfician  at  Madeira ,  has  commu¬ 
nicated  the  hiftory  of  a  cure  of  this  difeafe  by  the  Bark 
in  a  confirmed  and  inveterate  cafe,  and  fays  he  has  found 
it  fuccefsful  in  feveral  incipient  cafes.- — See  in  the  Lon¬ 
don  Medical  Obfervaiions  and  Inquiries ,  Art.  18.  Vol.  I. 
a  letter  to  the  late  ingenious  and  learned  Doctor  Cle -

Leprofyy  as  it  appears  in  the  Hofpital  called  St.  Lazar e, 
which  has  been  eftablilhed  for  time  immemorial  upon 
the  coaft  of  Provence  in  France. — Vid.  Celfum  de  Vitiligi - 
nis  Speciebus ,  Lib.  V.  Cap.  28.  et  Hieronymum  Mercuria- 
Uniy  who  has  written  very  learnedly  upon  the  Lepra  in 
his  Treatife  de  mcrbis  cutaneis ,  wherein  he  mentions  ma¬ 
ny  of  the  earlieft  writers  upon  this  difeafe,  which  is  con- 
fidered  by  the  Syfiematic  writers  of  the  laft  century,  as 
one  of  the  Opprobria  Medicorum ,  as  well  as  by  thofe  of 
greater  antiquity. 

As  we  have  the  Leprofy  in  this  If  and  of  a  temperate 
climate,  it  generally  appears  like  bran  upon  the  fkin,  or 
a  dry  white  fcab,  more  frequently  found  upon  the  el¬ 
bows  and  knees  than  any  where  elfe,  tho’  no  part  of  the 
body  is  exempt  from  it.— —Under  thefe  circumftances  1 
have  feen  more  good  done  by  a  long  continued  and  re¬ 
gular  perfeverance  in  the  ufe  of  Merc,  fublimat.  corrofiv. 
in  very  fmall  dofes,  than  by  any  other  medicine,  drink¬ 
ing,  during  the  mercurial  courfe,  very  liberally  of  a  de¬ 
coction  prepared  with  guaiacum,  fafiafras,  china  and  far- 
faparilla,  having  crude  antimony  boiled  in  it,  loofely 
tied  up  jn  a  piece  of  cloth  ;  taking  now  and  then  a  leni¬ 
ent  purge  and  ufing  a  warm  bath. — I  have  alfo  experi¬ 
enced  the  good  effects  of  this  liniment. 
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t(  itfelf,  once  tranfcendently  famous  and

€C  fent  of  a  pint  bottle  of  true  Balfam  e 
cc  Mecca ,  as  a  grateful  acknowledgement, 
cc  for  fome  fervices  I  rendered  him  in  my 
“  profeffion,  having  nothing  elfe  left  to 
“  give.  He  was  a  very  polite,  well  bred, 
“  fenfible  man,  and  entertained  me  in  an 
“  agreeable  manner  upon  various  occur- 
cc  rences  and  fubjedts  relative  to  what  he 
“  had  obferved  there,  and  in  many  other 
€C  parts  of  the  world. 

<c  For  the  honour  of  the  Englifh  Na- 
<c  tion,  I  can  allure  you,  that  our  pri- 
“  foners  were  always  treated  with  great

cc  There  is  an  odd  kind  of  language, 
cc  mere  jargon,  called  Lingua  Franca , 
4C  which  is  fpoken  in  the  Levant ,  com- 
cc  pofed  of  Italian ,  French ,  and  Spanijh  :

<c  Mediterranean ;  hence  it  is  neceffary  to

but  I  foon  acquired  enough  of  it  by 
converfation  to  ferve  my  purpofe. 

Upon  our  return  from  this  cruife 
sc  into  the  Mediterranean ,  while  fome 
<c  of  the  Fleet  lay  near  Leghorn ,  I  was 
defired,  with  other  Surgeons,  to  vilit 
sc  a  Scotch  Surgeon  of  character,  who 
€C  was  fettled  there,  in  order  to  confult 
sc  about  a  tumor  upon  his  bread:  of 
the  glandular  kind >  *  and  it  was  ouf 
cc  unanimous  opinion,  that  it  fhould  be 
£C  fpeedily  extirpated,  as  it  had  a  threat- 
u  ning  cancerous  tendency ;  but  in  this 
<c  very  populous  town,  an  expert  Surgeon 
cc  was  not  to  be  found  to  perform  the 
<c  operation,  and  he  was  obliged  to  take 
c#  a  journey  to  Florence  on  this  account*

*  A  few  years  ago  my  opinion  was  afked  in  a  fimilar 
cafe ;  but  the  Gentleman,  who  had  lived  very  intempe*

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cc  fity,  the  capital  of  the  Grand  Duke  of 
Tufcany’s  dominions,  many  high  cha- 
C£  rafters  in  both  branches  of  the  medical 
<c  art,  refide.  The  river  Arno  adds  great- 
cc  ly  to  the  beauty  of  this  elegant  town. 

C£  I  have  had  the  honor  of  attending 
cc  an  officer  of  high  rank  and  charafter 
cc  in  the  army  twice  to  Rome ,  which  jour- 
tc  nies  afforded  me  great  pleafure,  and 
c£  gave  me  opportunities  of  inquiring 
£C  into  the  prefent  Rate  of  Phyfic  and 
cc  Surgery  in  Italy ;  but  I  was  extremely 
C£  concerned  to  find  the  medical  art  there 
C£  not  in  the  repute  it  was  formerly. 

cc  Since  the  fall  of  the  Salernian-School , 
<c  only  Bologna  and  Padua  are  in  credit 
“  for  the  ftudy  of  this  fcience,  where 
there  are  fome  eminent  Profeffors ; 
“  and  at  the  latter  Univerfity  the  great 
cc  Morgagni  prefides,  and  fupports  the 
<£  reputation  of  it  with  dignity. 

<c  I  could  not  underftand,  that  even  at 
<£  Rome  itfelf  there  are  any  phyficians  who 
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cc  now  remarkably  diftinguiffi  themfelves,

cc  That  brave  Officer  who  honoured 
me  with  his  friendflhip,  was  thought 
cc  to  be  the  beft  Engineer  in  the  Army ; 
£C  and  when  he  was  fome  time  after  my 
ec  attending  him  to  Rome  appointed  to 
condudt  the  expedition  againft  Prndi -

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cc  After  my  delightful  excurfions  to 
cc  Rome ,  our  fhip  being  ftationed  in  the 
cc  Mediterranean  near  the  IJland  of  Sardi- 
cc  nia,  it  was  appointed  to  carry  the  King 
C£  of  Sardinia! s  Archbifhop  to  his  See  at 
“  Cagliari ,  whom  we  found  a  very  agree- 
cc  able  affable  man,  about  30  years  of  age. 

<c  Stormy  weather  and  adverfe  winds 
<c  made  our  voyage  tedious,  but  then  it 
£c  gave  me  an  opportunity  of  enjoying 
“  much  more  entertaining  and  ufeful  con- 
cc  verfation  with  his  Lordfhip,  in  the  mofl 
cc  pleafing  and  familiar  manner,  which 
“  fell  principally  to  my  fhare ;  as  I  hap- 
“  pened  to  be  almoft  the  only  perfon 
cc  who  fpoke  French  tolerably,  which 
cc  he  fpoke  in  perfection,  and  alfo  the 
“  Latin  Tongue  fluently;  but  he  chofe 
“  to  converfe  in  French.  In  the  courfe 
“  of  our  converfation  upon  various  fub- 
“  jeCts  he  informed  me,  that  he  believed

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£C  Soon  after  this,  when  we  lay  off 
££  Genoay  Sir  John  Sinclair ,  a  Scotch 
€C  Gentleman 5  one  of  the  King  of  Sardi - 
Officers,  came  on  board  our  Ship, 
to  afk  my  opinion  concerning  a  com- 
plaint  of  his  arm,  &c.  and  confider- 
ing  his  ftation  and  charadler,  I  thought 
C£  it  prudent  to  advife  a  confultation  j 
€C  and  Genoa  being  the  neareft  large  town, 
thither  I  attended  him  on  this  ac- 
count ;  but  the  Faculty  there,  in  nei- 
cc  ther  branch,  feemed  to  fhine  in  their 
profeffion. 

This  Gentleman's  cafe  was  more 
chirurgical  than  phvfical ;  the  method

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<c  In  this  City  is  a  large  Elofpital, 
“  which  I  vifited  attentively.  It  is  nei- 
“  ther  well  built  nor  under  good  regu- 
lation  and  government,  nor  is  the 
“  practice  exemplary;  and  indeed  I  faw 
“  none  that  pleafed  me  in  Italy  either 
“  in  conftru&ion  or  otherwiie.  The 
“  bedfteads  are  made  of  iron,  that  they 
“  may  not  harbour  bugs ;  it  is  the  only 
€<  thing  worth  notice  in  this  houfe, 
“  which  is  neither  properly  ventilated 
“  nor  kept  clean. 

“  I  fuppofe  I  could  not  omit  acquaint- 
“  ing  you  among  other  occurrences  in

“  days.  He  fhewed  me  many  anatomi-

•f  In  the  laft  fixteen  amputations  which  I  performed , 
drefling  the  flumps  in  the  plain,  eafy  fimple  manner  def- 
cribed  in  my  Cafes  and  Remarks  in  Surgery,  I  did  not 
lofe  one  patient ;  and  in  general  no  threatning  fymptoms 
fupervened.  Since  my  infirmities  obliged  me  to  defift 
from  the  operative  part  of  Surgery,  I  have  been  concern¬ 
ed  in  many  fuch  operations,  wherein  that  treatment  was 
attended  with  the  fame  happy  fuccefs.

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After  having  confidered  every  circum- 
fiance  relative  to  this  hemorrhage,  which 
proceeded  from  the  medullary  artery, 
not  only  running  in  the  cavity  of  the 
Tibia,  but  being  alfo  encompaffed  by  a 
diftinCt  boney  cafe  like  a  quill,  as  difeo- 
vered  with  the  probe,  I  propofed  to  the 
confederation  of  thefe  gentlemen  the 
making  two  perforations  adjoining,  from 
the  end  of  the  bone,  with  a  very  fmall 
crown  of  a  trephine,  which  I  had  made 
on  purpofe  fome  years  ago  to  perforate  a 
carious  Tibia.  They  concurred  in  this 
method  and  it  was  immediately  put  in 
practice,  and  brought  the  artery  in  view, 
which  appeared  to  be  nearly  the  fize  of  a 
crow’s  quill.

A  Jingular  Cafe  in  which  the  Head  of  the

In  January  1765,  a  corpulent  gentle¬ 
man  about  fifty  five  years  of  age,  fell  off 
a  ladder  fome  yards  from  the  ground, 
upon  the  great  Trochanter,  and  was  im¬ 
mediately  deprived  totally  of  the  ufe  of 
Ills  limb.  More  than  three  months  after 
the  accident,  I  was  confulted  with  his 
furgeon  in  ordinary,  when  I  found  him 
upon  crutches ;  but  without  power  or 
ability  in  the  limb,  to  fupport  any  fhare 
of  the  weight  of  his  body,  or  bring  his 

foot 

1  I  believe  this  may  be  conildered  as  an  unprecedent¬ 
ed  cafe,  having  made  ftriff  inquiry  to  this  purpofe  of  ma¬ 
ny  Surgeons  of  Hofpitals,  and  others  in  the  greateft  prac¬ 
tice  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  who  have  affured 
me  they  never  obferved  nor  heard  of  one  like  it. 
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foot  forward  in  order  to  make  a  ftep, 
without  pain  and  difficulty,  even  with 
the  affiftance  of  his  crutches.  Obferv- 
ing  then  a  confiderable  ffiortnefs  of  the 
limb,  with  fuch  other  circumftances,  and 
appearances,  as  generally  attend  a  frac¬ 
ture  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh-bone,  I 
believed  that  to  be  the  cafe. 

After  the  ftridteft  examination  of  the 
limb,  and  receiving  an  accurate  relation 
from  the  patient,  concerning  his  manner 
of  falling  and  other  circumftances  no 
doubt  remained  upon  my  mind  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  cafe  :  however,  as  two  Sur¬ 
geons  of  character,  who  had  attentively

a  Surgeon  of  the  greateft  eminence  and 
integrity,  who,  from  his  long  experience 
and  practice  there,  I  apprehended  v/as 
the  raoft  competent  judge,  both  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  cafe,  as  well  as  to  ad- 
vife  the  mod  probable  means  of  afford¬ 
ing  relief  under  the  prefent  alarming  and 
threatening  circumftances. 

This  propofal  meeting  with  the  con¬ 
currence  of  the  Patient  and  the  Surgeon 
it  was  direCtly  purfued  :  and  Mr.  Pierce 
in  his  anfwer  gave  his  opinion,  that  it 
was  a  fraCture  of  the  neck  of  the  bone, 
adviiing,  at  the  fame  time,  what  he 
thought  neceffary  to  be  done  till  he 
fhould  be  able  to  bear  a  journey  to  Bath, 
where  he  expected  he  might  find  relief.

Upon  the  gentleman's  arrival  there, 
Mr.  Pierce  confirmed  his  former  opinion 
concerning  the  nature  of  the  accident, 
and  alfo  gave  farther  expectation  that 
bathing  probably  would  prove  beneficial, 
but  in  the  event  he  was  difappointed, 
according  to  his  following  letters  to  me, 

which 
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which  is  not  to  be  at  all  wondered  at, 
confidering  the  peculiar  circumftances  of 
the  ca  e,  that  appeared  after  the  patient’s 
death.  * 

On  account  of  a  bad  ftate  of  health, 
which  was  brought  upon  this  gentleman 
by  a  fedentary,  inactive  life,  the  reverfe 
of  what  he  had  been  accuftomed  to  be¬ 
fore  this  accident,  he  had  recourfe  to 
Bath  a  third  time,  but  without  any  hopes 
now  of  receiving  advantage  in  refpedt  to 
the  debility  of  his  limb,  which  remained 
quite  ufelefs ;  and  there  he  died. 

The  Surgeon  who  now  attended  him, 
Mr  Pierce  being  dead,  was  deiired  to 
open  the  limb,  in  order  to  difcover  the 
nature  of  the  milchief ;  which  he  did  in 
the  prefence  of  his  Phyfician  and  Apo¬ 
thecary,  and  fent  the  head  of  the  bone 
to  his  relations  in  the  country,  from 
whom  I  had  it ;  and  the  following  ab-

What  appeared  upon  the  D  iff  eel  Ion. 

After  having  laid  the  joint  and  the 
adjacent  parts  open  and  fairly  in  view, 
the  neck  of  the  Os  Femoris  was  found 
feparated  from  the  head,  in  fomewhat 
an  oblique  direction,  lying  in  its  aceta¬ 
bulum,  with  fome  fragments  of  cartilage 
broken  off  from  the  edge  of  it,  and 
hanging  by  fmall  portions  of  the  lace¬ 
rated  capfular  ligament.  The  cartilage 
which  covers  the  head  of  the  bone,  and 
that  which  lines  the  acetabulum  were 
eroded  by  acrid  matter  in  many  places. 
About  four  fifths  of  the  broken  irregular 
furface  of  the  neck  of  the  bone  was 
forced  upwards,  and  refted  againft  the  Os 
Ilium,  where  it  was  retrained  in  fome

meafure  from  going  further,  by  a  bridle 
from  part  of  that  ligament,  but  more  by 
the  refiftance  of  the  mufcles.  There  was 
no  coalition  of  the  fmaB  parts  of  the 
broken  furfaces  which  were  in  contaft, 
nor  the  leaft  appearance  of  callus;  in 
the  generation  of  which  probably  nature 
might  have  been  interrupted  by  keeping 
the  limb  in  motion,  the  cafe  at  firft  not 
being  deemed  a  frafture,  confequently 
the  patient  was  put  upon  crutches  too 
foon  and  encouraged  to  make  ufe  of  them 
bearing  upon  the  limb  as  much  as  he 
could,  and  this  of  courfe  oppofed  the 
cure,  and  forced  the  bone  higher  up. 

Du  Verney  and  Ruyfch,  two  very 
eminent  Surgeons  and  Anatomifts,  have 
been  too  peremptory,  as  appears  from 
undoubted  more  modern  authorities,  in 
aflerting  that  the  head  of  the  Os  Femo- 
ris  is  never  thrown  out  of  its  Acetabu¬ 
lum,  unlefs  owing  to  fome  difeafe  there¬ 
in,  or  about  the  joint.  It  certainly  does 
require,  in  general,  a  much  greater  force 
to  diflocate  the  head  of  the  bone  than  to 

frail u re 
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fradure  the  neck  of  it,  as  may  be  con¬ 
cluded  from  its  weaknefs  there  and  por¬ 
tion,  and  confidering  how  fecurely  the 
head  is  confined  in  the  cavity,  by  the 
very  ftrong  round  ligament,  and  the  joint 

being  encompaffed  with  the  burfal  liga¬ 
ment  and  many  ftrong  mufcles.  *f*

REMARKS 

Submitted  to  the  confederation  oj  my  Bre¬ 
thren . 

As  the  mufcles  ad  upon  the  bones, 
when  their  refiftance  is  taken  away  or 
diminifhed  in  an  oblique  fradure  of  the 
lee*  where  both  bones  are  broken,  and 
more  efpecially  in  fuch  a  kind  of  fradure 
of  the  thigh,  for  obvious  reafons,  the

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limb  will  confequently  be  immediately 

lliortened,  by  the  natural  contra&ile

power  of  the  mufcles  :  J  and  when  that 
addon  ceafes  and  they  become  quiefcent 
and  inadive,  or  in  a  paffive  (late,  the  fu- 
pervening  tumefadion  of  the  parts  will 
enlarge  their  diameters  and  in  proportion 
increafe  their  fhortnefs,  whence  it  ne- 
ceiTarily  follows,  that  one  end  of  the 
bone  will  be  gradually  drawn  over  the 
other,  upon  fome  fuch  mechanical  prin¬ 
ciples,  as  a  rope  by  being  wetted  will 
fhorten  and  raife  or  draw  a  great  weight. 

Hence  it  appears  of  great  confequence 
to  endeavour  to  prevent  inflammation 
and  tenlion  at  firft,  and,  after  gradually 
and  gently  extending  the  limb  to  its  pro¬ 
per  length,  and  drefiing  it  as  art  direds, 
to  apply  fome  eafy  extending  machine  to 
counterad  that  force,  without  creating 

pain ;

An  indetermi¬ 
nate  point  to  be 
confidered. 
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pain ;  continuing  the  ufe  of  it  till  the 
callus  has  acquired  a  fufficient  degree  of 
firmnefs  or  folidity  to  refill  it:  but  when 
we  happen  not  to  be  called  before  fume- 
fadtion,  &c.  fupervene,  we  mull  remove 
thofe  accidents  as  fpeedily  as  we  can, 
before  we  proceed  in  this  manner. 

In  a  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh¬ 
bone,  befides  fome  well  adapted  exten¬ 
ding  machine,  it  may  be  found  very  ne- 
ceffary  to  apply  a  plafter-comprefs  or 
fome  other  eafy  fuitable  pad  of  a  fuffici¬ 
ent  thicknefs  upon  the  part  where  the 
bone  was  thrown  to,  and  have  it  well 
confined  with  a  roller  artfully  turned,  in 
order  to  affift  in  keeping  the  fradtured 
parts  more  Heady  and  in  contadl  as  much 
as  poffible. 

Up  on  thefe  occafions,  and  even  in  a 
fradture  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh-bone,  I 
would  recommend,  from  fome  experience 
I  have  had  of  its  utility,  the  fradture- 
box  mentioned  at  the  conclufion  of  the 
chapter  upon  fradtures,  in  the  fecond 
Edition  of  my  Cafes  and  Remarks  in 

Surgery, 
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Surgery,  till  Tome  better  contrivance  {hall 
be  invented,  it  being  an  objedt  worthy 
the  particular  coniideration  and  attention 
of  Surgeons  of  a  mechanical  genius.  It 
certainly  requires  but  very  little  force,  in 
any  machine  properly  and  judicioufly 
conftrudted  and  applied  to  aniwer  this 
purpofe  effectually. 

Befides  that  I  have  been  mentioning, 
I  have  had  my  opinion  aiked,  within  two 
or  three  years,  in  three  cafes  wherein  the 
necK.  of  the  thigh-bone  had  been  frac¬ 
tured  in  perfons  advanced  in  years,  which 
had  been  overlooked  for  many  months 
and  the  patients  were  all  deprived  of  the 
ufe  of  their  limbs  irrecoverably. 

The  bones  of  old  people  are  more 
^ornpadt -and  brittle  than  in  young,  con- 
fequently  require  lefs  force  to  break  them, 
and  more  time  to  reunite  them  with 
offific  matter:  and  it  is  certainly  not 
advifable  to  difturb  i'uch  limbs  with  a 
view  of  preferving  their  natural  motion, 
it  being  better  to  run  the  hazard  of  an 
Anchylofis,  than  no  reunion  by  interrup¬ 
ting  nature’s  operation  for  that  purpofe.

Mr.  Pierce  s  jirjl  letter  concerning  the 

preceding  cafe. 

Bath,  Feb .  15,  1765. 


Dear  Sir, 

“  I  have  paid  that  attention  to  the 
ge  Gentleman's  cafe  which  I  fhall  ever  do 
C€  to  thofe  commands  you  favour  me 
“  with,  and  give  you  my  opinion  with- 
<€  out  referve.  It  would  be  vanity  in  me 
to  imagine  you  could  have  any  other 
cc  motive  for  applying  to  me,  but  that  of 
“  fuppofing  my  long  refidence  here,  may 
“  have  afforded  me  opportunities  of  fee* 
*€  ing  almoft  all  kinds  of  bad-joint  cafes, 
“  which  fooner  or  later  are  brought  hi- 
<4  ther.  From  the  fymptoms  and  circum- 
“  fiances  of  the  cafe  now  under  confi- 
“  deration,  which  you  have  accurately 
(c  defcribed,  I  make  no  doubt  of  its  be- 
**  ing  as  you  apprehend,  a  fradture  of  the 

neck 
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“  neck  of  the  Os  Femoris ;  as  the  thigh 
“  and  knee  turning  outwards ;  the  limb 
“  being  much  fhortened  and  confiderably 
“  fhrunk ;  the  pain  felt  in  the  courfe  of 
“  the  Sartorius  Mufcle,  which  from  its 
“  origin  and  infertion  mad  frequently  be 
“  put  upon  the  ftretch,  often  cauftng 
“  pain  orl  the  infide  juft  below  the  knee; 
“  and  the  crepitus  which  the  patient 
“  himfelf  has  been  fenfible  of  in  moving 
6(  the  limb. 

“  This  fort  of  fradture  has  been  very 
*(  often  overlooked  even  by  able  Sur- 
*c  geons,  till  time  has  produced  fymp- 
t(  toms  demonftrating  the  fadt  beyond 
“  difpute ;  of  which  I  have  feen  feveral 
“  inftances :  and  in  fome  recent  cafes  I 
“  have  endeavoured  to  preferve  the  na-

€*  finement,  and  to  come  to  Bath  when 
“  he  is  found  in  a  condition  to  bear  the 
“  journey,  where,  from  the  great  expe- 
“  rience  I  have  had  in  the  efficacy  of 
“  our  waters  in  fimilar  cafes,  I  have  good 
“  reafon  to  hope  he  will  receive  benefit; 
“  and,  from  my  htuation,  permit  me  to 
“  fay,  my  good  Friend,  that,  perhaps 
“  more  have  come  under  my  notice, 
“  than  under  any  perfon’s  in  this  king-

“  other,  with  an  exuberant  Callus  about 
“  the  joint  and  an  Anchylofis.  Here 
our  noble  patient  found  as  much  re- 
c{  lief  as  could  reafonably  be  expedled 
“  under  fuch  circumftances,  and  with  a 
“  high  heeled  fhoe  and  two  flicks  he 
“  was  enabled  to  walk  a  little  without 
“  much  pain.

I 
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Thefe  papers  were  prepared  for  the 
prefs  before  I  had  an  opportunity  of 
reading  Mr.  AitkeTs  Treatife  on  Frac¬ 
tures.  The  ufe  of  my  plain,  fimple  Ma¬ 
chine  which  he  has  partly  adopted  for 
extending  a  fradured  Thigh,  I  have  of¬ 
ten  fuccefsfully  experienced  without  any 
fuch  inconvenience  enfuing  as  he  appre¬ 
hends  may  arife  from  the  ufe  of  it ;  for 
the  fuperior  fixt  point  internally  refts 
againft  the  inferior  part  of  the  Os  inno~ 
minatum ,  which  makes  a  good  Fulcrum , 
where  it  requires  to  be  well  guarded  to 
prevent  galling,  by  an  eafy  pad  properly 
adapted  :  Hence  it  appears  that  no  fuch 
lfrong  prelTure  is  demanded,  as  might 
interrupt  the  circulation  of  the  blood 
productive  of  bad  confeqaences. 

The  engraver  has  indeed  juftly  incur¬ 
red  the  remark  which  this  Gentleman 
makes,  by  having  expreffed  too  faintly 
the  joints  in  the  pieces  which  conned: 
the  circulars  in  this  machine,  to  corref- 
pond  with  the  knee-joint ;  tho’  I  had 
as  ftrongly  described  them  in  my  fketch, 

as 
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as  in  the  extending  machine  appropriated 
to  the  Leg,  reprefented  in  the  fame  plate, 
to  ferve  the  like  purpofe  of  giving  liber¬ 
ty  to  move  the  joint  of  the  knee  occa- 

fionally. 

\ 

By  the  ufe  of  the  Machine  and  Cafes 
which  I  have  recommended,  I  could  fafe- 
ly  change  the  pofition  of  the  limbs  with-* 
out  dilturbing  the  fradtures,  as  different 
occafions  required  in  the  cure  of  them  : 
and  by  the  addition  of  hooks  and  eyes 
to  the  fides  of  the  pieces  of  the  Ma¬ 
chines,  which  connedt  the  circulars,  the 
knee-joint  may  be  fixt  to  any  degree  of 
flexure  that  may  be  thought  neceffary. 

In  a  fradture  either  of  Leg  or  Thigh, 
I  always  placed  a  fmall  pillow  under  the 
ham  for  eafe,  giving  the  joint  by  that 
means  a  little  bend. 

I  am  apprehenfive  from  what  I  have 
obferved,  that  in  fome  cafes,  laying  the 
limb  fidewife  may  be  attended  with  in- 
conveniencies  $  but  this  point  mull  be 

left 
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left  to  the  difcretion  of  the  Surgeon  ac¬ 
cording  to  circumftances :  however,  in 
compound  FraCtures,  where  there  is  a 
wound  on  the  outfide,  that  pofition  is 
impracticable. 

When  I  was  in  practice,  I  ufed  to  keep 
by  me  ft  iff  paper  of  different  thickneffes, 
having:  fheet-lead,  fuch  as  tea  is  brought 
home  in  from  the  Indies,  ftrongly  glued 
unto  it,  to  prevent  its  attracting  moifture 
and  lofing  its  firmnefs,  in  order  to  form 
cafes  and  fplints,  as  the  different  lizes  of 
limbs,  and  other  circumftances  fhould 
require,  which  may  prove  no  bad  fubfti- 
tutes  to  the  more  ingenious  and  judicious 
inventions  and  contrivances  of  fome  emi¬ 
nent  Surgeons  in  London,  &c.  for  the 
life  of  country  practitioners,  whom  I 
have  in  view,  thinking  it  no  immaterial 
conftderation. 

As  to  the  Bandage,  which  I  have  def- 
cribed  upon  the  great  Monf.  Petit’s  plan, 
in  his  Traite  des  Maladies  des  Os,  Chap. 

XV.  for  the  Tendo  Achillis  when  rup¬ 
tured. 
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taxed,  or  othecwife  divided,  I  have  alfo 

experiejjped  its  utility  upon  feveral  occa- 
Sons ;  but  as  this  ingenious  Surgeon  ve¬ 
ry  juftly  remarks,  the  application  of  it  is 
rather  troublefome,  and  requires  to  be 
made  with  particular  care  and  attention* 
to  make  it  fit  eafy  upon  the  limb;  be- 
fides,  indeed  it  may  not  an  Twer  the  de-  , 
fign  fo  well,  as  the  Machine  which  he 
recommends  i  or  that  which  the  late 
great  Profeffor  Monro  invented  in  hi* 
own  cafe ;  but  then  here  like  wife  the 
accommodation  of  Practitioners  in  the 
the  country  is  to  be  confidered,  where 
good  Mechanics  are  rarely  to  be  found 
to  procure  fuch  contrivances,  and  this 
nfeful  Bandage  can  be  eafily  provided 
upon  fuch  an  emergency. 

To  anfwer  the  fame  purpofe,  I  have 
confined  one  end  of  a  flrong  ftrap  of 
flicking  plafter,  of  a  fuitable  length  and 
breadth,  under  a  circular  piece  of  the 
fame  about  the  middle  of  the  foie  of  the 
foot,  carrying  it  over  the  heel  up  the  leg 

and 
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and  confining  the  other  end  above  the 
calf  with  another  circular  platter,  firtt 
gently  and  gradually  bringing  down  the 
Mufcul.  Gaftrocnem.  as  far  as  they  will 
readily  yield ;  giving  the  limb,  at  the 
fame  time,  the  pofition  defcribed  in  my 
Treatifeon  wounds.  On  the  like  occa- 
fion  I  have  alfo  lixt  one  ftrap  by  the 
circular  about  the  foot,  and  another  by 
that  above  the  calf  of  the  leg,  patting 
the  one  through  a  flit  in  the  other,  and 
ufing  them  as  the  uniting  Bandage ;  but 
then  two  more  circulars  are  requilite  to 
confine  the  other  ends  of  the  longitudi¬ 
nal  ftraps  fecurely. 

Either  of  thefe  methods  may  effectual¬ 
ly  anfwer  the  end,  with  lefs  trouble  than 
the  Roller  ufed  as  has  been  mentioned ; 
and  they  are  obvioufly  more  practi¬ 
cable  than  that  Bandage,  where  there  is 
a  wound  to  be  drefied  ;  then  a  few  turns 
of  a  roller  defcribing  a  figure  of  8  about 
the  joint  will  be  fufficient,  over  an  eafy 
comprefs.

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She  was  a  ve¬ 
ry  fenfible  in¬ 
telligent  woman. 
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In  fractures  of  the  Patella,  I  have  pro¬ 
ceeded,  much  to  my  fatisfadion,  upon 
this  principle,  with  {traps  of  plafter,  in 
order  to  refift  the  mufcular  force,  and 
prevent  the  fuperior  piece  of  the  bone 
from  being  too  far  retraded. 

Of  an  Ovarium ,  in  which  were  contained 
many  extraordinary  appearances . 

On  March  the  6th,  1771,  a  Gentle¬ 
woman  confulted  me,  when  {lie  thought 
herfelf  to  be  in  the  5th  month  of  gefta- 
tion  with  her  firft  child.  She  was  of  a 
delicate  habit,  25  years  of  age,  and  had 
always  been  regular  in  her  Catamenia, 
which  appeared  early.  She  gave  me  an 
account  of  her  having  felt,  for  fome  years, 
a  tumor  on  the  left  fide  of  her  body,  at¬ 
tended  with  an  obtufe,  but  never  an 
acute  pain,  low  down  and  deeply  fitua- 
ted  in  the  Pelvis,  according  to  her  own 
defeription,  which  for  fome  time  {he  had 

been  able  to  bring  forward  and  high  up 

with 
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with  her  fingers,  and  apprehended  it  was 
now  in  an  increafing  ftate  very  confide- 
rably.  She  alfo  faid  flhe  had  frequent 
provocation  to  make  urine,  always  mak¬ 
ing  it  in  a  fmall  quantity,  with  a  degree 
of  pain  and  difficulty,  and  had  fometimes 
been  obliged  to  be  relieved  by  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  catheter. 

On  account  of  her  pregnant  fiats  I 
could  not  difcover  the  tumor,  with  the 
moil  careful  examination,  but  file  fo 
clearly  defcribed  it,  from  her  attentive 
remarks  and  obfervations,  that  after  ma¬ 
turely  confidering  every  circumfiance,  I 
concluded  it  was  an  enlarged  Ovarium, 
which  might  comp  refs  the  bladder,  or 
that  there  might  be  fome  difeafe  in  it, 
to  obftruft  the  emiffion  of  the  urine. 
Th  is  was  the  opinion  I  delivered  to  her 
hufband,  and  her  Surgeon  in  ordinary, 
whom  I  met  in  confultation. 

This  Surgeon  not  bein^  an  Accoucheur, 
an  eminent  one  was  called  to  her  in  the 
eighth  month  of  geftation,  when  flic  was 

fuddenly 
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fuddenly  alarmed  in  the  night,  with  a  con- 
fiderable  difcharge  of  the  Liquor  Amnii, 
without  any  previous  pain  or  accident ;  but, 
difcovering  no  other  figns  of  approaching 
labour,  he  did  nothing,  only  injoined  reft, 
and  fhe  dept  quietly  the  remaining  part  of 
the  night  without  an  opiate.  Next  day  fhe 
fat  up  feveral  hours,  having  no  other  fymp- 
toms  than  a  fmall  difcharge  of  water  upon 
motion,  and  a  frequent  inclination  to  make 
urine,  which  evacuation  was  attended  as 
ufual  with  a  little  pain  and  difficulty.  On 
the  third  day  fhe  ventured  down  ftairs,  ap¬ 
pearing  rather  better,  and  fo  continued  till 
the  4th  day  towards  evening,  when  fhe 
was  feized  with  a  rigor  and  great  coldnefs 
of  the  extremities,  which  lafted  an  hour  or 
two,  and  then  were  fucceeded  by  a  fevere 
fever  fit,  attended  with  frequent  vomiting 
of  a  dark  coloured  bilious  matter.  In  this 
fever  fit  fhe  complained  of  an  intenfe  heat, 
attended  with  pain  and  tendernefs,  extend¬ 
ing  all  over  the  Abdomen,  for  which  no 
means  that  the  Surgeon  could  think  of  af¬ 
forded  any  relief ;  fhe  grew  worfe  in  all  re* 
fpects  without  any  figns  of  being  delivered, 

and 
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and  hs  thought  it  not  advifable  to  attempt 
delivering  her  entirely  by  force  under  thefe 
circum fiances',  fearing  fhe  might  actually 
expire  even  in  the  operation.  On  the  7th 
day  in  the  morning  the  pain  and  heat  were 
greatly  abated,  but  (he  had  a  very  languid, 
intermitting  pu’fe,  denoting  a  mortification, 
in  which  it  was  apprehended  the  inflamma¬ 
tion  might  terminate ;  foon  after  fhe  became 
delirious,  and  died  about  fix  in  the  evening 

of  that  day. 

\ 

The  morning  after  her  death,  her  body 
was  opened,  according  to  her  own  defire, 
and  both  the  Surgeons  were  concerned  in 
the  dilTeclion. 

They  found  the  Uterus  mortified  on  the 
left  fide,  with  a  Foetus  of  a  natural  fize  and 
form  contained  in  it,  which  they  thought 
had  not  been  dead  many  days,  and  nothing 
relative  to  that  appeared  preternatural,, 
The  Ovarium  on  that  fide  was  as  large  as 
a  melon  and  of  an  oval  figure,  beginning 
alfo  to  be  mortified.  'By  opening  its  tunic, 
which  refembled  a  thick  leather  bag,  there 

H  ifllied 
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iiTued  out  a  full  quart  of  an  atheromatous 
matter,  in  the  middle  of  which  was 
lodged  a  lump  about  the  bignefs  of  a  tur¬ 
key’s  egg,  in  fubftance  like  hog’s  lard, 
which  melted  as  eafily  and  was  as  inof- 
fenlive  ;  it  had  a  great  quantity  of  brown 
hair  intermixt  with  it,  moft  in  the  mid¬ 
dle,  as  appeared  upon  cutting  through  it. 
This  fubftance  was  not  inveloped  in  a 
diftindt  membrane,  but  was  covered  all 
over  with  hair,  twifted  and  curled  in 
a  very  wonderful  manner,  fome  of  which 
exceeded  a  foot  in  length,  and  had  evi¬ 
dently  bulbous  roots  when  viewed  with 
a  glafs  ;  fome  took  root  in  the  centre, 
others  in  different  depths  in  this  fub¬ 
ftance  from  the  furface  of  it,  as  was  dis¬ 
covered  by  fedlions  in  different  directions, 
examined  with  the  utmoft  attention;  and 
from  the  inferior  part  proceeded  a  large, 
long  firing  or  rope  of  hair  twifted  toge¬ 
ther  fome  thin?  like  an  Elf’s  Lock  or  the 

O 

Plica  Polonica.  At  the  lower  part  of  the 
Ovarium,  were  found  two  diftindt  irre¬ 
gular  bones,  in  the  lowermoft  of  which 
was  ftxt  a  perfedt  incifive  tooth,  which 

proceeded 
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proceeded  through  that  bone  into  a  very- 
thick  membranous  locket,  formed  be¬ 
tween  the  coats  of  the  Ovarium,  with 
an  impeded  tooth  adjoining  to  it ;  and 
at  a  little  diftance  from  this  bone,  there 
was,  in  fuch  another  membranous  focket, 
a  complete  canine  tooth. 

The  Surgeons  by  whom  I  was  favou¬ 
red  with  the  parts  and  the  fubfiance  of 
this  narrative  told  me  they  thought  the 
Ovarium  on  the  other  lide  was  preter- 
naturally  fmall ;  but  that  muft  be  conli- 
dered  a  doubtful  point,  as  the  lize  of4 
thefe  bodies  in  their  natural  Hate  is  very 
variable  and  indeterminate. 

They  took  no  notice  of  the  Tub.  Fal¬ 
lopian.  or  other  uterine  appendages ;  in¬ 
deed  they  wanted  time  to  perform  the 
diffedion,  and  to  examine  the  parts  with 
that  accuracy  which  fuch  a  curious  fub- 

H  2  jed 
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jeft  demanded,  which  feems  unprece¬ 
dented  in  fome  refpe&s.  * 

The  bladder  was  much  contracted,, 
but  the  liver  and  all  the  other  abdominal 
vifcera  appeared  in  their  natural  ftate. 

I  had  a  long  converfation  with  the  Sur¬ 
geons  upon  this  fubjedt,  in  order  to  ob¬ 
tain  all  the  information  I  poffibly  could.

Cornelius  Stalpart  Vander  Wiel  exprefsly  fays,  that 
he,  his  Brother  and  another  Surgeon,  upon  opening  the 
body  of  a  Girl  of  15  years  of  age  at  the  Hague,  in  the 
year  16S2,  found  an  Ovarium  diilended  to  the  fize  of  a 
goofe’s  egg,  with  fhort  hair  upon  it,  and  a  fmall  bone  in 
it,  without  mentioning  other  circumftances.

Plaffonus  an  eminent  Profeffor  of  Anatomy  at  Padua> 
and  another  as  confiderable  at  Bologna,  wrote  learnedly 
more  than  a  century  ago,  the  one  de  partibus  generationis 
utriufque  fexus,  and  the  other  de  Fcetu  human©.

The  bag  refembling  leather,  which 
was  the  proper  tunic  of  the  Ova¬ 
rium  greatly  thickened,  laid  open 
its  whole  length  to  fhew  more 
clearly  the  fubftance  therein  con¬ 
tained,  which  was  like  hog’s  lard, 
covered  all  over  with  hair,  curled 
and  ftragling  beyond  its  edge,  &c.

In  September,  1768,  Mr.  William 
Wright  of  Saham-Tony  in  the  County 
of  Norfolk  Attorney  at  Law,  confulted 
me  upon  another  occafion,  at  the  ReV. 
Mr.  Parrott’s,  who  is  Redor  of  the  Pa¬ 
ri  111,  and  I  then  took  a  narrative  of  the 
following  extraordinary  cafe  from  him- 
felf. 

He  is  in  the  55th  year  of  his  age,  his 
oonftitution  rather  weak  and  lax  but  had 
enjoyed  throughout  his  life,  a  tolerable 
good  ftate  of  health  in  general,  till  about 
ten  years  ago,  when  he  was  fir  ft  feized, 
and  often  fince,  with  fuch  a  peculiar  kind 
of  fever,  that  none  of  the  medical  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  great  experience,  who  were 
concerned  for  him  at  different  times, 

knew  by  what  name  to  charaderize  it. 
* 

He  is  very  fufceptible  of  effects  proceed¬ 
ing 
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Ing  from  the  alteration  of  the  ftate  of 
the  air,  and  the  difeafe  has  fometimes 
returned  twice  in  a  year  attended  with 
the  fame  fymptoms  and  confequences, 
upon  having  perfpiration  fuddenly  ob~ 
ftrudted,  and  he  obferves  it  generally 
comes  on  under  that  circumftance. 

Bef  des  the  common  febrile  fymptoms 
upon  the  invafion  of  the  difeafe,  his  fkin 
itches  univerfally,  more  efpecially  at  the 
joints,  and  the  itching  is  foon  followed 
by  fmall  red  fpots ;  then  his  fingers  be¬ 
come  ftiff,  hard,  and  painful  at  the  ends 
and  roots  of  the  nails,  where,  in  about 
24  hours  after,  the  cuticle  begins  to  fepa- 
rate  from  the  cutis,  and  in  ten  or  twelve 
days  this  reparation  becomes  general 
from  head  to  foot ;  and  he  has  many 
times  turned  the  cuticle  off  completely 
from  the  wrifts  to  his  finders  ends  like 
gloves,  and  alfo  from  his  feet  in  the 
the  fame  manner  to  the  ends  of  his  toes. 
His  nails  fhoot  from  their  roots  gradual¬ 
ly,  as  the  new  ones  grow,  in  about  fix 
months,  and  the  pain  there  decreafes  as 
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the  reparation  of  the  cuticle  advances ;  it 
rifes  in  the  palms  of  his  hands  and  foies 
of  his  feet  like  blifters,  but  has  no  fluid 
under  it ;  every  where  when  it  comes  off 
it  leaves  the  ikin  for  fome  days  exqui^ 
fitely  fenfible* 

Sometimes  upon  catching  cold  before 
he  has  been  quite  recovered,  he  has  re¬ 
lay  fed  and  had  a  fecond  feparation  di~ 
redtly  of  the  cuticle  from  the  cutis  3  but 
then  indeed  fo  thin  as  to  appear  only  like 
fcurf,  which  £hews  the  quick  renewal  of 
this  part0  *f* 

When  I  faw  him  he  had  not  had  a 
violent  return  of  this  diforder  fince  the 
year  1764,  but  feveral  times  in  a  flight 

degree, 

■f  Monf.  St.  Andre  an  accurate  Anatomift  in  his  time, 
faid  he  had  difeovered  veffeis  with  his  injedions  in  the 
cuticle,  and  told  a  Friend  of  mine  fo  ;  but  did  not  de» 
monllrate  what  he  afierted  to  the  fatisfadtion  of  others ; 
and,  l  believe  that  curious  Obferver  of  nature,  Leeuwen- 
hoeck,  never  pretended  to  inch  a  difeovery  even  by  his 
glaffes.

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degree,  bringing  off  the  cuticle  like  fcurf, 
proceeding  from  the  caufe  which  has 

been  aligned. 

Soon  after  I  faw  him,  I  had  a  long 
converfation  on  this  fubjedt  with  Mr. 
Swallow,  a  Surgeon  of  charadter  at  Wat- 
ton,  who  confirmed  this  hiftory,  having 
frequently  attended  the  patient  and  ob- 
ferved  all  the  circumftances  related.  He 
has  one  of  thefe  cuticular  gloves  in  his 
poffeffion,  and  Mr.  Wright  brought  a 
pair  in  his  pocket  when  he  came  to  me, 
and  gave  me  one  of  them ;  faying,  he 
had  given  away  feveral  to  other  perfons 
to  fatisfy  their  curiofity ;  but  tho’  the 
matter  of  fadt  was  fo  well  authenticated, 
feme  people  would  not  give  credit  to  it. 

When  my  very  good  friend  Mr.  War¬ 
ner,  F.  R.  S.  Surgeon  to  Guy’s  Hofpital, 
favoured  me  with  a  vifit  at  my  houfe  in 
the  year  1769,  he  afked  me  to  let  him 
have  this  curious  glove,  with  a  fhort  hif¬ 
tory  of  the  cafe,  and  both  were  prefented 
by  him  to  the  R.  S.  and  he  acquainted

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me  by  letter  foon  after,  that  the  Angula¬ 
rity  of  the  cafe  had  determined  the  Society 
to  have  an  engraving  of  the  glove,  to  be 
published  with  the  hiftory  of  the  cafe  in 
their  Tranfadtions,  it  appearing  quite  un¬ 
precedented.  May  not  the  feparation  of 
the  Cuticle  be  caufed  by  fome  febrile 
matter  thrown  off,  affecting  the  Rete 
mucofum.  J 

Hijiory  of  an  un  tv  erf al  JLmphyfema ,  com¬ 
municated  to  me  by  an  eminent  Surgeon 
of  my  acquaintance ,  who  made  minutes  of 
the  cafe  at  the  time  when  the  accident 
happened ,  on  account  of  its  f  ngularity .

A  lad  about  14  years  of  age  driving  a 
cart  through  a  gateway,  and  the  horfes 
turning  quick,  threw  him  with  great  vio¬ 
lence  againft  an  iron  catch  in  the  gate- 
poft,  between  the  4th  and  5th  ribs  ,  by 
which  means  the  intercoftal  mufcles  and 
the  pleura  were  lacerated,  yet  without 
making  a  wound  through  the  Ikin.

%  At  Mr.  Warner  s  requeft  on  my  behalf,  the  Society 
favoured  me  with  the  ufe  of  their  Plate  on  this  occaiion. 
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I  was  called  to  him  3  or  4  hours  after 
the  accident  happened,  and  found  him  in 
a  moft  deplorable  condition  indeed,  ap¬ 
parently  ready  to  expire.  By  the  ft  rich- 
eft  examination  I  cou’d  not  difcover  a 
fradtured  rib,  whence  I  apprehended 
fome  air-veffels  might  be  ruptured  in  the 
lungs,  and  that  air  probably  might  pro¬ 
ceed  from  thence  through  the  lacerations 
of  the  pleura  and  intercoftal  mufcles,  and, 
being  flopped  by  the  fkin,  was  diffufed  in 
the  cellular  membrane  throughout  the 
whole  body  quite  from  head  to  foot, 
which  was  the  condition  I  found  him  in, 
after  this  fhort  fpace  of  time.  His  face 
was  fo  inflated  that  his  eyes  were  entirely 
clofed;  his  nofe  could  fcarce  be  perceived, 
which  was  almoft  level  with  his  cheeks. 


Under  thefe  circumftances  I  propofed 
making  an  opening  into  the  thorax  im¬ 
mediately,  as  the  moft  advifable  and  ra¬ 
tional  ftep  to  be  taken  ;  but  his  friends 
obftinately  oppofed  all  the  arguments  I 
could  think  of,  to  fhew  the  propriety  of 
it,  even  that  the  prefervation  of  his  life

depended  upon  it  in  all  appearance.  I 
was  fuffered  now  to  perform  no  other 
operation  than  bleeding,  which  I  could 
not  do,  till  I  had  preffed  up  the  air  to¬ 
wards  the  fhoulder  and  alfo  downwards, 
confining  it  there  with  bands,  before  I 
put  on  the  ligature  in  order  to  bleed  him ; 
without  which  precaution,  I  might  have 
thruft  my  lancet  in  aim  oft  its  whole 
length,  and  not  have  reached  the  vein, 
had  that,  by  the  ligature,  been  fufficient- 
ly  comprefied.  He  bled  freely,  after 
which  I  left  him  and  ordered  a  laxative 
medicine,  an  emulfion  with  fpermaceti 
and  a  pecftoral  decodlion,  with  the  ftridl 
obfervance  of  a  proper  regimen,  &c. 

I  vifited  him  again  next  morning  and 
found  him  evidently  worfe  in  all  i efpedls, 
which  induced  me  in  the  ftrongeft  terms 
and  more  earneftly,  to  recommend  the 
opening  I  at  firft  propofed,  which  was 
now  contented  to. 

Upon  making  the  opening  into  the 
Thorax,  between  the  ribs  where  the  in¬ 
jury 
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jury  was  received  by  the  catch  in  the 
gate-poft,  as  foon  as  the  knife  entered, 
rarefied  air  came  rufhing  out  violently, 
and  a  great  quantity  of  a  hot,  bloody 
fluid  along  with  it.  Having  made  an 
ample  aperture,  I  dreft  fuperficially,  in  the 
gentlefl:  manner  and  applied  an  eafy  ban¬ 
dage,  dirediing  him  to  lie  on  the  affedted 
fide,  in  order  to  favour  the  difcharge  of 
the  extravafated  fluid. 

When  I  vifited  my  patient  next  day  I 
found  there  had  been  an  immenfe  dif¬ 
charge  from  the  wound,  that  he  breath¬ 
ed  eafier  and  that  the  inflation  was  uni- 
verfally  much  fubfided.  Thefe  favoura¬ 
ble  circumftances  gave  me  fome  hopes  of 
a  happy  event ;  but  upon  my  vifit  the 
day  following,  the  fcene  was  changed, 
the  difcharge  was  very  foetid,  his  pulfe 
and  breathing  very  bad,  which  deftroyed 
all  the  hopes  I  entertained  the  day  be¬ 
fore,  and  the  next  day  he  died.

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Upon  examining  the  parts  after  death 
a  lacerated  wound  was  difcovered  in  the 
lungs,  but  no  fractured  rib.  * 

We  drew  up  this  cafe  together  as  it 
now  ftands  from  the  Surgeon’s  minutes* 


A  cafe  in  which  air  contained  in  the  cavity 
of  the  Thorax,  produced fymptoms  of  an 
Empyema . 

I  was  confulted  on  this  occafion,  with 
a  Phyfician  and  a  Surgeon  in  the  county 
of  Suffolk.  The  patient  was  about  forty 
years  of  age,  and  in  confequence  of  pe- 
ripneumonic  fymptoms  his  lungs  became 
ulcerated,  and  he  had  long  expectorated 
purulent  matter,  attended  with  great 
difficulty  of  breathing ;  he  had  alfo  a 
conftant  pain  in  his  left  fide  of  frpall  ex¬ 
tent  ;

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tent;  and  whenever  he  turned  himfelf 
from  one  fide  to  the  other,  he  was  very 
fenfible  of  the  motion  of  fome  fluid, 
which  fluctuation  was  heard  as  well  as 
felt  by  himfelf,  and  fometimes  alfo  heard 
by  thofe  about  him. 

From  thefe  fymptoms  and  confidera- 
tions  we  were  unanimoufly  of  opinion, 
that  matter  floated  upon  the  Diaphragm, 
making  it  advifable  to  perform  the  ope¬ 
ration  for  an  Empyema,  particularly  on 
account  of  the  fixt  pain,  as  has  been 
mentioned,  which  was  often  to  a  very 
great  degree,  efpecially  when  he  cough¬ 
ed.  On  making  the  inciiion  direCtly 
upon  the  painful  part,  which  was  be¬ 
tween  the  6th  and  7th  ribs,  as  foon  as 
the  knife  entered  the  cavity  of  the  Tho¬ 
rax,  rarified  air,  and  nothing  elfe,  came 
ruihing  out,  with  an  audible,  fibilous 
noife  which  was  heard  by  all  of  us. 
Immediately  after  this  operation,  tho’ 
no  purulent  matter  was  difcharged,  yet 
he  could  lie  upon  either  fide,  without 

increafe 
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increafe  of  pain  or  difficulty  of  breath-* 
ing,  which  he  could  not  do  before;  how¬ 
ever,  all  things  confidered,  we  could  not 
doubt  of  the  cafe  ending  in  a  Marafmus. 

In  this  cafe  air  mu  ft  efcape  through 
fome  aperture  in  the  lungs,  by  the  air- 
velfels,  into  the  cavity  of  the  Thorax, 
and  there  rarify,  producing  the  com¬ 
plaints,  which  we  afcribed,  before  the 
operation*  to  purulent  matter  therein 
contained. 

The  patient  lived  feveral  months  after 
the  operation,  without  having  any  return 
of  pain  or  fenfation  of  a  fluctuating  fluid 
as  before;  nor  was  there  the  leaft  appear-^ 
ance  of  matter  proceeding  from  the  lungs 
or  cavity  of  the  Thorax  through  the 
wound,  which  was  kept  open  feveral 
weeks,  in  expectation  of  fuch  a  difcharge. 

The  aperture  in  the  lungs,  which  we 
believed  admitted  the  air  to  pafs  into  the 
cavity,  certainly  clofed,  as  he  never  after 

the 
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the  operation,  even  when  the  wound  was 
perfectly  healed,  had  any  return  of  fymp- 
toms,  that  evidently  proceeded  from  the 
rarefaftion  of  the  air  in  the  Thorax,  ac¬ 
cording  to  what  we  have  obferved. 

Leave  could  not  be  obtained  to  invef-* 
tigate  this  matter,  after  the  patient’s 
death. 

At  the  time  when  the  operation  was 
performed,  we  could  with  our  fingers 
feel  fome  hard  tubercles  upon  the  lungs, 
but  found  very  little  adhefion  of  them  to 
the  pleura  within  reach  of  the  finger,  'f

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Of  a  very  large  encyjled  lymphatic  tumor , 
which  was  happily  extirpated  at  the 
Heckingham-Houfe  of  Indufry  in  the 
County  of  Norfolk . 


In  November,  1768, 1  attended  a  con- 
fultation  at  this  Houfe,  by  the  exprefs 
defire  of  the  Governors  and  the  Surgeons, 
in  order  to  confider  of  the  propriety  or 
impropriety  of  performing  an  operation 
on  this  occafion,  which  had  been  deem¬ 
ed  extremely  dangerous  by  feveral  Sur¬ 
geons,  before  the  patient  was  admitted 
into  the  Houfe* 

She  was  about  35  years  of  age  and  not 
of  a  good  habit.  About  three  years  be¬ 
fore,  after  a  lying-in,  fhe  took  notice  of 
a  fmall  tumour  on  the  right  fide  of  her 
body  towards  the  inguen,  which  raifed  a 
fufpicion  of  its  being  a  Hernia  at  firft. 
It  gradually  increafed  and  extended 
downwards,  adherring  to  the  Labium 
*  Pudendi 
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Pudendi  and  Anus,  turning  about  in  a 
curve,  having  a  figure  and  form  much 
refembling  the  ftomach,  which  ended 
upon  the  middle  of  the  hip. 

Our  confultation  was  very  agreeable, 
confifting  of  four  Surgeons  befides  my- 
felf.  We  looked  upon  it  as  an  encyfted 
tumor  of  the  lymphatic  kind,  degenerat¬ 
ing  into  a  cancerous  Hate.  After  ftridl 
examination  of  the  parts,  and  deliberate¬ 
ly  confidering  every  circumftance,  we 
thought  it  might  be  extirpated  with 
fafety,  as  it  was  not  yet  fixt  to  the  fubja- 
cent  parts ;  but  were  unanimoufly  of 
opinion,  that  the  cure  of  the  wound  was 
very  precarious :  however,  as  there  was 
no  profpeft  of  preferving  her  life  or  af¬ 
fording  her  relief,  by  any  other  means, 
the  operation  was  approved,  and  then  ju- 
dicioufly  performed,  by  Mr.  Lewis  a 
Surgeon  of  eminence  at  Bungay  in  Suf¬ 
folk,  {he  having  been  duly  prepared  for 
it,  in  cafe  it  (hould  be  thought  advifable 
in  our  confultation.

Great  care  was  taken  to  fecure  the  ar¬ 
teries,  by  needle  and  ligature,  as  the 
operator  proceeded  carefully  differing, 
by  which  precautions  the  effufion  of 
blood  was  but  fmall,  confidering  the 
fize  and  extent  of  the  tumor,  which 
weighed  between  five  and  fix  pounds. 


No  ill  accident  happened  in,  or  in 
confequence  of,  the  operation  ;  the 
wound  digefted  and  healed  kindly,  and 
the  patient  left  the  houfe  with  it  per¬ 
fectly  cicatrized  in  about  ten  weeks,  as 
Mr.  Lewis  informed  me ;  tho’  not  free 
from  other  complaints,  and  among  the 
reft  fhe  had  a  Bronchocele,  which  did 
not  pafs  unnoticed  in  our  confultation. 


I  was  concerned  the  year  before  in  an 
operation  of  the  fame  kind.  The  tumor 
was  fituated  upon  a  woman’s  thigh,  in 
confequence  of  an  accident  received  ten 
years  before.  It  extended  from  a  few 
inches  above  her  knee  near  to  her  body, 

and  meafured  full  a  yard  in  circumfe¬ 
rence. 
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rence.  By  the  fame  precautions  that 
have  been  mentioned,  we  did  not  here 
lofe  more  than  a  pound  of  blood  in  the 
operation  :  and  in  both  cafes,  by  a  wary 
difledtion,  the  cyfts  were  not  opened. 

This  tumor  weighed  between  twelve 
and  thirteen  pounds ;  the  contents  of  it 
were  infpiffated  lymph  of  the  confiftence 
of  brains,  and  when  contained  in  the  cyft 
much  refembled  the  brain  in  the  Dura 
Mater.  Dr.  Hay  of  Ipfwich  and  Dr. 
D’  Urban  of  Halefworth  were  prefent  at 
this  operation. 

The  cicatrix  in  this  cafe  remained 
firm  more  than  a  year,  and  our  patient 
walked  about  her  bufinefs ;  then,  upon 
having  a  feverifh  difor.der,  it  broke  out 
in  the  upper  part  of  it,  and  became  a 

cancerous  ulcer,  throwing  out  large  fun¬ 
gous  excrefcences  before  fhe  died,  as  I 

was  informed  by  the  Surgeon  concerned 
for  her.

I  have  had  my  opinion  afked  in  a  great 
number  of  tumors  of  this  kind ;  and 
cannot  recoiled:  an  inftance  of  their  en- 

t- 

dangering  life,  even  when  enlarged  to  a 
very  great  fi ze. 

It  is  faid,  that  in  fome  parts  of  this 
kingdom,  there  are  perfons  who  under¬ 
take  to  cure  this  difeafe  3  and  fome  years 
ago  I  had  a  letter  upon  this  fubject  from 
a  Surgeon  of  character  at  Coventry,  writ¬ 
ten  in  a  very  modeft  and  fenfible  man¬ 
ner,  wherein  he  acquainted  me  he  had 
fome  times  fucceeded  :  But,  for  my  own 
part,  I  mud  ingenuoufly  confefs,  the  va¬ 
rious  methods  I  have  tried  to  difperfe 

thefe

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thefe  fwellings,  even  in  a  recent  ftate 
and  moderate  lize,  have  been  defeated;  * 
and  I  never  durft  venture  to  attempt  the 
cure  by  excifion,  on  account  of  the  vici¬ 
nity  of  the  large  blood-veflels. 

I  was  once  indeed  prevailed  upon  to  be 
prefent  at  fuch  an  operation,  where  the 
tumor  was  of  a  very  large  fize,  and  the 
patient's  blood  in  a  thin,  depauperated 
ftate. 

Before  I  went  the  operation  was  re- 
folved  upon,  in  a  numerous  confultation, 

and  all  I  could  do  was  to  ftiew  my  fears 
and  apprehenfions  of  what  would  pro¬ 
bably  attend  it,  declaring,  that  were  it  a 
patient  of  mine  I  would  not  attempt  it. 

The  Surgeon  was  a  good  and  intrepid 
operator;  but  before  he  had  half  finished 
the  operation,  there  was  fuch  an  effuflion

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blood,  as  obliged  him  to  defift,  and  turn 
his  whole  attention  to  retraining  the 
haemorrhage,  or,  in  the  opinion  of  all 
prefent,  the  patient  would  have  funk  and 
died  under  his  hands.  She  died  in  lefs 
than  a  week  and,  I  was  informed,  the 
blood  was  never  totally  ftopt.  The  un¬ 
happy  event  naturally  brought  the  re¬ 
putation  of  all  the  Surgeons  concerned 
in  queftion. 

Another  Hif-  I  remember  another  cafe  of  this  kind, 

t&ry  to  the  fame 

purpofe*  in  which  my  opininon  was  afked  jointly 
with  that  of  an  excellent  Surgeon  in  the 
country,  my  particular  Friend,  -f*  and 
the  operation  was  performed  againft  our 
judgment,  by  one  of  the  ableft  Surgeons 
and  moft  dexterous  operators  in  London, 
which  was  very  near  ending  in  a  fatal 
haemorrhage.  The  young  Lady’s  life 
was  preferved,  only  by  having  a  fuccef- 
iion  of  perfons  to  keep  a  conftant  pref- 
fure  upon  the  bleeding  vefiels  day  and 
night  fpr  near  a  week  with  their  fingers 

upon 


f  Mr,  Cooper  late  of  Bungay  in  Suffolk. 
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upon  proper  comprefles,  after  the  Ope-, 
rator  had  been  repeatedly  difappointed  in 
the  ufe  of  the  needle  and  ligature,  &c. 
as  his  pupil  allured  me  who  attended 
this  cafe. 

I  may  here  add  a  third  fimilar  cafe, 
wherein  I  was  confulted,  in  which  the 
Surgeon  concerned  difcovered  an  earneft 
deiire  to  attempt  extirpation;  but  I  as 
earneftly  urged  the  arguments  I  have  af- 
hgned,  which  diffuaded  him  from  fo 
dangerous  an  operation. 

This  difeafe  is  very  frequent  in  Swif- 
ferland,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
Alps,  which  made  Juvenal  fay,

A  cafe 


t  I  have  been  told  by  Gentlemen  who  have  been  in 
SwiiTerland,  that  this  tumor  in  the  throat,  called  Gou- 
tiere ,  is  far  from  being  there  looked  upon  as  a  perfoaal 
deformity. 
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A  cafe  wherein  matter  had  heen  confined  in 
the  Maxillary  fmus>  attended  with  fome 
uncommon  circumflances . 

Some  years  ago  I  was  confulted  in  this 
cafe*  with  a  Phyfician  and  two  Surgeons* 
for  a  Gentleman  about  60  years  of  age. 
This  complaint  proceeded  from  a  bad 
fever*  and  his  health  in  general  was 
much  impaired.  The  fymptoms  evi¬ 
dently  declared  the  nature  of  the  difeafej 
and  the  matter  had  forced  its  way  thro9 
one  of  the  noflrils.  After  confidering 
the  circumflances*  we  agreed  to  make 
an  opening  forthwith,  in  the  ufual  man¬ 
ner*  into  the  Sinus*  for  the  free  difcharge 
of  the  matter. 

The  patient  had  loft  all  his  teeth  in 
this  part  of  the  jaw-bone*  the  fockets 
of  which  were  filled  with  a  boney  fub- 
fiance*  and  by  flridt  examination  we 
found  the  bone  carious.  Upon  the  eli¬ 
gible 
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gible  part  for  making  the  perforation  he 
could  not  bear  an  inftrument  for  that 
purpofe,  without  cauling  exquifite  pain 
and  obliging  him  to  throw  his  head 
backwards  violently,  in  a  convulfive 
manner.  This  prevented  our  proceeding 
in  the  operation  as  intended,  and  deter¬ 
mined  us  to  cut  down  to  the  bone  on  the 
fide  with  the  point  of  a  knife,  and  bore 
into  the  Sinus  with  a  ^imblet;  which 
method  was  eafily  effected,  and  anfwered 
the  end,  tho’  not  quite  fo  well  as  the 
other  would  have  done,  in  giving  a  dis¬ 
charge  to  the  matter,  with  the  opportu¬ 
nity  of  ufing  injections,  &c.  as  the  rules 
of  Surgery  directed.  The  opening  was 
preferved,  fometimes  with  a  leaden  ca- 
nula  well  adapted  to  it  with  ears,  and 
fometimes  with  a  piece  of  bougie,  having 
a  ligature  affixed  to  it  to  prevent  its  flip¬ 
ping  into  the  cavity,  and  in  a  reafonable 

time. 
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time,  by  the  afTiftance  of  the  Phyfician’s 
prefcriptions,  the  patient  recovered  a 
good  ftate  of  health.* 

Of  a  tumor  upon  the  region  of  the  jlomach , 
which  in  length  of  time  burft  of  itfelf 
and  thro  the  opening  the  aliment  paffed \ 
the  patient  living  and  walking  abroad 
fame  months  after . 

In  May  1768,  Mr.  Aldrich  a  Surgeon 
at  Halefworth  defired  me  to  vilit  with 
him,  Mrs.  Tovell  of  Wenhafton,  about 
60  years  of  Age,  of  a  very  thin  and  de¬ 
licate  habit.

Since  this  I  have  been  concerned  in  another  cafe  of 
this  nature,  which  had  been  of  5  years  handing,  where 
there  was  a  large  opening  into  the  nofe,  with  an  exten- 
five  caries  of  the  bones  ;  which  was  perfectly  cured  by 
the  treatment  defcribed  in  my  Obfervations,  Edit.  II. 
by  making  an  opening  into  the  Sinus  the  extent  of  the 
Alveoli  of  three  teeth,  cutting  away  their  partitions  im¬ 
mediately  after  extrading  the  teeth. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

More  than  20  years  before,  in  confe- 
quence  of  a  flight  external  injury,  which 
was  at  firft  difregarded,  fhe  was  fubjedi 
to  tranfient  pains  in  the  epigaftric  region, 
never  violent  nor  confined  to  one  fpot, 
but  moftly  towards  the  left  fide.  In  this 
Rate  fhe  remained  about  ten  years,  when 
fhe  was  feized  with  a  violent  fever,  in 
which  the  pains  increafed,  and  a  fmall. 
flat  tumor  appeared  over  the  bottom  of 
her  ftomach,  without  any  external  in¬ 
flammation,  or  throbbing;  the  pain  up¬ 
on  preflure  was  not  augmented,  nor  had 
fhe  any  complaint  in  her  ftomach  at  this 
time. 

Tho’  the  tumor  did  not  fubfide  when 
the  fever  went  off,  yet  fhe  then  reco¬ 
vered  her  former  ftate  of  health,  rather 
valetudinary ;  and  thus  fhe  continued 
10  years  longer,  having  very  little  more

uneafinefs  in  the  tumefied  part  than  in 
the  abdomen  in  general,  where  fhe  had 
before  complained  at  times ;  but  never 
to  any  great  degree.  Now  a  fever  arifing 
upon  catching  cold,  the  tumor  enlarged 
and  inflamed,  ftill  was  attended  with  but 

4 

little  pain ;  however,  in  a  few  days  it 
burft  open,  difcharging  fome  of  the  ali¬ 
ment  that  was  in  her  ftomach  outwardly, 
there  being  an  adhefion  of  it  to  the  peri¬ 
toneum.  The  next  day  I  vifited  her 
with  Mr.  Aldrich,  and  my  worthy  friend 
Mr.  Lynn  of  Woodbridge  being  then  with 
me,  he  went  with  us  about  fix  in  the 
evening.  Upon  removing  the  dreffings, 
the  food  fhe  had  taken  that  day  for  din¬ 
ner,  confifting  chiefly  of  Mackarel,  came 
pouring  out  upon  refpiration,  through 
the  fpontaneous  opening  now  grown 
pretty  wide.  We  applied  Puff-Ball  care¬ 
fully  to  the  aperture  and  confined  it  with 
ftrips  of  common  plafter,  eafy  comprefs 
and  a  flannel  bandage,  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  efcape  of  the  aliment  all  we 
could,  defiring  fhe  would  make  her  diet 

confift 
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confift  of  the  fofteft  and  mod  nutrimen- 
tal  things,  that  would  in  the  eafieft  man¬ 
ner  be  converted  into  nourifhment ;  as 
bread-pudding,  gellies,  fago,  faloop,  &c. 
to  be  taken  often  in  fmall  quantities  to 
avoid  too  much  diftention  of  the  ftomach, 
injoining  reft  in  a  fupine  pofture  for  ob¬ 
vious  reafons ;  and  that  recourfe  fhould 
alfo  be  occafionally  had  to  nutritive  clyf- 
ters  :  however,  notwithftanding  thefe 
injunctions  which  we  ftrongly  urged, 
when  I  vifited  her  again  three  days  after, 
I  found  her  abroad  about  her  bufinefs  as 
ufual,  and  then  actually  feeding  her 
young  chickens  fitting  upon  the  ground; 
for  which  inconfiderate  aCt  I  very  ear- 
neftly  reproved  her.  She  now  told  me, 
that  but  little  of  what  fhe  took  came 
through  the  opening;  that  the  drefiings, 
comprefs  and  bandage  fat  eafy  and  an- 
fwered  their  end  very  well ;  that  her 
food  agreed  with  her  ftomach ;  that  fhe 
had  no  ficknefs,  and  that  fhe  had  the 
benefit  of  a  ftool  naturally  every  day  as 
fhe  ufed  to  have. 


Before 
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What  appear¬ 
ed  upon  direc¬ 
tion  in  this  cafe. 


Before  I  left  Halefworth,  being  then 
at  Dodlor  D'  Urban's,  I  faw  her  dreft  fe- 
veral  times,  obferving  no  ill  appearance 
in  the  ulcer,  and  that  but  very  little  ali¬ 
ment  paffed  through  it.  Afterwards  I 
was  informed  fhe  took  a  fufficient  quan¬ 
tity  of  nourifhment  to  fupport  her^  with¬ 
out  lofing  flefh,  and  that  nothing  unfa¬ 
vourable  occurred  in  this  extraordinary 
cafe,  till  the  latter  end  of  Auguft,  when, 
through  negligence,  fhe  catched  cold  and 
a  violent  fever  enfued.  After  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  this  fever  was  apparently  over,  fhe 
relapfed  in  confequence  of  farther  indif- 
cretion  and  forfeited  her  life. 

Dodtor  D?  Urban,  who  had  vifited  her 
alfo,  attended  the  opening  of  her  body  with 
the  Surgeon.  The  liver  was  confiderably 
enlarged  and  had  forced  the  ftomach  too 
much  to  the  left  fide  j  but  they  obferved 
nothing  elfe  remarkable  in  the  diffedtion, 
only  a  firm  adhefion  of  the  Jlomach ,  liver ^ 
and peritonaeum,  about  the  aperture:  and 
it  was  their  opinion,  that  with  her  own

prudent  care,  her  days  might  have  been 
prolonged,  had  not  the  ulcer  been  per¬ 
fectly  healed.  The  adhefion  of  the  fo¬ 
ri  acb  to  the  Peritonaeum  was  the  evident 
means  of  her  prefervation,  upon  the  rup¬ 
ture  of  the  tumor,  by  preventing  the  ali^ 
ment,  &c.  from  falling  into  the  cavity  of 
the  Abdomen.  * 


Of  the  fmgular  good  effeB  of  Merc .  fnblim * 
corrofiv .  in  a  cancerous  cafe . 


In  J  une,  1766,  a  Gentleman’s  wife  of 
a  delicate  habit,  aged  45,  confulted  me 
concerning  a  moft  alarming  complaint, 
contracted  by  inadvertently  putting  a 
pipe  into  her  mouth  and  blowing  it 
clean,  immediately  after  her  filter  had 
ufed  it,  in  fucking  down  fome  aliment, 
that  being  the  only  way  Ihe  was  able  to 
take  any  on  account  of  a  cancerous  ulcer 

K  pailing

an  account  of  fome  of  various  kinds  inflided  ob  the 
ftomach' 
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palling  quite  through  into  the  mouth  nu- 
der  her  lower  jaw.  She  was  almoft  inftant- 
ly  fenfible  of  a  twinging  near  the  tip  of  her 
tongue,  and  foon  after  in  her  lips  and 
moft  parts  of  her  mouth.  In  a  fhort  time 
her  hufband  complained  of  the  like  fen- 
fation  in  his  lips,  &c.  which  proceeded 
only  from  killing  her.  *f* 

Various  methods  were  tried  firft  at 
home,  then  in  London  and  abroad  under 
the  ableft  practitioners,  but  all  to  no  pur- 
pofe,  the  difeafe  gaining  ground  under 
all  of  them. 

After  two  years  the  returned  from 
Bruffels  to  England  on  account  of  fome 
emergent  domeftic  affairs,  and  her  huf¬ 
band  went  to  Paris  to  confult  the  Facul¬ 
ty  there. 

When  flie  came  to  me  fhe  had  deep, 
fpreading  ulcers  in  her  tongue,  tides  of 

her

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her  mouth,  tonfils  and  fauces;  from  the 
appearance  of  which,  and  the  hiftory  {he 
gave  me  of  her  cafe,  I  could  not  doubt 
of  its  nature ;  belides  I  had  once  feen 
her  lifter  in  her  calamitous  condition. 
She  was  a  perfon  of  lingular  judgment 
and  underftanding,  and  after  having  given 
me  an  accurate  and  circumftantial  ac¬ 
count  of  what  had  been  done  for  her 
without  any  advantage,  and  her  faying 
Ihe  was  well  allured  fublimate  had  not 
been  given  her,  I  propofed  the  ufe  of 
that  to  her  conlideration  in  very  fmall 
dofes,  to  be  perfevered  in  for  fome 
months.  She  approved  my  propofal  and 
took  a  lodging  near  me;  and  after  bleed¬ 
ing  and  gentle  purging,  I  prefcribed  it  in 
the  following  manner,  ordering  one  of 
the  draughts  to  be  taken  morning  and 
night.

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I  added  the  Tindt.  thebaic,  to  make 
the  fublimate  fit  eafier  upon  the  ftomach, 
having  often  obferved  without  this  pre¬ 
caution,  its  difagreeing  both  with  that 
and  the  bowels,  efpecially  when  taken 
In  larger  dofes. 

In  this  courfe  £he  proceeded  with  great 
regularity ;  drinking  a  Decodlion  pre¬ 
pared  with  Guaiac.  Saffaf.  China  &  Sar- 
laparilla,  with  a  fmall  portion  of  milk 
added  to  it,  for  common  drink. 

She  walhed  her  mouth  and  throat  fre¬ 
quently  with  barley  water  fweetened 
with  Mel  rofac.  dilfolving  in  a  pint  of 
this  gargarifm  two  or  three  grains  of  the 
fublimate. 

She  obferved  an  exa 3:  regimen,  taking 
nothing  of  a  heating  or  poignant  nature, 
and  took  now  and  then  a  cooling  purge. 

By  this  method  fhe  was  foon  evident¬ 
ly  better,  and  perfedtly  cured  in  about  fix 
months,  without  any  return  of  the  difor- 

der  5 
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der ;  and  now  enjoys  as  good  health  as 
fhe  had  done  for  many  years  before. 

She  had  a  great  many  decayed  teeth 
and  flumps,  all  which  were  extracted  to 
prevent  irritation. 

What  method  was  taken  with  her 
hufband  at  Paris  we  could  not  learn  3  but 
there  he  died  in  about  three  months. 

After  flie  had  found  fome  amendment, 
fhe  wrote  to  him  in  the  mod  prefling 
manner  to  come  to  her ;  but  he  was  then 
in  too  weak  a  ftate  to  bear  fuch  a  jour¬ 
ney  :  and  it  would  have  been  running 
the  greateft  riik  of  her  own  life  to  have 

attempted  going  to  him  in  her  condition.

I  fhould  have  mentioned,  that  for 
fome  confiderable  time,  I  ordered  a  dofe 
of  Extract  of  the  Bark  to  be  taken  twice 
a  day,  horis  medicis,  and  a  draught  of 
the  Decocflion  before  mentioned  after  it, 
as  an  univerfal  corroborant  in  her  weak, 
relaxed  ftate :  and  that  after  ufing  the

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gargarifm  as  mentioned  a  little  time,  I 
increafed  the  quantity  of  lublimate,  but 
not  to  a  degree  to  give  uneafinefs  to  the 
parts,  and  added  to  it  about  one  third  of 
aqua  calcis.

Of  cancerous  Df cafes. 

The  following  fliort  defeription  and 
plain  practical  account  of  Cancers ,  with 
the  treatment  of  them  both  in  their  oc¬ 
cult  and  open  ftate,  from  my  own  re¬ 
marks,  obfervations,  experience,  &c. 

may 

J  Concerning  the  life  of  Mere .  Sub.  ccrrcfiv .  in  car- 
cinomatous  or  phagedsenic  ulcers,  fee  what  Profejfor 
Why tt  has  communicated  in  the  London  Med.  Ob.  and 
Inquiries,  Vol.  II.  and  alfo  what  Doftor  Ahnfide  has 
written  about  its  efficacy  in  cancerous  cafes,  in  the  Med. 
Tranfa&ions  of  the  College  of  Phyficians. 

In  feveral  inftances  I  have  feen  lingular  good  effects 
from  this  mercurial  preparation,  by  long  and  regular 
perfeverance  in  fome  obftinate  cutaneous  complaints. 

We  were  greatly  difappointed  here  in  England,  by 
Doctor  Storck  in  his  account  of  the  efficacy  of  Cicuta  in 
the  cure  of  Cancers;  tho’  it  was  fupported  by  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  the  late  illuftrious  Baron  Van  Sudeten,  and  other 
eminent  men  at  Vienna. 
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may  not  prove  unacceptable  to  the  unex¬ 
perienced  ;  for  the  benefit  of  their  pati¬ 
ents  in  the  moll  formidable  and  deplo¬ 
rable  difeafe  that  human  nature  is  fub- 
jedt  to,  when  it  will  not  admit  of  cure 
by  manual  operation. 

A  Cancer ,  according  to  the  acceptation 
of  the  word  in  a  medical  fenfe,  fignifies 
a  hard,  unequal,  painful  tumor,  of  a  dufky 
purple  or  livid  complexion ;  and  why  it 
is  fo  called  will  prefently  be  fhewn. 

There  have  been  many  diftin&ions  of 
Cancers  made  by  medical  Writers,  which 
are  comprifed  in  the  occult  and  ulcerated. 

Sometimes  an  eroding  ulcer,  without 
fuch  a  previous  tumor,  is  called  a  Cancer , 
and  by  fome,  with  no  impropriety,  a 
Canker ,  as  this  word  imports  a  difeafe 
proceeding  from  an  humour  of  a  corro- 
five  nature:  and  fometimes  fmall  appear¬ 
ances  upon  the  fkin  like  warts,  without 
pain  at  firft,  turn  cancerous.

A  cancerous 
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A  cancerous  tumor,  commonly  has  a 
fm all  beginning,  gradually  increafing 
from  an  obftrudion  in  feme  glandular 
bod) ,  whether  from  an  internal  or  ex¬ 
ternal  caufe,  and  is  often  attended  with  a 
tickling  or  itching  fen  fat  ion  :  and  during 
its  indolent  ftate,  without  having  the 
color  of  the  fkin  altered,  it  has  the  ap¬ 
pellation  of  a  Scirrbus .  * 

In 


*  Under  thefe  circumftances,  various  internal  and  ex- 
|  fernal  medicines  are  recommended  to  refolve  it,  as  Mer¬ 
curials,  &c.  which  require  great  caution  in  their  ule. 

Vinegar  alone,  or  with  crude  fal  ammoniac  diilolved 
in  it,  has  been  thought  efficacious  by  fome  from  their 
powerful  attenuating  qualities. 

A  genuine  original  Scirrhus,  in  which  lymph  is  ftrong- 
|y  impadted,  feldom  admits  of  refolutionby  any  means; 
but  generally  terminates  in  a  Cancer ,  unlefs  timely  extir¬ 
pated. 

After  having  differed  out  feveral  fuch  feirhous  tu¬ 
mors,  I  have  found  their  interior  fubftance  like  an  hard 
unripe  apple,  thin  dices  of  which  being  boiled  in  water 
had  an  horney  appearance  when  cold  and  dry,  and  the 
water  they  were  boiled  in  became  glutinous. 

Sometimes  glandular  obftrudlions  in  the  breafts  pro¬ 
duce  tumors  refembling  a  true  Scirrhus,  which  will,  in 
length  of  time,  inflame,  fuppurate  and  end  favourably 
by  opening. 


I  have 
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In  many  inftances  it  is  difficult  to  de¬ 
termine  from  appearances,  when  the 
tranfition  out  of  the  fcirrhous  into  the 
cancerous  date  happens;  and  its  progrefs 
is  quicker  or  flower  from  the  one  to  the 
other,  from  various  incidental  and  con¬ 
curring  caufes. 

V  hen  the  tumor  is  attended  with  a 
peculiar  kind  of  burning,  (hooting  pains, 
and  the  fkin  has  acquired  the  dufky, 
purple,  or  livid  hue,  it  may  then  be 
deemed  a  malignant  fcirrhus ,  or  a  con¬ 
firmed  Cancer . 

When  thus  far  advanced,  in  womens 
breads,  the  tumor  fometimes  increafes 

fpeedily 


I  have  been  concerned  in  fome  fuch  cafes;  but  I 
muft  ingenuoufly  confefs,  that,  after  the  utmoft  attenti¬ 
on,  I  cannot  give  the  difcriminating  figns  with  precision 
enough  to  be  depended  on  in  the  beginning  ;  tho’  pro¬ 
bably  even  then  the  genuine  Scirrhus  may  have  a  more 
ftoney  hardnefs  to  the  feeling,  to  direct  our  judgment  in 
fome  meafure  ;  however  it  may  be  moil  advifable  to 
diffecl  out  thefe  tumors  early  in  a  benign  fUte,  rather 
than  run  the  hazard  of  their  degenerating  into  Cancer ? 
kifoj  from  latent  camfes  beyond  our  penetration. 
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fpeedily  to  a  great  fize,  having  a  knotty, 

unequal  furface,  more  glands  becoming 
obftrudted ;  the  nipple  finks  in,  varicous 

or  turgid  veins  are  confpicuous,  ramefy- 
ing  far  about  refembling  a  Crab's  Claws , 
whence  it  derives  the  name  of  Cancer : 
and  Paulus  Mgineta  includes  the  whole 
appearance  of  the  Crab~jijh  in  his  def- 
cription  of  this  tumor, 

Thefe  appearances  are  the  charadlerif- 
ticks  of  an  occult  Cancer  on  the  external 
parts,  and  we  may  fufpedl  the  exigence 
of  one  internally,  when  fuch  heat  and  pain 
as  has  been  described,  fucceed  in  parts 
where  the  patient  has  before  been  fen- 
fible  of  a  weight  and  preffure  attended 
with  obtufe  pain. 

There  is  no  part  of  the  body,  internal 
or  external  which  is  exempt  from  this 
grievous  difeafe ;  but  the  glandular  parts 
are  moll  liable  to  it  for  obvious  reafons, 

as

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as  the  fluids  cannot  pafs  through  them 
fo  uninterruptedly  in  the  courfe  of  cir¬ 
culation,  on  account  of  their  convoluted 
vafcular  ftrudture :  For  this  reafon  it  is 
moil  frequently  obferved  upon  the  breafts 
of  women,  which  principally  conflft  of 
glands. 

The  tefl.es,  penis,  uterus,  and  all  the 
genital  parts  of  both  fexes,  the  mefen- 
tery  inteftin.  redhim,  bladder,  &c.  are 
often  affedted  with  it.  I  have  alfo  feen 
it  upon  the  eyes,  nofe,  lips,  tongue, 
fauces,  and  the  adjacent  glandular  parts: 
and  two  fuch  cafes  have  come  under  my 
notice  upon  the  thigh  and  two  upon  the 
arm,  of  which  only  one  was  perfectly 
cured  by  extirpation:  in  one  of  the  other 
the  wound  was  healed,  but  the  cicatrix 
foon  opened  again ;  then  excrefcences 
like  the  heads  of  colly-flowers  fprouted 
out,  and  the  patient  died  miferably, 
without  any  profped:  of  faving  his  life 
by  the  lofs  of  his  limb.

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In  one  of  the  other  cafes  it  was  thought 
advifable  in  confultation  to  propofe  am¬ 
putation  of  the  thigh,  but  the  patient 
would  not  confent  to  it.  J 

A  cancerous  tumour  never  melts  down 
in  fuppuration  as  an  inflammatory  one 
does,  the  obftrudtion  lying  in  the  minute 
lymphatic  vefiels.  When  it  is  ready  to 
break  open,  efpecially  in  the  breaft,  it 
generally  becomes  prominent  in  fome 
point,  attended  with  an  increafe  of  the 
peculiar  kind  of  burning,  fhooting  pain,

I  have  lately  been  confulted  in  two  fuch  in  the  intef- 
>in.  reft.  and  the  patients  died  in  the  utmoft  diftrefs  foon 
after. 

Some  years  ago  a  bladder  entirely  fcirrhous  was  taken 
out  of  a  boy  about  8  years  old  and  fent  me,  refembling 
the  ghizzard  of  a  fowl,  the  cavity  of  which  would  not 
hold  a  fpoonful  of  urine,  and  in  it  were  found  two  hones. 
I  prefented  Mr.  Warner,  whom  I  have  before  mention¬ 
ed  with  this  cur iofity.  Had  Lithotomy  been  performed, 
as  was  propofed,  it  muft  have  had  a  fatal  event. 
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commonly  felt  before  at  intervals  in  a  lefs 
degree,  and  deeper  in  the  body  of  the 
gland  or  glands,  probably  occafioned  by 
fome  lymphatic  fluid  there  contained  be¬ 
coming  acrid  and  irritating ;  tho’  this 
fluid  in  its  natural  ftate  is  very  foft  and 
inoffenfive,  till  altered  with  long  refi- 

dence  in  any  part  by  intefline  motion.

In  the  prominent  part  of  the  tumor, 
in  this  ftate,  a  corroding  ichor  fome- 
times  tranfudes  through  the  fkin,  foon 
forming  an  ulcer,  at  other  times,  a  con- 
fiderable  quantity  of  a  thin  lymphatic 
fluid  tinged  with  blood  from  eroded  vef- 
fels  is  found  in  the  tumor.  *

#  Tumors  of  the  Scirrhous,  Cancerous,  or  Strumous 
nature  proceed  originally  from  lymph  obftrudting  the 
glands  as  I  have  proved  to  a  demonftration  by  experi¬ 
ments:  and  alfo  that  the  contents  of  the  Steatoma,  Me- 
liceris,  and  Atheroma  are  lymph  in  different  degrees  of 
infpiffation. 

Thefe  tumors  are  thought  to  be  of  the  ftrumous  fa¬ 
mily,  which  fometimes  alfo  put  on  cancerous  appearan¬ 
ces  ;  and  under  fuch  circumftances  I  have  fuccefsfully 
eradicated  fome  by  incifion. 
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Ulcers  of  this  nature  difcharge  a  thin^ 
fetid,  acrid  fanies,  which  corrodes  the 
parts  having  thick  dark  coloured  retorted 
lips  :  and  fungous  excrefcences  frequent¬ 
ly  vegetate  from  thefe  ulcers,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  corrofivenefs  of  the  humor. 
In  this  ftate  they  are  often  attended  with 
excruciating,  pungent,  lancinating,  bur¬ 
ning  pains,  and  fometimes  with  bleeding. 
Thefe  are  the  common  and  principal 

appearances 


Very  lately  I  was  concerned  in  extirpating  a  tumor  of 
this  nature  about  the  fize  of  a  walnut  fituated  below  the 
eye.  The  operation  was  attended  with  a  very  confide- 
rable  haemorrhage,  which  was  effectually  reftrained  with 
a  piece  of  the  fineft  fpunge,  exaCUy  adapted  to  the  wound*, 
and  moderate  preffure. 

See  what  is  faid  upon  fcirrhous  and  cancerous,  or  car¬ 
cinomatous  tumors  in  the  Mem.  de  Is  Acad.  Roy.  de 
Chirurg.  Tom.  i,  3,4.  and  Tom  1  of  the  Prize  Mems. 
of  that  illuftrious  Society,  to  which  Surgery  is  greatly 
indebted.  What  Le  Dran  has  written  upon  this  fubjeCt* 
alfo  deferves  attentive  reading  and  confederation. 
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appearances  of  this  dreadful  difeafe  in 
its  ulcerated  ftate. 

Difference  of  conftitution,  age  and 
other  circumftances  muft  diredt  our  judg¬ 
ment  in  making  prognoftics,  after  confi- 
dering  maturely  the  Diagnoftics,  in  this 
difeafe.  If  the  patient's  health  in  other 
refpedts  is  not  much  impaired,  the  Can¬ 
cer  in  an  occult  ftate  and  unattended 
with  pain,  and  it  be  not  exafperated  by 
the  injudicious  ufe  of  emollient  or  ftimu- 
lating  applications,  or  aggravated  by  in¬ 
temperance  of  any  kind,  it  may  long  re¬ 
main  without  much  inconvenience,  as 
has  been  well  obferved  by  Hildanus,

f  Wc  read  of  the  terrible  ravages  of  this  difeafe  in 
Hildanus,  Stalpart  Vander  Wiel,  Wifeman  and  other 
eminent  writers,  and  in  the  Mifeellanea  curiofa. 

yEtius  fays:  At  vero  ulceratus  Cancer  afTiduo  erodit, 
&  ad  profundum  perfodit,  nec  fifti  poteft,  &  faniem  emit- 
tit  omni  ferarum  veneno  deteriorem,  copia  Sc  odor e 
abominabilem. 

I  have  been  an  unhappy  fpe&ator  in  many  fuch  la¬ 
mentable  cafes,  not  knowing  how  to  give  permanent  re¬ 
lief  to  the  miferable  patients.

Tulpius,  and  others  of  great  attention 
and  character ;  and  I  have  alio  obferved 
the  fame  myfelf  in  feveral  indances, 
when  the  following  rules  have  been  duly 
attended  to ;  tho’  ihould  the  tumor  lie 
dormant  for  fome  years,  yet,  all  things 
coniidered,  the  fooner  it  is  extirpated 
certainly  the  better,  and  fuccefs  may 
more  reafonably  be  expected  to  attend 
the  operation,  efpecially  in  womens 
breads,  for  many  very  obvious  reafons* 
where  it  generally  increafes  more  or  lefs 
upon  the  ceifation  of  the  mendrual  evacu- 
on,  which  frees  the  body  from  noxious 
fuperfluities,  &c.  hence  particular  atten¬ 
tion  ihould  be  paid  to  women  at  this 
period  of  life,  when  nature  differs  a  great 
change,  and  we  fee  they  are  then  often 
affedted  with  this  difeafe  both  in  the 
bread  and  uterus  without  having  had 
any  appearance  of  it  before. 

It  has  been  remarked  by  Phyficiang 
and  Surgeons  who  have  praftifed  in  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  Countries,  that  the  Nuns 
are  more  liable  to  this  difeafe  than  other 


women? 
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women,  from  their  ftate  of  celibacy* 
which  has  alfo  been  obferved  by  the 
great  Vefalius ;  and  were  it  neceflary 
fome  reafons  might  be  offered  here  for 
its  being  fo.  $ 


T'he  curative  Indications  are, 

1.  To  extirpate  the  tumor  and  en-* 
deavor  to  prevent  the  return  of  the  dif- 
safe,  upon  the  fame  or  fome  other  part 
of  the  body* 

2.  To  palliate  the  difeafe,  if  it  is  im- 
practicable,  or  not  advilable,  to  extirpate 
the  tumor,  or  the  operation  be  not  con- 
fented  to.

J  Monf.  Dionis  fays,  that  in  a  totir  he  made  thro’  the 
Provinces  in  France,  he  faw  many  women  in  the  Mo- 
nafteries  affli&ed  with  Cancers,  and  that  much  the 
greater  part  of  them  were  between  the  age  of  45  and  50 
at  the  time  of  the  celfation  of  the  menfes,  and  that  thofe 
who  were  younger  and  fo  affli&ed  had  this  evacuation 
either  totally  obftrufted  or  very  irregularly.

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When  it  appears  advifable  to  propofe 
the  operation,  we  fhould  with  prudence 
and  precaution  give  our  opinion  con¬ 
cerning  the  expediency  of  it,  without 
intimidating  the  patient  with  the  pre- 
carioufnefs  of  the  event ;  tho’  we  fhould 
be  more  explicit  in  this  point  to  the  re¬ 
lations  or  friends,  for  our  own  juftifica- 
tion  fhould  it  not  end  happily. 

More  preparation  may  be  found  ne- 
ceflary  on  this  occafion,  both  in  refpedl 
to  medicine  and  regimen,  than  is  gene¬ 
rally  obferved  before  mod  other  capital 
operations :  and  if  the  patient  is  a  wo¬ 
man,  the  time  of  choice  for  performing 
it  is,  when  the  menftrual  evacuation  has 
been  completely  over  fome  days,  unlefs 
at  a  time  of  life  when  the  returns  of  it 
are  at  uncertain  periods. 

Tho'  it  is  needlefs  to  fay,  that  the 
operation  is  to  be  performed  in  the  molr 
eafy  and  gentle  manner  which  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  difeafe  and  the  rules  of  Sur¬ 
gery  will  admit  of,  yet  it  is  of  the  utmofl 

confequence. 
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confequence,  as  I  am  fully  convinced 
from  much  and  long  experience,  to  be 
particularly  careful  in  extending  the  in- 
cifion  every  way  fufficiently  into  the 
found  parts  to  leave  none  difeafed ;  for 
through  inattention  to  this  circumftance 
I  am  perfuaded  fuccefs  has  fometimes 
been  wanting  in  this  operation. 

The  wound  is  to  be  treated  after  the 
common  manner ;  internals  prefcribed 
and  diet  regulated  as  indications  dire6t  j 
and  tranquillity  of  mind  in  the  courfe  of 
the  cure  is  elfentially  necelfary  to  be 
obferved. 

Some  time  before  the  wound  is  cica- 
trized,  perhaps  the  method  which  proved 
fo  efficacious  in  the  preceding  cancerous 
cafe  might  alfo  prove  beneficial,  by  a  re¬ 
gular  perfeverance  in  it  for  a  confiderable 
time  afterwards,  and  be  the  means  of 
preventing  a  return  of  the  difeafe.  *

f  I  have  extirpated  fcirrhotis  tumors  of  different  fizes 
out  of  the  breads  of  women,  of  almod  all  ages,  before 
they  arrived  apparently  at  the  cancerous  date,  without 
difappoinlment  in  the  cure;  and  alfo  taken  off  many 
cancerous  breads  with  fuccefs,  two  of  which  had  been 
fornetime  in  an  ulcerous  date,  having  dill  fome  favoura¬ 
ble  circumdances  to  encourage  the  operations,  and  they 
fucceedcd  fo  happily  according  to  the  above  dire&ion, 
that  the  patients  continue  perfectly  well  after  more  than 
10  years. 

A  cafe  of  the  fame  nature  I  was  concerned  in  upon  a 
woman's  arm,  where  the  operation  was  performed  with 
this  attention,  and  with  the  like  fuccefs.

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ftridt  regimen  of  diet,  which  fhould  con- 
lift  of  the  foft  demulcent  kind,  with  but 
little  animal  food  ;  nothing  of  a  heating 
poignant  nature  fhould  be  taken. 

A  due  obfervance  of  this  article,  and 
the  other  non-naturals,  mav,  in  fome 

m 

meafure,  check  the  progrefs  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  or  alleviate  the  fymptoms. 

Special  regard  fhould  be  had  to  avoid 
paffions  of  the  mind,  whence  I  have  feen 
dreadful  confequences  in  this  difeafe. 

Gentle  purging  and  moderate  bleeding, 
when  pain  and  tenfion  urge,  fhould  by 
no  means  be  omitted  ;  and  then  a  more 
fpare  and  liquid  diet  fhould  be  injoined. 

When  the  habit  is  thin,  and  the  pati¬ 
ent  feemingly  hedtical,  afs’s  milk  is  ad- 
vifable ;  and  under  thefe  circumflances 
a  decodtion,  prepared  with  rad.  farfapa- 
rill.  chin,  ering.  and  raifons,  with  or 
without  a  portion  of  new  milk,  is  a  pro¬ 
per  common  drink.

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In  lax  conditutions  fome  preparation 
of  the  Bark  may  prove  beneficial,  which 
is  a  good  antifeptic  as  well  as  a  corrobo¬ 
rant  :  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
paper,  I  have  a  patient  with  an  ulcerated 
Cancer  in  the  bread,  who  has  been 
taking  a  cold  infufion  of  the  Bark  in 
water  with  orange  peel,  and,  I  think, 
with  fome  advantage  in  refpedf  to  her 
general  health. 

All  compredion  fhould  be  avoided, 
more  efpecially  when  the  tumor  is  upon 

the  breaft,  which  fhould  alfo  be  well 

. 

fufpended,  if  it  becomes  burdenfome  by 
its  weight. 

I  believe  nothing  is  better  to  be  worn 
againft  it,  than  well  dred  hare's  or  rab¬ 
bet’s  fkin ;  avoiding  all  undluous,  emol¬ 
lient  or  dimulating  applications. 

This  appears  to  me  the  beft  method 
of  treating  a  Cancer  in  its  occult  date, 
when  the  operation  cannot  be  praftifed, 
and  when  in  an  ulcerated  date  the  fame

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regimen,  &c.  is  advifable  to  correct  and 
attemperate  the  acrimony  of  the  juices, 
with  fome  preparation  of  the  Bark ; 
ufing  no  irritating  applications  to  the 
ulcer.  J  Various  applications  are  re¬ 
commended  by  writers  in  Surgery  ;  thofe 
of  the  faturnine  kind  I  have  found,  by 
long  experience,  moft  agreeable  in  gene¬ 
ral  :  the  following  Lotion  and  Cerate  I 
have  frequently  ufed  much  to  my  fatis- 
fadlion  and  eafe  of  the  patients.

J  Extra#.  Cicutse,  has  had  a  fair  trial  given  it  in 
many  places  without  effe#  in  cancerous  cafes.  Some 
judicious  praditioners  have  thought  it  beneficial  in  glan¬ 
dular  tumors  of  a  ilrumous  nature,  to  which  I  can  fay 
nothing  to  be  depended  on  of  my  own  knowledge. 
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After  having  gently  cleanfed  the  ulcer 
it  is  to  be  well  wafhed  with  the  lotion 
moderately  warm,  and  ftrips  of  plaher 
made  with  the  cerate  laid  round  the 
edges ;  then  foft  even  dry  lint,  or  lint 
moiftened  with  the  lotion,  is  to  be  ap¬ 
plied,  and  a  plafier  of  the  cerate  over 
that,  having  frnall  holes  fnipt  in  it,  that 
the  matter  may  not  be  confined ;  and 
over  this  drefilng,  nothing  is  fo  proper 
and  eafy  as  cotton -wool  wrapt  up  in  fine 
linen  cloth,  with  a  very  flight  bandage. 

Sometimes  I  have  faced  the  pledgets 
of  lint  with  Unguent,  faturnin.  having  a 
little  Pulv.  e  Cerufs.  comp,  mixt  with  it. 
However,  great  regard  mull  be  paid  to 
the  effedt  of  every  kind  of  application, 
to  be  varied  according  to  circumftances 
and  the  effects  it  produces  :  for  what 
fhall  be  found  by  experience  to  keep  the 
parts  eafieft  is  beft. 

Some  practitioners  of  great  character 
have  highly  recommended  applications 
prepared  with  Solanum,  Cicuta  and  other 

narcotic 
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narcotic  plants  ;  I  have  tried  them  in 
various  forms,  and  made  ointments  with 
them  in  the  fame  manner  as  Unguent, 
fambucin.  P.  L.  adding  wax  in  fuch  pro¬ 
portion  as  to  give  them  the  coniiftence 
of  a  foft  cerate ;  and  found  they  fome- 
times  proved  an  eafy  dreffing:  I  have 
alio  feen  fome  good  effedt  from  a  carrot- 
poultice. 

The  ftench  proceeding  from  thefe  ul¬ 
cers  is  often  very  great,  confequently 
noxious  to  the  patient  and  attendants.  * 

In  this  condition  they  require  frequent 
dreffing  even  three  or  four  times  in  24 
hours,  and  to  have  the  cloths  fprinkled 
with  fome  odorous  antiputrefcent  liquor, 
as  lavender-water  alone  or  mixt  with 

vinegar :  and  now  it  may  become  very 
neceffary  to  defend  the  ikin  about  the 

ulcer  againft  the  acrimony  of  the  matter,

*  Dodtor  Harris  has  recorded  a  fatal  ir.ftance,  where 
a  Phyfician  fathered  in  this  manner  from  his  own  wife, 
who  was  afflicted  with  an  ulcerous  Cancer  in  her  breaft. 
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by  pladers  of  Cerat.  alb.  or  fomething 
of  that  gentle  nature  fpread  thin  upon 
fine  cloth.  In  extreme  pain  recourfe 
mud  occafionally  be  had  to  opiates.  In 
haemorrhages,  which  often  happen  from 
erofion  of  the  veffels,  I  have  ufed  ly- 
coperdon  or  puff-ball  dry  or  moiflened 
with  aqua  dyptica,  which,  with  moderate 
preffure,  has  effectually  anfwered  the  end 
without  creating  pain,  which  is  no  im¬ 
material  confideration,  in  thefe  cafes 
particularly  ;  and  in  a  Lady’s  cafe  where¬ 
in  I  am  concerned  at  this  juncture,  it  has 
had  this  happy  effeCt  more  than  once,  in 
her  cancerous  bread. 

I  have  fo  me  times  applied  to  the  ulcers 
thin  dices  of  this  foft,  eafy  fungous  fub- 
ftance  inflead  of  dry  lint,  as  an  ahforbent, 
after  waffling  it  with  the  lotion,  when 
there  has  been  no  bleeding,  and  it  has 
agreed  very  well,  y 

The  belt  and  mod  expeditious  way  of 
cleanfing  the  ulcer  at  the  times  of  dref- 

fing 

f  Concerning  this  very  ufeful  fungous  fubftanee,  fee 
nay  Treatife  on  wounds,  Pag.  165.  and  feq. 
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fing  is,  with  a  piece  of  the  fine  ft  fpunge 
of  fuitable  dimenlions,  exprefled  out  of 
warm  water,  having  a  little  brandy  mixt 
with  it,  which  by  gentle  preffure  upon 
the  ulcer,  at  once  abforbs  the  matter  in 
the  moft  eafy  manner,  and  alfo  corrects 
putrefcence.  The  fame  method  may 
likewife  be  found  as  proper  in  other  ul¬ 
cers  or  wounds. 


Of  an  Hydrocele  with  a  difeafed  Tejiicle  ac¬ 
companying  it ,  and  a  more  uncommon  ap¬ 
pearance  than  that . 

April  the  17th,  1773,  Mr.  Henchman, 
a  Surgeon  of  a  very  refpedtable  character, 
at  Earl-Soham  in  the  County  of  Suffolk, 
brought  a  patient  to  me  at  Dodior 
D’  Urban’s  at  Halefworth,  about  28  years 

of  age,  whofe  health  feemed  good  in  all 
other  refpedts,  except  a  tumor  in  his 

fcrotum,  which  had  been  deemed  an 
Hydrocele  Tunicae  vaginalis. 

About  a  year  and  a  half  before,  the 
patient  himfelf  difcovered  a  fmall  tumor 

on 
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on  the  anterior  and  inferior  part  of  his 
right  tefticle,  which  increafed  gradually 
and  was  now  about  five  inches  in  length 
and  eight  in  circumference,  extending 
almoft  to  the  abdominal  ring,  having  in 
it  a  manifeft  fluctuation  of  a  fluid.  It 
was  attended  with  fome  degree  of  {hoot¬ 
ing  pain  quite  to  the  loins,  the  fkin  had 
a  fwarthy  color,  the  veins  upon  it  were 
varicous  and  the  fpermatic  cord  was  con- 
fiderably  enlarged. 

Thefe  fymptoms,  according  to  what  I 
have  often  obferved,  may  juftly  raife  ap- 
prehenfions,  when  the  tefticle  cannot  be 
diftindtly  felt  through  a  confiderable 
quantity  of  fluid  in  the  Tunica  vagina¬ 
lis,  that  it  is  not  a  Ample  Hydrocele ; 
and  this  is  a  point  which  demands  the 
utmoft  attention  to  direCt  our  practice 
for  the  fafety  of  the  patient,  left  the  cafe 
fhould  prove  complicated  with  a  difeafed 
tefticle. 

On  the  7th  of  May  following,  I  was 
deiired  to  attend  a  confultation,  confift- 
ing  of  four  Surgeons,  at  the  patient’s 
own  houle* 
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After  deliberately  confidering  every 
circumftance,  we  thought  it  by  no  means 
advifable  to  purfue  the  palliative  method 
pra&ifed  in  a  true  Hydrocele,  nor  at¬ 
tempt  the  radical  cure  either  by  cauftic 
or  feton  as  recommended  by  two  eminent 
writers.  £ 

We  were  willing  to  proceed  with  all 
due  precaution  for  our  own  fakes  as  well 
as  our  patient’s  fafety ;  confequently  we 
acquainted  his  relations  and  friends  with 
the  refult  of  our  deliberations  and  the 
precarioufnefs  of  the  fuccefs  of  the  me¬ 
thod  propofed,  which  we  had  unani- 
moufly  agreed  upon,  and  it  was  readily 
affented  to  by  all  concerned. 

The  patient  having  been  properly  pre¬ 
pared,  an  incifion  of  a  fufficient  extent 
was  now  made  at  the  inferior  and  ante¬ 
rior  part  of  the  tumor,  in  order  to  in- 
veftigate  the  ftate  of  the  tefticle ;  inten¬ 
ding  if  found  difeafed  as  we  feared,  to 
proceed  to  caflration  diredtly,  having  an 
apparatus  ready ;  and  if  not  fo  affected 

then 
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then  to  endeavour  to  perform  the  radical 
cure  by  extending  the  incifion  farther, 
&c.  as  flhould  be  found  neceffary.  * 

Upon  making  the  incifion,  eight  or  ten 
ounces  of  a  fluid  like  pale  urine  palled 
out,  and  then  an  Hydatide  about  the 
fize  of  an  hen’s  egg  prefented  itfelf, 
having  a  tranfparent,  thick,  gelatinous 
fluid  contained  in  a  fine  pellucid  mem¬ 
brane,  adhering  to  the  Tunica  albuginea 
of  an  enlarged  difeafed  tefticle.  Thefe 
circumftances  determined  us  to  proceed 
forthwith  to  caftration,  which  was  per¬ 
formed  without  any  remarkable  occur¬ 
rence,

Two  years  ago  I  was  confu-lted  in  a  fimple  Hydrocele, 
for  a  perfon  about  70  years  of  age,  and  the  palliative 
operation  was  performed,  difcharging  near  a  quart  of 
water,  without  any  bad  accident  in  confequence  of  it. 
Next  year  the  operation  was  again  performed,  defiring 
our  patient  to  forbear  much  exercife  for  a  few  days ;  but 
the  day  after  he  rode  a  long  journey,  which  occafioned 
a  violent  inflammation  ;  it  was  treated  properly  by  his 
Surgeon  in  ordinary  and  proved  a  radical  cure  though 
no  abfcefs  fucceeded  the  inflammation*

rence,  taking  up  the  fpermatic  artery 
with  a  little  cellular  membrane  by  the 
needle  and  ligature,  avoiding  the  nerve. 
The  fheath  of  the  cord,  and  the  Tunica 
vaginalis  were  much  thickened  and  re- 
fembled  doe’s  leather. 

After  the  operation  we  accurately  ex¬ 
amined  the  difeafed  parts,  and  found  the 
membrane  which  enveloped  the  Hyda- 
tide  firmly  attached  to  the  Tunica  albu¬ 
ginea  and  to  the  Epididymis  of  a  livid 
complexion,  and  that  the  teftis  had  a 
cancerous  tendency,  the  tubuli  of  which 
were  of  a  dark  color.  Thefe  appearances 
gave  us  the  fatisfadtion  of  being  con¬ 
vinced  we  had  proceeded  rationally,  as 
well  as  with  a  degree  of  precaution  ex¬ 
tremely  neceffary  in  a  cafe  no  lefs  dubi¬ 
ous  in  its  event  than  important  in  its 
nature. 

The  Symptoms  in  confequence  of  the 
operation  were  favourable,  and  on  July 
the  28th,  when  I  again  met  Mr.  Hench¬ 
man  upon  bufinefs,  he  informed  me  the 
wound  had  been  perfedtly  cicatrized  fome

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weeks,  and  that  the  patient  enjoyed  a 
good  ftate  of  health,  •f

and  Nuck,  in  his  Adenographia  Curiofa,  fpeaks  to  the 
fame  purpofe. 

Read  what  the  late  celebrated  ProfelTor  Monro  has 
written  upon  Tumors  in  the  Scrotum,  in  the  Med.  Effays, 
Vol.  V.  and  Monf.  Bertrandi’s  DiiTertation  on  the  Hy¬ 
drocele,  in  the  Mem.  de  1’  Acad.  Roy.  de  Chirurgie, 
Tom.  III. — Mr.  Ingram  in  his  chirurgical  Obfervations 
defcribes  fix  diftindt  kinds  of  Hydroceles,  which  are 
well  worth  attending  to,  where  he  alfo  takes  notice  of 
Hydatides ;  but  does  not  mention  a  Cafe  wherein  any 
appeared  in  an  Hydrocele  in  thefe  parts,  nor  how  they 
are  produced. 

As  Lymphatics  according  to  the  Doffrine  of  accurate 
modern  Anatomifts,  take  their  rife  from  and  are  difperfed 
in  the  cellular  Membrane,  fo  probably  Hydatides  pro-* 
ceed  from  Ruptures  of  them,  having  their  fluid  depofited 
in  the  Cells  of  that  Membrane,  which  is  the  universal 
connefling  fubftance ;  and  there,  gradually  increafing 
and  diftending  them,  formCyfts  of  different  fizes.*-Some 
have  thought  Hydatides  were  Lymphatics  diftended  with 
their  fluid  by  Obftru&icns, 
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Of  a  Lunatic  s  fw allowing  an  iron  pin  more 
than  jive  inches  long ,  tapering  and  about 
two  inches  in  circumference  at  the  biggef 
end ,  and  its  conferences .  , 


When  the  keeper  of  this  gentleman 
went  at  night  to  fecure  the  door  of  his 
room,  as  he  ufed  to  do,  and  was  looking 
for  the  pin,  he  laid  to  him,  “  don’t  look 
<<  for  it,  I  have  fwallowed  it this  he 
little  credited  ;  but  it  being  in  a  lucid 
interval  he  afked  him  what  induced  him 
to  do  fo,  and  his  anfwer  was ;  “  I  was 
“  thirily  and  my  mouth  hot,  and  putting 
<c  the  pin  into  it,  it  felt  cool  and  very 
“  pleafant,  and  I  thruft  it  down  my 
“  throat  with  my  finger  thus,”  defcri- 
bing  the  manner,  faying,  “  it  is  gone 
indeed.” 

He  made  no  complaint  till  about  a 
fortnight  after;  then  became  very  reft- 
Jcfs,  and  faid  his  body  ached  violently; 

M  but 
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but  had  no  recollection  of  fwallowing 
the  pin  :  however,  upon  taking  a  purge 
it  was  brought  away  and  all  his  com¬ 
plaints  immediately  ceafed. 

The  keeper  of  this  Lunatic  is  a  perfon 
of  veracity ;  and  fome  years  after  he  had 
given  me  this  ftrange  relation,  I  was 
called  to  his  houfe  upon  bufinefs  in  my 
profefiion,  and  finding  the  gentleman 
pretty  rational,  as  he  was  at  times,  I 
afked  him  about  this  matter,  and  he 
confirmed  to  me  the  truth  of  the  whole 
tranfadtion. 


A  cafe  miflaken,  attended  with  a  fngular 

circumflance . 


In  May,  1768,  an  excellent  Apothe¬ 
cary,  who  alfo  pradtifed  Surgery,  afked 
my  opinion  concerning  a  boy  about  feven 
years  of  age,  who  he  told  me  had  long 
had  a  fijlulous  ulcer  in  perinceo ,  with  a 
glandular  tumor  in  the  left  inguen ,  and 
that,  from  the  appearances,  he  appre¬ 
hended 
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bended  it  was  a  fcrophulous  cafe  :  how¬ 
ever,  upon  more  ftridl  inquiry  we  were 
informed,  that  feveral  months  before  he 
became  this  gentleman's  patient,  he  fell 
with  great  violence  upon  the  ifchium ,  in 
confequence  of  which  he  had  extreme 
pain  there,  extending  to  the  perinceum , 
where  an  abfcefs  afterwards  was  formed 
and  fuffered  to  bur  ft  of  itlelf,  without 
application  being  made  to  a  Surgeon,  his 
parents  being  very  poor. 

Upon  paffing  a  probe  towards  the  ifchi¬ 
um  >  farther  than  had  before  been  intro¬ 
duced,  I  plainly  felt  a  piece  of  bone  in 
the  finus,  which  was  very  ftrait :  and 
upon  examining  the  tumor  attentively, 
it  appeared  beyond  difpute,  to  be  a  tejiis 
that  had  never  defcended  into  the fcrotum . 

My  friend  was  fully  convinced,  arid 
ingenuoufly  confefled  his  miftake. 

I  advifed  enlarging  the  opening  to  give 
room  for  the  ealy  pallage  of  the  piece  of 

M  2  bone, 
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bone,  now  much  confined,  and  to  take 
the  plafter  off  the  tejiicle ,  giving  it  full 
liberty. 

The  ulcer  healed  foon  after  the  dif- 
charge  of  a  large  exfoliation ;  but  pro¬ 
bably  the  tejiicle  had  acquired  fuch  a 
flrong  adhefion  to  the  furrounding  parts, 
as  never  to  be  diflodged  from  that  refi- 
dence,  and  fall  into  its  proper  place.  *

*  Doctor  Michaelfon,  an  ingenious  young  Phyfician 
with  whom  I  was  acquainted  in  London,  told  me  that 
he  had  been  concerned  for  a  patient  in  the  venereal  dil- 
eafe,  whofe  tefticles  had  not  defcended  into  the  Scrotum 
at  more  than  20  years  of  age,  but  lay  juft  above  the  in- 
guina  eafily  to  be  felt. 

Until  the  time  of  birth,  the  I’ejles  of  the  Foetus  are  ft- 
tuated  within  the  cavity  of  the  Abdomen.

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Of  a  cafe  wherein  the  liver  was  of  an  enor¬ 
mous  fixe. 


The  fubjedl  of  this  hiftory  was  a  Gen¬ 
tleman  of  the  law,  aged  about  60,  of  an 
uncommon  fmall  ftature  and  lean  habit 
of  body.  He  had  for  fome  years  been 
in  a  valetudinary  ftate,  probably  owing 
to  a  fedentary  life  and  too  clofe  applica¬ 
tion  to  ftudy  and  bulinefs,  which  de¬ 
prived  him  of  the  benefit  of  two  effen- 
tials  to  health,  air,  and  exercife. 

/ 

At  length  the  abdominal  Vifcera  be¬ 
came  obftrudted  and  affedted  to  a  great 
degree,  and  he  had  a  cadaverous  afpebl. 

Under  thefe  circumftances  he  was  ad- 
vifed  to  go  to  Bath,  in  the  vernal  feafon 
of  the  year  1765;  there  he  confulted  two 
Phyficians  and  Mr.  Pierce  the  Surgeon ; 
and  tho’  his  body  was  then  confiderably 
enlarged,  they  apprehended  it  contained 
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but  little  fluid,  and  did  not  deem  it  an 
Afcites  requiring  Paracentefis . 

Upon  his  return  home  I  was  deiired 
to  attend  him  with  Doctor  Offley ;  the 
cafe  appeared  to  us  as  it  had  done  to  the 
Gentlemen  at  Bath,  and  we  were  fenfible 
that  the  liver  was  of  a  vafl  bignefs,  ex¬ 
tending  almofi  ail  over  the  Abdomen. 

Soon  after  ill  health  obliged  me  to  re¬ 
tire  from  bufinefs,  and  prevented  my 
farther  attendance. 

The  year  following  it  was  thought 
advifable  to  tap  him  and  repeat  the  ope¬ 
ration  four  times,  which  gave  very  little 
relief ;  the  quantity  of  fluid  drawn  off 
each  time  was  but  fmall  and  gelatinous. 

He  died  in  November,  1767,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  own  defire  his  body  was 
opened. 

Upon  opening  the  Abdomen,  but  a 
imall  quantity  of  a  fluid,  and  that  gela¬ 
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tinous,  was  found  diffufed  in  the  cavity ; 
in  a  cyft  formed  of  the  peritoneal  coat 
of  the  liver  on  its  concave  fi.de,  five  or 
fix  pints  of  the  like  kind  of  fluid  were 
contained;  the  liver  was  fcirrhous  to  a 
great  degree,  and  much  refembled  a  cow’s 
udder;  it  weighed  28  pounds,  which 
was  more  than  one  fourth  of  the  weight  in  proportion

health;  it  was  overfpread  with  Hyda-  larseft ever oi»- 
tides,  each  containing  from  a  quarter  to 
half  a  pint  or  more  of  infpififated  lymph; 
fome  of  which  were  burft  and  had  fhed 
their  contents  into  the  cavity  of  the  Ab¬ 
domen. 

The  Spleen  was  enlarged  to  double  ' 
its  natural  fize,  and  was  alfo  full  of  Hy- 
datides  like  thofe  on  the  Liver, 

The  Mefenteric  Glands  were  difiended 

with  gelatinous  lymph.

The  abdominal  Vifcera  adhered  toge¬ 
ther  and  to  the  containing  parts.

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The  contents  of  the  Thorax  were  not 
difeafed,  but  the  capacity  of  it  was  great¬ 
ly  diminished,  by  the  extraordinary  bulk 
and  prellure  upwards  of  the  Liver,  &c. 
by  which  refpiration  became  very  dif¬ 
ficult. 

I  am  obliged  to  the  Phylician  who  at¬ 
tended  the  diffedtion  for  thefe  descrip¬ 
tions. 


A  fmgular  cafe  of  a  fone  lodged  in  the  Rec¬ 
tum  juft  above  the  Sphindter  Ani. 

A  Gentleman  between  60  and  70  years 
of  age,  naturally  of  a  very  robuft  confti- 
tution,  but  now  greatly  emaciated,  had 
been  for  nine  or  ten  years  fubject  to  dis¬ 
orders  of  the  urinary  paflages  often  voi¬ 
ding  gravel  and  fmall  ftones  ;  and  about 
three  years  ago  had  a  large  abfcefs  form¬ 
ed  in  perinceo ;  which  was  opened  by  an 
old,  experienced  Surgeon  ;  but  he  did  not 
difcover  any  perforation  of  the  Urethra . 

The 
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The  ulcer  remained  in  a  fiftulous  Rate, 
and  in  a  fhort  time  he  complained  of 
uneafinefs  in  the  ReBum  above  the 

SphinBer  Am.  This  new  complaint 

/  • 

foon  became  very  tormenting,  and  was 
long  looked  upon  and  treated  as  the  in¬ 
ternal  Piles ,  when,  by  introducing  his 
own  finger,  he  felt  fome  folid  body, 
which  was  apprehended,  by  thofe  whom 
he  confulted  on  this  occafion,  to  be  a 
plumb-ftone  or  a  biliary  concretion  lodg¬ 
ed  there,  without  examining  the  part  as 
he  himfelf  had  done. 

He  was  now  in  a  deplorable  condition, 
not  being  able  to  fit  upon  a  feat,  in  con- 
ftant  pain,  excruciating  upon  going  to 
ftool,  and  had  urine  pafs  thro’  the  fiftu¬ 
lous  ulcer  in  perinao,  and  fometimes  into 
the  reBnm . 

Under  thefe  circumftances  his  Phyfi- 
cian  *  propofed  my  being  confulted  with 
the  two  Surgeons  who  had  been  concern- 

ed  for  him  fome  time.

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After  ftridtly  examining  the  parts,  and 
deliberately  confidering  every  circum¬ 
stance  in  our  confultation,  we  were  una- 
nimoufly  of  opinion,  that  a  ftone  had 
flipped  out  of  its  courfe  when  the  abfcefs 
was  formed  in  perinceo ,  and  at  length 
made  its  way  partly  into  the  ReBum ,  as 
we  were  in  no  doubt  that  what  we  felt 
there  with  our  fingers  was  the  point  of  a 
ilone,  tho’  we  could  not  feel  any  by  in¬ 
troducing  a  probe  into  the  fiftulous  ulcer. 

From  thefe  confiderations  we  propofed 
cutting  upon  it,  in  order  to  extract  it, 
after  emptying  the  Rectum  with  a  clyfter. 

The  patient  was  fo  well  fatisfied  with 
the  propriety  of  this  method,  as  to  con- 
fen  t  to  it  diredtly  ;  and  the  operation  was 
judicioufly  performed  by  his  Surgeon  in 
ordinary,  by  cutting  upon  it  through  the 
Sphincter,  making  the  wound  fufficiently 
large  to  extradt  it  with  facility. 

The  ftone  was  of  a  tapering  figure  more 
than  an  inch  long,  of  the  bignefs  of  the 

little 
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little  finger,  and  about  one  third  of  its 
length  projected  into  the  Redlum,  where 
a  kind  of  neck  was  formed,  by  the  flric— 
ture  of  the  furrounding  parts,  which 
confined  it  ftrongly  in  its  fituation,  where 

undoubtedly  it  gradually  encreafed.

The  wound  healed  kindly  without 
any  ill  accident  in  confequence  of  the 
operation  ;  and  by  properly  treating  the 
fiflulous  ulcer  with  bougies,  &c.  that 
was  alfo  foon  brought  into  a  healinp* 
Rate,  and  both  were  perfectly  cured  in 
lefs  than  two  months,  as  the  Surgeon 
informed  me. 

I  faw  this  Gentleman  the  year  after ; 
he  had  then  recovered  his  flefh,  and  told 
me  he  enjoyed  good  health,  finding  no 
uneafinefs  upon  the  parts  in  walking, 
riding,  or  in  going  to  ftool. 
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Copy  of  a  Letter  to  Do  Bor  Mo?tfey,  Phyf-

*  The  Dodlor  told  me  that  warm  bathing,  fmall 
dofes  of  Calomel,  as  an  alterative,  long  perfevered  in, 
taking  now  and  then  a  lenient  purge,  with  a  ftri£i  obfer- 
vance  of  the  non-naturals  and  a  proper  regimen  of  diet, 
was  the  method  which  proved  of  fuch  lingular  fervice. 

The  Doctor  informed  me  in  Auguft,  1768,  that  this 
man  continued  well  without  having  had  any  return  of  his 
difeafe.

State  of  the  Cafe . 

The  Gentleman  is  about  30  years  of 
age  of  fmall  ftature  but  had  remarkable 
ftrength  for  his  fize.  He  was  of  a  live¬ 
ly,  aCtive  difpofition  and  always  enjoyed 

good 
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good  health  till  the  year  1762,  when  he 

fuffered  very  much  by  hard  duty,  and 
lying  in  the  damp  trenches  at  Belleifle. 


In  confequence  of  thefe  hardfhips,  he 
firft  was  feized  with  a  pain  upon  his  hip, 
which  was  confidered  and  treated  as  a 
rheumatic  diforder,  by  the  Regimental 
Surgeon,  then  at  home  by  a  Surgeon  of 
character  in  the  country,  and  afterwards 
by  a  Phyfician  of  great  eminence  in 
London. 


Two  years  elapfed  under  the  care  of 
thefe  Gentlemen,  without  finding  any  re¬ 
lief  ;  and  fometime  after,  when  both 
hip  and  thigh  were  greatly  enlarged, 
they  were  electrified  nine  times,  receiv¬ 
ing  the  feverefi:  fhocks  each  time,  upon 
pretence  of  more  effectually  difperfing 
the  fwelling,  under  the  direction  of  a 
perfon  entirely  ignorant  of  medical  know¬ 
ledge. 


A  moft  abfurd 
Electrification, 


From  the  time  of  the  Electrification, 
every  thing  proceeded  from  bad  to  worfe, 

N  3  and 
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and  in  a  little  time  he  returned  to  his 
native  place,  much  emaciated  and  hecti¬ 
cal,  putting  himfelf  again  under  the  care 
of  his  former  Surgeon,  who  finding  a 
great  collection  of  matter  throughout  the 
thigh,  made  an  ample  opening  through 
the  Fafcia  Femoris. 

An  immenfe  quantity  of  fetid  matter 
was  difcharged,  like  the  wafhings  of 
flefh ;  the  fubjacent  mufcles  were  very 
flabby  and  livid,  looking  like  a  new  flayed 
hare  after  lying  in  water. 

In  Auguft,  1764,  foon  after  this  ftep 
had  been  taken,  DoCtor  Offley  and  I 
were  called  to  him. 

Confidering  his  extreme  weaknefs,  re¬ 
quiring  the  affiftance  of  two  or  three 
perfons  to  turn  him  in  his  bed,  and  every 
motion  being  attended  with  exquifite 
pain,  his  being  flirunk  almoft  to  ihin 
and  bone,  with  lofs  of  appetite,  and 
having  a  vexatious  cough  with  colliqua¬ 
tive  fweats,  it  was  no  wonder  that  his 

Surgeon 
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Surgeon  fhould  declare  to  us  as  he  did, 
even  before  we  faw  him,  that  we  were 
come  to  fee  a  dying  man,  whom  he  be¬ 
lieved  would  live  but  a  very  few  days  : 
and  indeed  after  feeing  him  and  examin¬ 
ing  the  ftate  of  the  cafe  with  the  utmoft 
care  and  attention,  and  receiving  an  hif- 
tory  of  it  from  the  beginning  in  a  very 
circumftantial  and  exadt  manner,  we  alfo 
defpaired  of  his  recovery. 

We  difcovered  finufes  in  every  direc¬ 
tion  in  the  interftices  of  the  mufcles, 
from  the  loins  and  hip  to  the  ham,  by 
introducing  a  bougie,  whence  proceeded 
fuch  an  immoderate  quantity  of  the  mod: 
offenfive  famous  matter,  that  it  was  not 
poffible  he  could  long  have  exifted  under 
that  difcharge,  with  the  abforption  of  the 
matter  keeping  up  a  conftant  fever,  &c. 
and  we  were  now  apprehenfive  the  bones 
were  affedted  in  different  parts.

wonderful 
change  in  this 
cafe. 
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From  this  inundation  of  matter  we 
confidered  the  parts  as  a  tnorafs  that 
required  draining,  in  order  to  make  firm 
land  5  confequently  agreed  to  obtain 
three  or  four  depending  openings,  and 
drefs  the  whole  in  the  mo  ft  eafy,  fuper- 
ficial  manner :  one  was  made  at  the  in¬ 
ferior  part  of  the  lumbar  region,  diredtly 
upon  a  point  where  he  had  long  com¬ 
plained  of  fuch  exquifite  pain,  that  he 
could  not  bear  to  lie  upon  it.  Here  we 
found  a  caries  upon  the  fpinal  procefs  of 
the  laft  vertebra  with  great  roughnefs  of 
the  bone ;  and  immediately  after  this 
opening  he  was  able  to  lie  upon  that  part 
with  eafe. 

The  depending  and  counter  openings, 
with  the  eafy,  fuperficial  dreffings,  foon 
produced  a  very  wonderful  change  in  the 
cafe ;  the  difeharge  leflened,  and  the  mat¬ 
ter  became  better  conditioned  :  and  with 

the 
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the  afliftance  of  the  Phyfician’s  advice 
and  prefcriptions,  there  was  a  daily 
amendment  in  all  refpedts  very  vifibly. 

After  our  attendance  at  a  difiance 
about  fix  weeks,  the  Gentleman  was 
earneftly  defirous,  with  the  concurrence 
of  his  relations,  to  be  under  our  imme¬ 
diate  care  and  infpedtion,  and  was  accor¬ 
dingly  removed  to  Norwich,  a  difiance 
of  about  30  miles,  and  bore  the  journey 
without  being  much  fatigued,  lying  upon 
a  bed  in  a  large  coach. 

We  now  purfued  our  original  plan  of 
occafionally  making  depending  openings 
of  a  moderate  extent,  and  preferving 
them  in  the  eafieft  manner,  to  give  a  free 
and  uninterrupted  difcharge  to  the  mat¬ 
ter,  and  room  for  the  expulfion  of  carious 
pieces  of  bones,  from  the  Os facrum ,  Ifcb. 
and  Fem .  as  well  as  the  Verteb .  which 
has  been  mentioned,  all  which  we  found 

affedted  5 
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affedted ;  and  to  give  nature  an  opportu¬ 
nity  of  filling  up  with  good  flefh  and 
doling  fuch  dreadful  cavernous  ulcers. 

We  had  from  all  thefe  bones  exfolia¬ 
tions,  fome  thicker  and  fome  thinner, 
and  fome  from  the  Os  Femoris  the  thick- 
nefs  of  the  bone  quite  to  the  marrow :  the 
whole  number  were  26,  but  only  one 
has  come  away  vifibly  for  about  a  year  3 
iince  which  many  of  the  iinufes  have 
perfectly  clofed,  others  have  contrac¬ 
ted  into  a  narrow  compafs  and  none 
of  thofe  flill  remaining  open  afford  much 
matter. 

-  He  drank  Affes  Milk,  took  the  Bark, 
Elix.  Vitriol.  &c.  and  obferved  fuch  a  re¬ 
gimen,  with  great  regularity  in  all  re- 
fpedts,  as  the  Dodtor  thought  adviiable. 

He  has  recovered  flefh  and  ftrength  far 
beyond  our  expectation,  and  fo  much  of 

his 
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his  wonted  gayety  and  chearfulnefs  as  to 
relifh  amufements  and  diverlions. 

This  worthy  Gentleman  in  the  whole 
courfe  of  his  moft  dreadful  afRiddon, 
fhewed  the  greateif  magnanimity  and 
fortitude  of  mind.

Two 
ounces  of  Manna  and  a  dram  of  Nitre 
is  a  full  dofe.  If  Nitre  fhould  difagree 
with  your  ftomach,  Cream  of  Tartar 
may  be  ufed  in  its  ftead. 

“  After  the  hr  ft  nine  days  ufe  of  the 
temperate  Bath-W ater  and  the  purge 
which  is  to  fucceed  it,  you  are  then  to 
begin  with  the  Douche  from  this  fpring, 
and  after  fifteen  days  the  water  from 
the  hotteft  fpring  may  be  ufed  to  all 
the  parts  affeded,  or  that  have  been 
affeded,  from  eight  to  fifteen  minutes 
at  a  time,  as  you  find  you  can  well 
bear  this  operation,  which  is  to  be  re¬ 
peated  every  day  throughout  the  fea- 
fon,  as  a  moft  lovereign  remedy  to 
heal  the  ulcers  or  difpofe  them  to  heal;

at  Bath ;  for  when  I  was  obliged  to  go  thither  in  the 
autumnal  feafon,  by  being  expofed  to  the  open  air  in 
bathing  in  cold  weather,  1  fuffered  much.

In  his  journey  he  buffered  much  from 
fome  unexpected  occurrences,  and  when 
he  arrived  there,  was  not  in  a  condition 
to  ufe  the  waters  to  any  purpofe  ;  for 
which  reafon  he  was  advifed  to  retire  to 
Tarbes  in  Gafcony,  about  fifteen  leagues 
from  Bareges,  and  there  to  winter  in  or¬ 
der  to  return  early  the  next  feafon  ;  but 
in  the  mean  time  a  new  disorder  attacked 
him  and  carried  him  oft ;  concerning 
which  1  never  had  a  fatisfaCtory  account, 
but  did  hear  it  wras  fome  complaint  in  his 
bowels.

Clerac, 
who  gave  a  very  defective  account  of  his 
dying  illnefs.

A  perfon  who  had  long  been  fubject 
to  nephritic  complaints  and  voided  many 
fmall  ftones,  was  unneceffarily  compelled 
to  a  long  attendance  in  a  Court  of  Judi¬ 
cature,  upon  an  exceffive  hot  day ;  in 
confequence  of  which  an  immoderate  ef- 
fufion  of  blood  enfued  from  the  urinary 
paffages,  and  continued,  with  fhort  in¬ 
tervals,  for  more  than  ten  months ;  de¬ 
feating  the  moft  powerful  means  and 
bringing  his  life  into  moft  imminent 
danger. 

In  this  ftate  a  fever  feized  him  atten¬ 
ded  with  violent  inceffant  purging  and 
vomiting,  having  at  the  fame  time  a  re¬ 
turn  of  bleeding  to  a  much  greater  de¬ 
gree  than  ever  before.  Not  a  fpoonful 
of  any  kind  of  nutriment  would  now 
ftay  in  his  ftomach ;  his  pulfe  became 

O  4  aim  oft 
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almoft  imperceptible  and  intermitting,  his 
life  in  all  appearance  of  but  a  few  hours 
duration,  and  his  neareft  and  deareft  re¬ 
lations  had  taken  their  final  leave  of  him 
as  a  dying  perfon. 

Under  thefe  circumftances  he  was  tru¬ 
ly  fenfible  of  his  approaching  difiolution, 
and  talked  with  his  Phyfician  upon  it 
with  great  compofure  of  mind,  who  was 
his  particular  Friend,  and  attended  him 
with  great  care,  judgment  and  affedtion, 
to  give  him  all  the  afiirtance  in  his  power 
as  long  as  he  lived ;  believing  he  would 
want  it  but  a  very  fhort  time ;  however, 
in  this  extremity  he  propofed  giving  him 
a  large  dole  of  folid  Opium,  with  fome 
faint  hopes,  if  it  ftaid  in  his  ftomach,  of 
proving  the  means  of  checking  thefe 
evacuations  ;  and  four  grains  of  this  hea¬ 
venly  remedy,  in  as  many  pills  foftened 
in  the  hand,  were  taken  in  a  fpoonful  of 
fimple  cinnamon  and  pepper- mint  water, 
which  had  the  defined  effedl.  In  lefs 
than  an  hour  he  was  in  a  profound  deep 
and  flept  near  fix  hours  without  waking; 

then. 
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then,  between  lleeping  and  waking,  he 
took  fome  nourifhment  which  ftaid  in 
his  ftomach,  and  he  went  to  deep  again 
for  fome  hours.  Upon  waking  again 
more  perfectly  he  afked  for  nourifhment, 
which  alfo  ftaid  in  his  ftomach,  and  he 
had  no  tendency  to  vomit  or  purge;  but 
then  was  fenfible  of  great  irritation  from 
Coagula  of  blood  at  the  neck  of  the 
bladder,  as  he  had  often  been  before, 
tho’  not  to  fo  great  a  degree ;  and  upon 
having  recourfe  to  the  former  expedient 
of  injecting  milk  and  oil  occasionally,  a 
vaft  quantity  of  coagulated  blood  was 
difcharged,  none  in  a  recent  ftate. 

From  that  time  the  ruptured  veffel  or 
veffels  were  fo  effectually  clofed,  that  not 
the  leaft  appearance  of  blood  has  fince 
been  feen  from  thofe  parts  which  is 
more  than  five  years ;  but  the  patient’s 
health  Suffered  irreparably  by  the  i ru¬ 
in  enfe  quantity  that  he  had  loft. 
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The  manner  of  performing  the  injec¬ 
tion  was  by  a  catheter,  having  a  pipe  of 
a  large  ivory  fyringe  fhortened  and  well 
fixt  into  it,  for  want  of  a  more  commo¬ 
dious  inftrument.

ble  employment  in  the  Revenue  at  Ma¬ 
drid.  He  was  Cantador  de  Refultas  y  de 
Juros ,  Offices  in  which  the  receipt  and 
diffiurfements  of  the  whole  Royal  T rea- 
iu  ry  are  examined  and  ftated,  and  in 
which  an  account  is  kept  of  the  intereft 
paid  of  the  fums  of  money  lent  to  the 
Ki  ngs  of  Spain. 

He  was  of  a  middling  ftature,  neither  Hisconftin,. 

*  ^ 

fat  nor  lean,  nor  of  an  unhealthy  com-  nerVnivbg?’ 
plexion.  He  ufed  to  rife  early,  drink 
very  thin  chocolate  without  eatine,  and 
pals  the  whole  morning  in  the  bulinefs 
of  his  Office,  dine,  like  the  Spaniards, 
chiefly  on  Soup  and  Olla  at  two  o’  Clock, 
and  never  take  any  Siejla.  At  four  he 
had  his  chocolate  in  the  fame  manner  as 

at 
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Subject  to  an 
Herpes  and  the 
confequences 
Upon  drying  up. 


at  breakfaft ;  and  in  the  evening  he 
walked  a  great  deal  in  the  Town,  but 
very  leifurely. 

He  was  fo  well  known  in  the  Coffee- 
Houles,  that  without  exprefs  orders  the 
Walters  ufed  to  bring  him  large  glaffes 
of  iced  water,  of  which  he  ufed  to  drink 
very  freely  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  as 
well  as  of  Sherbet  with  ice,  when  he 
went  into  company. 

His  fupper  w*as  a  fallad  and  cucum¬ 
bers,  or  other  cold  fruits  and  water ;  for 
he  never  drank  wine,  nor  did  he  fmoke 
tobacco  or  take  fnuff. 

During  a  great  many  years  he  had  a 
kind  of  Herpes,  or  eryfipelatous  humor, 
on  one  of  his  legs ;  from  which  he  always 
felt  bad  effebts  when  it  dried  up.  He 
obferved  that  abftainin^  from  flefh  and 
living  chiefly  upon  fifh,  in  the  early  part 
of  his  life,  conftantly  brought  it  out 
again ;  but  this  means  did  not  fucceed 

with 
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with  him  at  7 3,  when  the  humor  re¬ 
treated,  affe&ed  his  ftomach  and  killed 
him. 

He  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  the

Benedidtine-Convent.  of  St.  Martin  at 
Madrid,  on  the  1  ith  of  February,  1736. 

In  the  twentieth  year  of  his  age  he 
married  a  girl  of  thirteen,  at  which  age 
the  fex  are  marriageable  in  Spain  and 
Portugal :  and  it  is  remarkable  at  that 
time  of  his  life  he  took  no  fleep. 

His  Wife’s  Brother  Don  Antonio  Ro -

drignes  Gallo,  an  old  Gentleman  of  great 
reputation,  mentioned  before,  whofe  ve¬ 
racity  was  not  to  be  queftioned,  from 
whom  I  had  thefe  particulars,  does  not 
know  whether  he  llept  in  the  former 
part  of  his  life ;  he  only  is  pofltive  that 
his  Brother-in-law  never  mentioned  in 
his  hearing,  this  total  privation  of  fleep,

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as  having  begun  at  any  particular  pe¬ 
riod  of  his  life,  or  that  he  apprehended 
it  was  caufed  by  any  fit  of  illnefs. 


He  fometimes 
dozed  for  a  very 
fhort  fpace  of 
time  not  pro¬ 
perly,  to  be  cal¬ 
led  keeping. 


The  utmoft  that  he  dozed  was  one 
quarter  of  an  hour  in  the  twenty-four, 
which  could  not  properly  be  called  lleep; 
for  even  in  thofe  moments  he  would 
readily  anfwer  whatever  quefiions  were 
afked  him. 


His  wife,  who  was  as  weak  and  fickly 
as  he  was  robuft  and  healthy,  often  ufed 
to  fay,  that  at  no  time  £he  had  ever  found 
him  fleeping,  and  yet  he  never  complai¬ 
ned  of  this  wakefulnefs  as  a  misfortune.

He  was  chearful  in  his  family ;  but 
feldom  fat  down  in  his  own  houfe.  In 
his  dying  illnefs  it  was  thought  he  flept 

idis  father 

mother,  and  a  little.  It  is  remarkable  that  his  father 

children  all 

good  fleepers.  and  mother,  the  former  of  whom  was 
extremely  lean,  and  his  children  Don 

Francifco 
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Francifco  and  Donna  Maria ,  who  both 
furvived  him,  but  fince  dead,  were  all 
good  fleepers. 

The  above  fa£ts  are  confirmed  by  the 
teftimony  of  fome  other  perfons  of  good 
credit  ftill  living,  who  knew  and  fre¬

laft  vertebra  of  the  neck  with  the  firft 
of  the  back.  This  is  done  almoft  in- 
“  ceffantly  night  and  day,  having  a  fuc-

“  and  by  this  means  he  fcarce  ever  fleeps.

“  I  did  but  juft  touch  his  thumb,  and 
it  gave  him  exquifite  pain,  fays  he,  a 
“  ftraw  drawn  over  it  is  a  dagger;  and 
“  yet  once  upon  my  touching  it  pretty 
c<  hard  it  took  off  the  pain,  as  did  more 
tc  than  once  fcratching  his  eye-brow 
“  hard. 

X€  When  the  fpafm  affects  his  throat, 
“  and  he  belches  forth  wind,  he  farts

“  and  with  fuch  an  acute  noife,  as  I  know

The  Doctor's  Problem  is  too  hard  for 
me  to  folve ;  but  we  have  many  inllan- 
ces,  both  ancient  and  modern,  where 
different  parts  of  the  Encephalon  being 
affeded,  have  produced  difeafes  accom¬ 
panied  with  fymptoms  not  declarative  of 
their  nature  nor  the  fources  from  whence 
they  fprung,  or  to  be  accounted  for  by 
thofe  of  the  greatell  penetration  and  dis¬ 
cernment 
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cernment,  fo  as  to  characterize  them  by 
fpecific  and  determinate  appellations. 

We  have  pertinent  and  recent  inftan- 
ces  in  this  kingdom,  one  in  the  cafe  of 
of  a  nobleman  which  was  attended  with 
a  variety  of  fymptoms  denominated  ner¬ 
vous,  whofe  greatefl  complaint  was  in 
his  ftomach,  proceeding  from  no  other 
evident  caufe  difeovered  after  his  death, 
by  an  accurate  diffedtion,  than  a  ftone 
lodged  in  the  Pineal  Gland. 

Another  great  Perfonage  after  labour¬ 
ing  fome  years  under  a  great  variety  alfo 
of  nervous  fymptoms  complained  parti¬ 
cularly  of  a  violent  pain  of  his  arm,  be¬ 
ginning  at  his  fingers  ends,  frequently 
returning  and  gradually  afeending,  and 
when  advanced  as  far  as  where  the  33el- 
toid  Mufcle  is  inferted  into  the  bone, 
then  became  fo  excruciating  as  to  make 
him  wilh,  with  great  earneftnefs,  to  have 
his  limb  taken  off. 
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This  Nobleman  died  under  paralytic 
fymptoms,  expiring  in  convulfions. 

Upon  opening  his  head  two  fmall  en« 
cyfted  tumors  were  found  upon  his  brain 
on  the  oppofite  fide  to  the  affedted  limb ; 
and  no  where  elfe  any  thing  preterna¬ 
tural. 

Thefe  accounts  I  was  favoured  with 
from  the  Surgeons  concerned  in  opening 
the  bodies. 

A  few  years  ago  I  was  deiired  to  open 
the  body  of  a  young  Gentleman  of  a  no¬ 
ble  family,  who  had  an  anomalous  fever 
attended  with  nervous  fymptoms,  which 
perplexed  the  judgment  of  an  old  and 
experienced  Phyfician  of  great  fagacity, 
who  could  not  charadterize  it  by  any 
particular  name  to  his  own  fatisfadtion, 
as  he  often  told  me  during  his  atten¬ 
dance  ;  but  I  never  faw  the  patient  in 
his  life-time.

In  this  cafe,  upon  a  very  careful  and 
attentive  difledlion,  we  difcovered  no¬ 
thing  amifs,  only  a  turgefcence  of  the 
veflels  running  upon  the  plicatures  of 
the  Pia  Mater,  and  a  confiderable  quan¬ 
tity  of  a  lymphatic  fluid  in  the  Ventricles 
of  the  Brain. 

In  the  year  1760,  I  vifited  a  perfon  in 
a  kind  of  fever,  that  I  knew  not  what 
clafs  to  place  it  under,  attended  with  a 
fhaking  of  the  head  and  a  kind  of  Em- 
profthotonos ;  and  he  told  me  had  been 
fubjedt  to  thefe  diforders,  in  a  lefs  degree 
for  feveral  years,  and  fometimes  to  be 
vertiginous  and  fall  down  deprived  of  his 
fenfes  for  a  fhort  duration,  and  that  he 
was  never  entirely  free  from  a  pain  of  his 
head.  Upon  any  briik  exercife  he  ufed 
to  become  giddy,  which  fymptom  went 
off  immediately  upon  refting  himfelf. 

In  this  difeafe  he  fuffered  inexpreflibly 
for  fome  months,  and  then  died  in  the 
greateft  agonies  and  ftrong  convulfions. 


Upon 
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Upon  opening  his  head  feveral  ofleous 
points  were  found  rifing  confiderably 
above  the  internal  furface  of  the  fcull* 
partly  upon  the  right  Os  parietale  and 
partly  upon  the  adjoining  Os  Occipitis , 
which  irritated  the  Dura  Mater  •,  and 
this  Membrane  was  in  an  inflamed  ftate* 
beginning  to  mortify. 

To  this  purpofe  read  the  illuftrious 
Van  Swieten’s  Commentaries  upon  Boer- 
haave’s  Aphorifms,  §  1075.*

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When  Dodtor  Monfey  informed  the 
Gentleman  who  is  the  fubjedt  of  this 
letter,  that  it  was  Rattle-Snake  Wine  he 
had  given  him,  he  fent  diredtly  to  a 
Friend  in  the  Weft-Indies,  where  it  is 
drank  as  the  higheft  Cordial,  deftring  he 
would  fend  him  a  large  quantity,  and  alfo

the  cafe,  and  the  ftate  the  Brain  appeared  in  upondiiTec- 
tion.

Hildanus  and  many  other  eminent  and  authentic 
Obfervators,  which  may  be  confulted,  mention  honey 
concretions,  &c.  having  been  found  in  the  brain,  &c, 
with  the  fymptoms  attending  fuch  cafes. 

Bonetus,  in  his  Anatomia  Praftica,  has  collefled  many 
cafes  to  this  purpofe  ;  and  Lib.  i.  de  Capitis  Atfe£libus 
in  his  Medicina  Septentrionalis  Collatitia  is  well  worth 
attentive  perufal  on  this  account. 

Stoney  concretions  have  been  obferved  in  almoft  every 
part  of  the  body,  particularly  in  the  glandular  parts;  in 
many  I  have  found  them,  as  in  the  glands  of  the  bread", 
the  maxillary,  fublingual,  &zc.  * 
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fome  Rattle-Snakes,  where  they  are 
found  in  great  plenty :  And  before  this 
occurrence,  having  had  the  following 
relation  tranfmitted  to  him  from  thence, 
and  well  authenticated,  by  his  friend,  he 
conceived  the  greater  hopes  and  expecta¬ 
tions  of  the  efficacy  of  this  medicine,  as 
previous  to  his  own  moil  dreadful  and 
unprecedented  diforder,  he  had  been  fub- 
jeCt  to  a  violent  cutaneous  difeafe,  fome- 
thing  of  a  leprous  nature ;  and  gave  the 
Doctor  the  following  hiitory,  which  he 
communicated  to  me  by  letter. 

A  very  wealthy  old  Gentleman  in  that 
Country,  had  long  been  afflicted  with 
the  Leprofy  to  an  high  degree,  which 
was  deemed  incurable  by  his  Phyiicians* 

Apparently  in  a  dying  itate  he  made 
his  will,  and  left  a  large  legacy  to  a  fe¬ 
male  fervant,  who  had  lived  with  him 
many  years. 

This  circumitance  being  known  to 
her,  the  and  her  lover,  by  the  mitigation

observations; 

of  the  devil,  ftudied  and  contrived  how 
to  make  away  with  him,  in  fuch  a  man¬ 
ner  as  to  raife  the  lead  fufpicion  of  their 
wickednels.  i  hey  put  the  heads  or  theLeProfyby 
Rattle-Snakes  into  wine  and  gave  him  it  tlnfedTo'pdfoa 
to  drink,  thinking  it  would  prove  an  in-  him* 
fallible  poifon,  but  as  he  grew  better  upon 
taking  it,  they,  happily  for  him,  falfely 
concluded  they  had  not  made  it  firong 
enough,  then  made  it  ftronger  ;  and  by 
drinking  this  intended  poifon  he  was  re- 
flored  to  perfedt  health. 

Compundtion  of  confcience  put  this 
unfaithful  and  wicked  fervant  upon  fal¬ 
ling  on  her  knees  before  her  mafter,  im¬ 
ploring  his  mercy,  and  in  tears  confeffing 
her  atrocious  crime.  He  not  only  for¬ 
gave  her,  but  gave  her  a  fum  of  money, 
ordering  her  to  depart  his  houfe  directly 
and  never  fee  him  more.  *

As  I  pafled  through  Halefworth  in  my 
way  into  Norfolk,  on  June  the  6th  1773, 
Mrs.  Nurfey  a  tradefman’s  wife  flopped 
me  in  the  ftreet  and  alked  my  opinion 
about  her  child’s  cafe  in  which  tho’  fhe 
defcribed  it  very  imperfedtly,  I  .appre¬ 
hended  there  was  fome  great  latent  mif- 
chief;  confequently,  as  the  Surgeon  who 
lived  in  the  town  was  not  at  home, 
for  us  to  fee  the  child  together,  I  only 
mo  ft  earneftly  defired  the  mother  to  have 
her  child’s  head  very  ftridtly  examined 
as  ft)on  as  poffible  by  him,  and  if  fhe 

thought 

in  which  fnakes  and  fcorpions  have  been  infufed,  ef- 
teeming  it  not  only  a  great  cordial ;  but  alfo  an  effica¬ 
cious  remedy  in  the  Leprofy,  and  an  antidote  againft 
poifon. 

When  Cato  marched  Pompey’s  fhattered  army  through 
Africa ,  he  encouraged  the  intimidated  foldiers  to  quench 
their  thirft  at  a  fpring  without  fear,  thos  they  faw  the 
water  full  of  ferpents,  as  Lucan  relates  in  his  Pharfalia ,

Noxia  ferpentum  eft  admifto  fanguine  pcftis, 
Morfu  virus  habeiit  &  fatum  dente  minantur. 

Foe ula  morte  carent  ----- 
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thought  proper,  for  her  farther  fatisfao 
tion,  to  have  the  Phyfician  of  the  place 
prefent,  who  was  well  acquainted  with 
Surgery. 

Upon  this  occafion  I  received  the  fol¬ 
lowing  letter  from  the  Surgeon,  a  judi¬ 
cious  man  in  his  profeffion,  authenti¬ 
cated  by  the  Phyfician.

Dear  Sir, 

<c  I  fend  you  the  following  very  fin- 
fC  gular  cafe,  which  we  had  not  an  op- 
tc  portunity  of  examining  together,  wn^n 
“  Mrs.  Nurfey  afked  your  opinion  about 
iC  it,  thinking  it  may  not  be  altogether 
“  unworthy  a  place  in  your  intended 
“  Colledtion,  which  you  are  about  fa- 
“  vouring  the  public  with. 

“  On  May  the  .1 6th,  1773,  I  was 
“  called  to  a  child  of  Mr.  Nurfey’s  about 

Q_2  “  four 
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“  four  years  old,  when  £he  was  lately 
“  recovered  of  a  fever  which  terminated 
“  by  an  abfcefs  in  the  axilla.  She  had 
<c  alfo  at  times  been  fubjedt  to  worms ; 

had  now  febrile  fymptoms,  and  com- 
<c  plained  of  ficknefs  and  pain  in  her 
“  bowels,  which  I  apprehended  pro- 
ceeded  from  worms  and  treated  her 
accordingly,  by  which  means  one  more 
was  brought  away. 

c<  On  the  30th  fhe  made  great  com- 
“  plaint  of  her  head  and  was  drowfy, 
with  a  quick  low  pulfe. 

“  Bliftering  was  propofed,  but  rejec- 
“  ted  by  the  too  timorous  indulgent 
€C  mother,  nor  could  the  child  now  be 
prevailed  upon  to  take  any  kind  of 
medicine,  except  now  and  then  a  purge,

“  On  the  third  of  June  her  mother 
informed  me  there  was  a  considerable 
“  difcharge  from  a  very  fmall  orifice 
tc  over  the  right  eye,  but  then  fhe  re- 
“  fufed  to  have  it  examined;  fhe  recol- 

ledted 
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“  lefted  however,  that  more  than  a 
cc  month  before,  the  child  came  crying 
“  to  her  with  a  pair  of  fmall  fharp  poin- 
<c  ted  fciffars  in  her  hand,  and  that  fhe 
<€  obferved  a  little  fpot  of  blood  upon 
the  part  whence  the  difcharge  now 
“  proceeded ;  but  it  appeared  fo  trifling 
€€  as  to  be  difregarded. 

“  The  difcharge  now  feemed  purely

“  In  our  examination  the  child  lay  in

((  lap  3  the  probe  pafled,  without  the 
44  leaf!:  refiftence,  dire&ly  forwards  thro" 
44  the  fcalp  and  cranium  alfo  more  than 
“  two  inches,  and  without  doubt  might 
“  have  been  pafled  farther,  had  we  not 
been  fearful  of  injuring  the  parts. 

44  With  the  Dodior’s  approbation  I 
44  now  removed  a  fmall  portion  of  the 
44  fcalp  round  the  orifice  to  facilitate  the 
44  difeharge,  &c.  and  we  then  faw  the 
€c  aperture  through  the  cranium.  The 
wound  was  drelfed  in  an  eafy  manner, 
44  ufing  a  very  flight  bandage,  and  the 
“  purging  medicine  was  repeated  more 
44  frequently,  with  a  view  of  making  a 
“  diverfion  by  the  bowels,  in  order  to 
44  leflen  the  difeharge  from  the  Ence-

€t  cept  a  very  fmall  faline  fubflance  in 
“  the  fpoon.  The  effufion  continued  in 
“  this  quantity  for  feveral  days,  which 
“  was  at  the  rate  of  36  ounces  in  24 
“  hours ;  the  purging  medicine  was  often

<6  At  five  or  fix  in  the  evening  of  this 
day,  I  was  lent  for  in  great  hafte,  as 
thofe  about  the  child  thought  her  ac- 
tually  dying  5  I  found  her  indeed  de- 

“  prived 
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“  prived  of  all  fenfe  and  voluntary  mo- 
“  tion  and  in  ftrong  convulfions,  in 
“  which  the  mufcles  of  the  eyes,  face, 
“  arms,  and  hands  were  principally  af- 
“  fedted;  and  in  this  dreadful  ftate  I  was 
“  informed  (lie  had  been  ever  hnce  three 
“  in  the  afternoon. 

“  I  inftantly  difpatched  a  meffenger 
“  for  the  Dodtor,  requefting  his  imme- 
diate  attendance,  he  came  accordingly 
€C  and  ordered  the  child  to  be  bled  di- 
<e  redlly. 

“  Thefe  moft  alarming  and  threatening 
“  fymptoms  ftill  continuing,  we  then 
“  urged  in  the  ftrongeft  terms  we  could 
“  to  the  parents,  &c.  enforced  by  the 
“  concurrent  opinion  of  another  Surgeon 
“  now  called  in,  to  have  a  perforation 
“  made  in  the  fcull  forthwith,  as  the 
“  only  rational  means  left,  in  our  unani- 
ec  mous  opinion,  to  preferve  the  child’s

“  bility  of  fuccefs.  This  operation  was 
“  objected  to  at  firft,  particularly  by  the

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“  mother,  but  foon  complied  with  and 
“  then  immediately  performed,  inclu- 
€t  ding  the  puncture  of  the  cranium, 
“  within  the  crown  of  the  trephine;  -f 
<(  but  no  difcharge  of  the  aqueous  kind 
u  followed  the  operation.  The  Dura 
“  Mater  did  not  appear  difcoloured;  but 
“  in  the  agonizing  cries  of  the  pati- 
ent  it  arofe  with  great  force,  and  was 
**  at  leaft  propelled  one  third  of  a  fphere 
“  through  the  perforation.  In  this  ftate 
S(  we  made  an  incifion  with  a  lancet 
€€  through  that  membrane,  but  no  other 
€C  difcharge  enfued  than  a  little  blood, 
€(  which  made  us  the  more  defpair  of 
€<  fuccefs,  efpecially  as  the  fymptoms 
continued  fo  violent,  that  in  fliort  we 
“  all  thought  our  patient  abfolutely  ex-

of  the  fcull  after  the  removal  of  it,  the  orifice  made  with 
the  fciiTars  was  found  entirely  clofed,  with  a  very  thin 
diaphanous  offification. 
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44  about  an  hour,  upon  which  the  alar- 
cc  ming  fymptoms  began  to  remit  and 
“  the  child  became  fenlible ;  in  a  few 
<c  hours  the  convulfions,  in  a  great  mea-

€C  the  child  enjoys  its  fenfes  perfectly, 
cc  appears  in  good  health  and  the  wound

€C  I  have  endeavoured  with  Doctor 
£C  D’  Urban’s  affiftance,  to  give  you  as 
clear  a  defcription  of  this  very  extra- 
<c  ordinary  cafe  as  I  poffibly  could,  and  I 
hope  the  hiflory  as  well  as  the  treat- 
cc  ment  of  it  will  meet  with  your  appro-

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The  hiftory  which  Mr,  Revans  has 
given  of  Mr.  Nurfey’s  child’s  cafe  cor- 
refponds  with  my  minutes  and  obferva- 
tions,  from  June  the  7th  to  July  the 
26th,  1773.

On  July  the  30th,  I  vifited  the  child 
with  Dodtor  D’  Urban  and  Mr.  Revans, 
and  the  circumflances  of  the  cafe  were 
confirmed  to  me  by  Mrs.  Nurfey  and 
others,  whom  I  interrogated  particularly 
concerning  it.  I  found  the  child  perfedt  in 
its  fenfes,  apparently  in  good  health  and 
very  chearful.  The  wound  had  a  good 
afpedl,  the  rifing  of  the  exfoliation  of  the 
bone  round  the  perforation,  made  bare 
upon  fcalping,  was  as  thin  as  the  fined: 
fcale  of  a  fifh,  and  fo  tranfparent  as  we 
could  fee  the  granulations  of  flefh  through 
it,  rifing  to  throw  it  off.  I  have  alfo. 
carefully  examined  the  piece  of  bone 
taken  out  upon  trepanning,  and  find  the 
hole  made  with  the  fciffars  clofed  with 
the  offification  as  has  been  defcribed.

Six  pieces  of  equal  dimenfions  were 
fawed  tranfverfely  out  of  the  fhank-bone 
of  an  ox,  and  fufpended  by  threads  in 
phials  about  half  full  of  the  following 
Menftruums  ;  which  were  conflantly 
kept  in  a  lamp-furnace  for  feveral  days* 
in  a  degree  of  heat  equal  to  that  of  hu¬ 
man  blood.  1.  Was  water  ftrongly  aci¬ 
dulated  with  fpirit.  vitrioli.  2.  Water 
fo  impregnated  with  fpirit.  fal.  marim 
3.  Water  with  cauft.  commun.  fort,  dif- 
folved  in  it.  4.  Water  mixt  with  one 
third  of  putrid,  human  blood.  Lime- 
Water.  6.  Common  vinegar.

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The  refult  of  thefe  Experiments  was, 
a  crumbling  down  of  the  bone  in  the 
mixture  with  the  fpirit.  vitrioli.  Almoft: 
a  total  folution  of  the  piece  in  the  water 
with  the  fpirit.  fal.  marin.  The  men- 
ftruum  with  the  cauft.  commun.  fort, 
made  no  folution  of  the  boney  fubftance, 
but  adted  upon  the  vafcular,  or  whatever 
connects  the  offeous  particles  together  1 
for  the  piece  of  bone  macerated  in  this 
mixture,  became  fo  triable,  as  to  feparate 
with  little  force  between  the  finger  and 
thumb.  The  lime-water  produced  no 
vifible  effedt ;  nor  did  the  mixture  with 
the  putrid  blood  make  any  impreffion 
upon  the  bone ;  and  the  vinegar  only 
foftened  the  furface  of  it  a  little.  * 

In  proportion  as  the  acid  fpirits  adted 
upon  the  bones,  an  addition  of  them  was 
made  to  the  water,  which  reinforcement 
was  intended  to  preferve  the  original 
ftrength  of  the  menftruum.

*  It  may  probably  be  more  fatisfadlory  to  any  of  the 
profeffion  who  chufe  to  make  fimilar  or  other  experi¬ 
ments  of  inveftigation,  to  take  recent  pieces  of  the  thigh 
or  leg  bone  of  an  human  fubjedf. 
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The  offific  matter,  or  what  gives  foli- 
dity  and  conftitutes  bone,  is  of  a  calcari- 
ous,  alcaline  earthy  nature ;  and  the  fo- 
lution  of  it  in  the  menftruum  with  the 
fpirit  fal.  mari’n.  had  nearly  the  tafte  of 
fea-falt.

We  mu  ft  indeed  ftill  be  at  a  lofs  to 
account  fatisfadlorily  for  the  caufe  of 
Fragility,  Emollition,  and  Diffolution  of 
the  bones  in  a  living  body;  for  it  is  not 
to  be  imagined  that  any  known  acid  or 
alkali  can  be  fo  predominant  in  the  hu¬ 
mors,  as  to  produce  fuch  extraordinary 
effects  as  have  been  obferved  in  the  cafe 
under  con  ft  deration ;  nor  had  putrefac¬ 
tion  any  fhare  therein. 

» 

I  tafted  and  chewed  fome  of  the  dif- 
folved  fubftance  of  the  thigh-bone;  it 
was  foft  upon  the  palate  like  marrow, 
inoftenftve  and  inlipid,  without  any  acid 
or  alkaline  tafte;  neither  of  which  qua¬ 
lities  were  dilcovered  by  other  Experi¬ 
ments.

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As  there  is  a  conftant  wafle  and  fup~ 
ply  of  the  parts  of  an  animal  body  in 
health,  we  may  infer,  that  if  through 
fome  dyfcrafy  or  vitiated  ftate  of  the 
fluids,  defeat  of  the  nutritious  vefiels,  or 
want  of  energy  in  the  folids,  the  appo- 
fition  of  honey  particles  does  not  balance 
the  wafle,  the  bones  will  confequently 
become  foft  and  flexible,  as  they  have 
membranous  and  vafcular  compages  for 
their  bafts. 

However,  after  all,  this  is  but  of  little 
ufe  in  leading  us  to  the  grand  point* 
curing  the  difeafe, 

Thefe  queftions  naturally  arife  from 
the  premifes.  What  obftrudts  the  ap- 
pofltion  and  cohefion  of  the  elementary 
particles,  which  give  firmnefs  and  liabi¬ 
lity  to  the  bones  or  perverts  them  ? 
What  vitiated  ftate,  or  combination  of 
animal  juices,  under  any  fpecification,  will 

produce  fuch  a  diffolvent  ?  This  abftrufe 
matter  may  prove  incomprehenfible,  and 

thefe 
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thefe  problems  may  ever  be  too  difficult 
for  the  moft  fagacious  and  accurate  in- 
veftigators  to  folve  yet  could  the  cha- 
radteriftic  fymptoms  of  this  difeafe  be 
early  difcovered,  they  might  indeed  con¬ 
duct  us  to  fome  rational  means  both  in¬ 
ternal  and  external,  proving  efficacious 
in  its  incipient  ftate  to  prevent  the  pro- 
grefs  and  cure  it ;  but  cafes  of  this  na¬ 
ture  are  fo  rare,  that  they  do  not  give 
the  moft  attentive  and  curious  obferver 
opportunities  of  fettling  criterions  to  be 
relied  on. 

The  Parilian  Cafe  of  Peter  Supiot’s 
wife,  in  fome  circumftances,  appears  to 
be  the  moft  extraordinary  of  this  nature, 
which  we  have  in  the  Records  of  Fhyfic, 
and  deferves  a  confiderate  reading. 

This  very  memorable  Cafe  was  accu¬ 
rately  drawn  up,  foon  after  the  patient's 

R  2  death, 
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death,  in  the  year  1752,  by  Monf.  Mo- 
rand,  M.  D.  and  Dodtor  Hofty,  who  was 
then  Phyfician  to  our  Ambaffador  at  the 
French  Court,  by  the  exprefs  defire  of 
the  Prefident  of  the  Faculty  of  Phyfic  at 
Paris  and  publifiied  diredtly  by  that  au¬ 
thority.  Immediately  after  the  publica- 
tion,  it  was  fent  me  by  a  Friend,  with 
the  original  Engraving  of  the  patient's 
aftoiiiiliing  figure  annexed. 


It  was  obfervable  in  this  patient’s  cafe, 
that  her  urine  had  a  very  ftrong,  dis¬ 
agreeable,  alkaline  fmell,  in  which  was 
frequently  found  a  great  fediment  of  a 
white,  cretaceous,  gypfeous  nature, 
which,  when  dried  and  mixt  with  mi¬ 
neral  or  vegetable  acids,  raifed  a  fermen¬ 
tation. 


After  having  voided  this  matter  with 
her  urine,  it  was  particularly  remarked, 

that 
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that  her  faliva  fpotted  and  ftained  the 
cloths  like  mercurial  ointment,  with 
fuch  an  appearance  alfo  in  confequence 
of  profufe  fweats,  upon  the  linen  next 
her  body,  which  could  not  be  wafhed 
out  with  fope,  and  the  nurfes  were  fen- 
fible  of  the  acrimony  of  this  perfpirable 
matter,  by  the  effect  the  wain  had  upon 
their  hands.
